present  company.  .\lr.  Smith  d.  some  time  later,  and  in  1845  laii- 
tain  John  I'atterson  Levy  was  admitted  [o  the  hrm,  but  the  >t\le 
remained  unchanged  mitil  i860,  when  Air.  Keaney  retired,  and  the 
hrst  name  became  .Xealie  &  Lev\'.  Tlunigh  Captain  Levy  d  in 
Dec,  1867,  the  business  ci)ntinued  as  Xeatic  &  Lev\ .  It  was  ir.cor- 
porated  in  i8<ji,  the  aged  founder  taking  his  place  as  its  President. 
The  yard  built  engines  for  several  ( iovernment  vessels,  w  hich  were 
in  service  during  the  Ale.xican  War,  and  for  the  Lancaster.  I'awiiee 
and  several  other  war  vessels  prior  to  i860.  Dm-ing  the  war  800  men 
were  constantly  at  work  in  the  yards,  and  engines  were  built  for  about 
one  hundred  and  twenty  (Iovernment  vessels.  (  )f  late  years  tlie 
compan\  has  built  a  large  ninnber  of  vessels  for  Cuban  and  Si»uth 
.\merican  waters,  and  several  of  those  which  are  now  in  Seattle-Alas- 
ka trade.  The  shop  mnnbers  of  the  \essels  built  in  the  \  ard  had 
reached  (;()o.  Air.  Xeatie  was  the  inventor  of  the  propeller,  anil  had 
business  connections  with  several  other  yards  on  the  (ireat  Lakes, 
where  this  invention  was  much  in  use.  lie  was  a  director  of  the 
h'ighth  National  I'.ank,  and  was  f)ne  of  the  owners  of  C"ongress  Hall. 
Me  was  a  member  of  the  hourtii  i'.aplist  Church."       (  Imoui  "I'hiladel- 
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plii.i  l'ul)lic  Lcdj^cr,"  oljiluar}  notice).  Ik'  is  said  [o  liavc  built  the 
■"iMiiladclphia,"  tlic  first  steam  tire  eiij.;iiie  e\er  (Operated  in  the  city 
<jf  rhiladelpliia.  (See  "X.  V.  Sun."  Jan.  17.  1898).  The  value  of  his 
estate  was  istimated  at  between  5j>4,ooo,0(j()  and  $5,oo(j,o(X).  Hy  his 
will  be(|uests  were  made  of  v$35,ooo  to  the  I  lahnemann  Hospital,  $20,- 
<X)o  to  the  KajJlist  Home,  $30,000  to  the  I'.aptist  (  )ri>liana^a\  $20,000 
to  the  h'ourth  IJaptist  Church,  $15,000  to  the  H(jnie  for  Incurables, 
$15,000  to  the  Asylum  for  Indig-ent  Women,  and  $10,000  to  the  Epis- 
c(jj>al  Hospital,  all  in  Philadeli)hia.

This  is  also  the  same  farm  which  my  grandfather 
received  l)y  will  of  Jacobus,  except  72  acres  set  ofif  on  the  north- 
east corner  for  his  sister,  Johanna  (995),  who  m.  John  Sutphen.  a  car- 
l)enter  and  undertaker.  1  went  this  afternoon  to  the  old  bur\ing 
ground  about  a  mile  southwest  of  I'lawenburgh  village,  found  the 
monuments,  wdiich  are  brown  stone,  in  a  ])erfect  state  of  preservation, 
with  the  following  inscriptions:  'J'^"^^^  Nevius,  died  March  9,  1811, 
aged  87  years  3  mo.  to  days.'

John  Xeefus  was  a  weaver,  and  is  the  progenitor 
of  the  Neefus  family  in  this  country  and  the  first  to  spell  the  name  so;

Among  the  items,  beside  nineteen  head 
of  cattle  and  five  horses,  there  were  some  articles  which  are  now 
in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Peter  I.  Neefus,  namely  a  riding  chair, 
inventoried  at  £8  (only  its  wheels  now  existing),  a  linen  wheel 
worth  16s.,  a  razor  hone,  a  "slillyard;"  a  sheep  "sheers,"  a  cup- 
board. It  might  also  be  noticed  that  one  tan  vat  was  valued  at 
4s.,  a  weaver's  loom  at  £3,  and  three  guns  at  £6.  There  was  a 
full  supply  of  "arten"  wear,  pewter  articles,  etc.  The  milch  cows 
were  valued  at  about  $16  each.

N.  J.,  supposed  s.  of  Cornelis  (334),  b.  about  1740;  d.  1793;  m.,  1762, 
(marriage  bond  dated  June  18,  1762),  Helena  Dey  (dau.  of  Derrick 
Dey  and  Sarah  Toers),  who  d.  1818.  This  John  Neafie  is  the  an- 
cestor of  Mr.  John  Neafie  (1122),  of  New  York  City,  N.  Y.,  whose  val- 
uable assistance  in  collecting  data  for  this  work  has  been  freely  ac- 
knowledged elsewhere.  He  is  either  the  s.  of  Cornelis  Nefie  {334), 
as  above  supposed,  or  of  Garret  Nefie  (668),  which  it  is  not  possible 
to  ascertain  unless  some  new  records  are  discovered.  His  second 
s.,  Col.  Richard  (1650),  resided  at  Two  Bridges,  (Fairfield),  Caldwell 
township,  Essex  co.,  N.  J.,  and  his  first  s..  Garret  (672),  in  Pequa- 
nonck  township,  Morris  co.,  N.  J.,  on  opposite  sides  of  the  Passaic 
river.  John  lived  on  the  place  (^ol.  Richard  owned  because  the  will 
bequeathed  "the  house  and  lot  in  Essex  co.  where  I  now  dwell,"  to 
him.  It  consisted  of  five  acres  of  land  only.  The  house  was  built 
in  1785  and  the  land  was  doubtless  purchased  from  Richard  Lake  in 
1776  as  per  Index  to  Book  A,  page  52  of  Essex  co.  Deeds,  (but  the 
Original  Liber,  A,  itself,  cannot  be  found;  has  been  missing  from 
the  Register's  office  in  Newark  for  many  years).  He  was  a  surveyor 
of  Essex  CO.  1788  and  '89,  and  probably  in  other  years,  and  a  Chosen 
Freeholder  1791  and  '92.  He  was  also  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution, 
a  private  in  C^ol.  Theunis  Dey's  Bergen  co.,  N.  J.,  Regiment.  John 
Neafie  and  wife  were  witnesses  to  baptisms  on  Dec.  25,  1763.  Apr. 
14,  1774,  Apr.  II,  1779,  March  4,  1781,  and  May  15,  179 1.  He  was 
appointed  July  26,  1782,  administrator  of  the  estate  of  Cornelius 
Neafie  of  Bergen  co.  John  Neafie,  his  wife,  his  two  sons  Garret 
and  Richard,  two  of  the  sons  of  Garret  (John  and  Cornelius)  and  va- 
rious of  the  members  of  the  family  are  interred  in  the  old  Derrick 
Dey  burial  ground,  at  Two  Bridges,  Pequannock  township,  Morris 
CO.,  N.  J.,  situated  near  the  Pompton  River,  adjoining  the  farm  of 
Cornelius  Henry  Post,  a  great-great-grandson  of  Derrick  Dey.  one 
of  the  first  settlers  at  the  Two  Bridges.  This  old  graveyard  contains 
the  remains  of  many  members  of  the  Dey  family  and  its  connections. 
With  one  solitary  exception,  nothing  but  rude  field  stones  mark  the 
resting  places  of  the  dead  in  this  enclosure.  The  date  of 
his  death  is  surmised  from  his  will,  dated  July  4,  1793,  and 
probated  Jan.  14,  1794,  (Secretary  of  State's  office,  Trenton,  N.  J., 
iiook  33  of  Wills,  p.  362).  His  residence  is  there  given  as  of  Ac- 
((uackanonrk,  where  also  in   1785,  a  road  record  refers  to  "Ncafie's

New  House"  (Essex  Road  Book  A,  p.  275).  Acquackanonck  origin- 
ally covered  that  part  of  the  present  Caldwell  townshii^,  now  known 
as  Fairfield.  The  will  devises:  i.  To  his  s.  Richard  the  house  and 
lot  wherein  testator  now  dwells.  2.  His  movable  estate  to  be  equally 
divided  between  his  two  sons  Garret  and  Richard,  they  to  pay  to  his 
dau.  Sarah,  wife  of  David  Dey,  i200  in  one  and  two  years  after  his  de- 
cease, and  they  to  complete  the  outfit  of  furniture  to  his  daughter 
Sarah.  3.  Sons  Garret  and  Richard  to  be  his  executors.  The  widow 
lived,  in  1800,  in  Morris  co.,  N.  J.,  and  there  are  records  of  several 
suits  at  law  by  her  between  1797  and  1812.  (See  N.  J.  Supreme 
Court  Papers,  Nos.  27,725,  27,726,  10,772).  On  Apr.  14,  1818,  ad- 
ministration was  granted  upon  her  estate  to  her  grandson,  Francis 
Neafie.      John  Neafie  signed  his  name  as  follows,  June  18,  1762:

1019.  JOHN  NEAFUS  of  Bucks  co.,  Pa.,  s.  of  Cornelius  (333); 
baptised  at  North  and  Southampton,  Bucks  co..  Pa,  June  27,  1742; 
d.  in  Bucks  co.,  near  Trenton,  N.  J.,  about  1805;  m.  Sallie  Opdycke, 
(dau.  of  William  Opdycke  and  Nancy  Carpenter).  There  has  always 
been  a  tradition  in  the  family  that  he  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  who 
had  his  feet  frozen  at  Valley  Forge  and  became  a  cri])ple  for  life,  and 
ccjnsiderable  search  has  been  made  in  the  Pension  Records  at  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  and  of  Pennsylvania,  in  order  to  get  at  the  facts.  In 
the  Archives  of  Pennsylvania,  Vol.  11,  page  755,  his  name  is  given  as 
"John  Neafas"  and  he  is  noted  as  a  Revolutionary  pensioner  from 
1789  to  Sept.,  1805.  In  Vol.  XIV,  Penn  Archives,  2d  Series,  pp. 
185-188,  he  is  named  as  "Ensign,  John  Naphes,"  under  date  of  May 
6,  1777,  in  Fifth  Company,  Captain  Henry  Lott,  and  in  Seventh  Com- 
pan) ,  Ca])tain  Henry  Darrah  of  L^ourth  liattalion,  Bucks  co.  Militia; 
and  on  pages  193-194,  date  of  Nov.  i,  1777,  his  name  ai)]:)ears  as  "John 
Ncaphas,"  "private,"  on  the  muster  roll  of  Ca])tain  Darrah's  Cc)m- 
pany,  "in  the  service  of  the  United  States."  No  papers  concerning 
liini  are  to  be  found  in  the  Pensiijn  ( )nice  at  Washington.  Ilow- 
e\er,  in  the  lluiks  co.  (  )ri)hans'  Court  Minutes,  I'.ook  B  I,  i)ages  22  \ 
301  and  359  are  these  petiti(jns  for  jjcnsions,  with  verifications,  etc.» 
which   nnist  i)rove  of  interest  to  his  descendants: 
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"The  Petition  of  John  Nefus  late  of  the  County  of  Bucks  and 
State  of  Pennsylvania — Most  Humbly  Sheweth — 

"That  your  Petitioner  hath  always  when  called  upon  cheerfully 
served  as  a  soldier  in  the  militia  of  this  State.  In  one  of  those  Towers 
being  at  Schuylkill  in  the  winter  of  1777  by  sickness  and  Fatigue  was 
rendered  unfit  for  duty  and  incapable  of  getting  a  living  since  either 
for  himself,  or  family  which  consists  of  a  wife  and  several  small  chil- 
dren and  calling  to  mind  an  act  of  the  Hon'ble  house  of  Assembly 
passed  the  20th  March  1780  providing  for  such  Militia  men  as  were 
disabled  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  is  thereby  encouraged  to 
lay  before  your  worships  his  unfortunate  situation,  he  therefore  prays 
that  your  Hon'ble  body  will  take  his  case  into  your  consideration  and 
grant  him  such  relief  as  you  in  your  wisdom  shall  think  meet,  as  your 
petitioner  as  in  duty  bound  shall  ever  pray.

His  name  as  appears  above,  was  at  first  written  by  some  one 
"John  Nefas,"  but  his  signature  to  paper  of  June  12,  1786,  was  plainly 
as  follows: 


As  his  pension  in  ]>ucks  co.,  Pa.,  ceased  in  1805,  he  probably 
<1.  at  that  date.  About  i8oy  his  widow  removed  to  Troy,  N.  Y.,  with 
licr  nc[)hcws,  Isaac  and  John  Opdycke,  who  were  millers,  and  about 
ihe  same  time  lu'r  s.  William  went  to  Trov,  N.  Y.,  and  others  of  her 
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children.  (See  Op  Dyck  Genealogy,  pp.  231,  2^^,  396,  410).  Of  the 
children,  an  intelligent  descendant,  Mrs.  L.  Wood  (dau.  of  Lavinia, 
1210),  wrote  to  the  author  Mar.  8,  1895:  "Henry  and  Mahlon  went 
to  the  West  Indies.  There  they  accumulated  fortu'nes,  so  my  mother 
told  me.  They  both  d.  of  some  epidemic.  (jne  of  my  grandfather's 
brothers  heard  of  it  and  kept  it  from  my  grandfather,  hoping  to  get 
this  property,  and  when  my  grandfather  (William  Neafus)  found  it 
out,  it  had  been  outlawed  and  he  could  do  nothing  about  it.  When 
my  mother  was  a  child  Mahlon  came  to  visit  my  grandfather,  and  he 
was  dressed  in  short  clothes  with  ruftles  and  gold  lace  trimmings,  and 
brought  West  India  fruits  to  the  family.  How  or  why  they  went 
there  my  mother  did  not  say  in  the  record  that  she  left  me.  I  do  not 
know  if  William  Neafus  was  in  business  in  Rochester.  I  know  my 
grandmother  kept  boarders.  I  think  he  was  an  old  man  then.  My 
grandfather,  William  Neafus,  d.  at  W.  W.  Howell's,  in  BufTalo,  N. 
Y.  They  moved  from  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  to  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  My 
mother  was  another  dau.  and  Truman  Stone  was  her  first  husband. 
They  lived  in  Rochester.  Mr.  Stone's  father  was  the  first  white  set- 
tler in  Rochester.  There  is  a  street  in  the  city  now  bearing  his 
name.  Mr.  Stone  d.  there  and  one  of  his  children.  My  mother 
went  to  Buffalo  and  there  she  m.  my  father,  William  Bradley,  and 
they  moved  to  Westfield,  N.  Y.;  from  there  they  moved  to  Roscoe, 
111."

1020.  JOHN  NEAFIE  of  "The  Ponds"  (now  Oakland.  Bergen 
CO.,  N.  J.,  and  subsequently  of  Orange  co.,  N.  Y.,  (supp)  s.  of  Garret 
(668);  b.  about  1742;  d.  Oct.  26,  1816,  in  his  seventy-fifth  year;  m. 
(i)  Catherine  Post,  (dau.  of  Peter  Post  and  Elizabeth  Van  Voorhees),. 
b.  about  1750,  d.  Nov.  29,  181 1,  in  her  sixty-second  year;  (2)  Sept. 
6,  1 812,  Mrs.  Martha  Hunt,  (widow  of  Joseph  Hunt),  who  d.  a])out 
1843.  This  John  Neafie  was  either  the  s.  of  Cornelius  (334),  or  Gar- 
ret (668).  Many  deeds  and  mortgages  recorded  in  Bergen  and  Essex 
counties,  N.  J.,  and  in  New  York  City,  dating  from  1784  to  1814, 
show  his  numerous  real  estate  transactions.  He  resided  at  The 
Ponds,  and  at  Camp  Gaw.       About  1796  he  removed  to  New  York 
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City,  residing  at  46  and  83  Reed  street  and  in  Jay  street,  and  in  1803 
or  1804  he  removed  to  Montgomery,  Orange  co.,  N.  Y.,  where  he 
resided  until  his  death  in  1816,  and  where  he  is  buried.  Two  let- 
ters published  ("Van  Houten  MSS.",  by  Nelson,  p.  28),  dated  June 
28  and  29,  1814,  show  that  he  owned  slaves,  "William  Cisco  and  Jane, 
his  wife,  and  one  child,  a  girl,"  whom  he  was  willing  to  hire  out  for  a 
term  of  years  for  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  cash,  or  for 
notes,  with  interest.  His  s.,  Peter,  is  noted  in  New  York  directory 
from  1803  to  1805,  inclusive,  when  he  also  removed  to  Or- 
ange CO.  Another  s.,  John,  Jr.,  appears  in  New  York  di- 
rectory, 1800,  and  he  removed  to  Saddle  River  township,  Bergen  co., 
N.  J.;  he  reappears  in  New  York  1816,  remained  there  for  thirty- 
five  years  and  finally  removed  to  Nyack,  N.  Y.,  dying  there  at  ninety 
or  ninety-one  years  of  age.  Another  s..  Garret,  also  went  to  New 
York  and  appeared  in  directories  from  1796  to  1805  inclusive,  except 
for  1802.  His  widow,  Alargaret,  appears  there  in  1806.  So  all  this 
family  gravitated  to  New  York  City  and  State.  He  was  a  soldier 
of  the  Revolution  "a  scout  and  spy."  Probably  he  was  the  same 
who  as  "John  Neefe"  (spelled  by  printer  Neese)  enlisted  May  5,  1778, 
in  the  N.  Y.  Line,  2d  Regt.,  6th  Co.,  Col.  Philip  Van  Cortlandt.  for 
nine  months,  discharged  Aug.  i,  1778;  again  mustered  in  Sept.,  1778, 
and  discharged  Nov.  19,  1778.  (See  Military  Register,  in  Doc. 
Relat.  to  Col.  Hist,  of  N.  Y.,  Vol.  15).  (As  to  his  residence  at  the 
"Walkill"  Orange  co.),  see  letter  of  May  2,  181 5,  in  "Van  Houten 
MSS.",  p.  82). 

His  great-granddaughter  Alice  {j']'),  says  of  bis  military  record: 
"He  belonged  to  no  regiment,  but  was  a  member  of  a  separate  com- 
pany who  served  on  the  'Debatable  Groimd'  in  Rockland  co..  and 
Northern  New  Jersey.  He  was,  however,  one  who  helped  'Hold  the 
iHjrt'  in  Central  Park  on  the  arrival  of  the  P>ritish.  You  know  the 
name  of  the  fort  possibly;  I  have  forgotten  it."  She  further  writes: 
"In  a  list  of  people  admitted  to  the  bar  of  Orange  co.  between  the 
years  1800  and  1813,  I  find  the  name  of  'John  Neaffie.'  "  Without 
doubt  it  is  the  same  man.  She  also  gives  the  following:  "Claudius 
Smith  was  a  famous  Tory  and  out-law  of  Revolutionary  times.  He 
was  pursued  and  hunted,  but  always  escaped,  though  a  large  price 
was  offered  for  his  capture.  John  Neafie's  wife  in  her  chilhood  had 
been  a  school-mate  of  Claudius,  and  one  day,  during  her  husljand's 
absence  from  home,  Claudius  Smith  walked  into  her  kitchen,  utterly 
exhausted  and  half  famished,  and  begged  for  food  and  shelter.  Cath- 
erine Neafie,  John's  wife,  said  to  him:  "Claudius,  if  John  were  home 
he  would  shoot  you  like  a  dog,  but  for  the  sake  of  our  school  days 
I  will  give  you  food,  and  you  may  rest  and  go  free.  But  I  warn  you 
that  when  John  comes  home  I  will  tell  him  you  have  been  here  and 
show  him  the  way  you  went.'       She  kept  her  word  in  all  particulars 
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and,  John,  her  husband,  joined  the  party  who  were  searching  for  the 
outlaw,  and  shortly  after  he  was  captured  and  brought  to  the  Goshen 
jail,  which,  by  the  way,  is  now  part  of  the  Orange  hotel.  Claudius 
Smith  was  hanged  at  Goshen  on  Dec.  20,  1783.  Some  years  after  his 
bones  were  exhumed  and  his  skull,  which  was  unusually  large,  is 
built  into  the  doorway  of  the  present  court  house."  In  1801,  while 
residing  in  New  York  City,  John  Neafie  owned  130  acres  of  land  at 
the  Dutch  Kills.  (See  Lib.  F,  p.  243  of  Mortgages,  at  Jamaica,  N. 
Y.).  He  was  often  in  land  and  note  litigations  as  early  as  Jan., 
1770.  as  the  N.  J.  Supreme  Court  records  show.  (See  records  of 
these  suits,  in  which  he  was  both  plaintifif  and  defendant,  in  X.  J. 
Sup.  Ct.  papers  23,205,  28,092,  28,230  and  about  a  dozen  others). 
From  surveys  in  the  East  Jersey  Proprietor's  Offtce  at  Perth  Amboy, 
it  ai)pears  that  on  Apr.  5,  1786,  Cornelius  Plaring,  Deputy  Surveyor, 
made  a  survey  for  John  Neafie,  of  a  "tract  of  unapj^ropriated  land 
situated  at  or  near  Wearness,  in  the  township  of  Harington,  co.  of 
Bergen,"  adjoining  Fred  Crim,  Michael  Ryer,  Fred  Cadmer,  Michael 
Ayer,  containing  334  67-100  acres.  And  in  the  same  the  statement  is 
made  that  to  300  acres  J.  N.  had  right  in  full  of  a  deed  to  him  from 
William  Burnet,  dated  Mar.  20,  1786,  (Burnet  having  right  to 
2,784  375-1,000  acres),  and  that  J.  N.  had  right  to  remainder  by  deed 
from  John  L.  Johnston.  On  Apr.  20,  1813,  he  had  an  auction  sale 
at  Preakness,  N.  J.  (See  "Van  Houten  MSS.",  pp.  80,  81;  also  pp. 
82,  141,  142,  143,  etc.).  His  will  was  dated  Oct.  13,  1816,  and  probat. 
Nov.  I,  1816,  at  Goshen,  N.  Y.  He  was  buried  in. Reformed  Church- 
yard at  Montgomery,  Orange  co.,  N.  Y.  He  signed  his  name  as 
follows :

Joris  (1152),  said  to  have  been  b.  in   New  Yi)rk  City   May   ir,   1750 

(or  1766);  d.  at  New  Brunswick  July  4,  1844;   m.  (i)  '—;   (2) 

Stjjt.  7,  18 1 5.  Rachel  Picket,  widow  of  Geshim  Moore.  Little  is 
known  about   this  John   Nevius.       His  grandson,   Stacy  S.,  (1774). 
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^nvt's  his  birth  as  1750,  but  his  granddaughter,  Alary  J.,  (1424),  gives 
it  as  1766,  which  hitter  1  behcve  to  be  correct.  I'he  first  (hrect  rec- 
ord I  have  about  him  is  that  of  liis  marriage  in  the  North  West  Re- 
formed Church,  on  Sugar  Loaf  street,  New  York  City  (now  Franklin 
street)  under  date  of  Sept.  7,  181 5,  which  reads:  "John  Nevius,  s. 
of  George  Nevius,  and  Rachel  Picket,  dau.  of  Stephen  Picket,  widow 
of  Geshim  Moore  on  Sabbath  afternoon  at  5  o'clock."  It  has  been 
very  troublesome  to  locate  this  man  in  the  genealogical  line,  but  after 
much  deliberation  I  have  concluded  to  locate  him  as  the  (supj).)  s.  of 
Joris  (1152)  for  these  reasons:  Thirst,  because  there  is  no  other 
"George"  Nevius  known  whose  child  this  John  could  very  well  be. 
Second,  because,  while  residing  a  long  time  in  New  York  City,  he 
made  his  later  residence  at  New  Brunswick,  where  Joris  (1152)  re- 
sided. Third,  the  names  of  most  of  his  children  indicate  this  ct)nncc- 
tion  of  families.  T'ourth,  a  tradition  among  the  descendants  of  Gar- 
ret (671),  s.  of  Joris  (1 152),  points  to  the  fact  that  a  John,  brother  to 
Garret  existed  and  "went  oflf  to  Long  Island."  No  trace  of  such  a 
man  has  been  found  on  Long  Island,  but  this  one  does  appear  in 
New  York.  An  objection  to  the  supposition  is  that  the  father  Joris 
j  was  not  a  Nevius,  but  a  Neefies  or  Nafies,  but  as  the  s.  Garret,  the 
Revolutionary  soldier,  changed  his  name  to  Nevius,  it  might  easily 
i        be  that  his  brother  John  did  the  same  thing. 

i  In     the     census     of     New     York     City,     1800,     a     "John     Na- 

!  vie"  resided  in  the  First  Ward;  was  "between  26  and  45 
I  years  of  age,"  and  his  family  consisted  of  his  wife,  of  similar  age, 
j  and  two  children  below  ten  years.  The  same  man  evidently  aj^pears 
in  the  New  York  directories  continuously  from  1795  to  1806,  the  sur- 
names being  variously  ])rinted  as  Niven,  Navin,  Neven;  occujiations, 
carman,  laborer,  carpenter  and  cartman.  From  181 1  to  1813  appears 
a  John  Navey,  mariner.  1  hardly  think  that  all  these  names  are  con- 
nected with  the  John  above  referred  to.  Mrs.  Severns  (Mary  J., 
1424),  says  of  him:  "He  had  two  children  by  his  first  wife  and  four 
or  five  by  the  second.  He  resided  first  in  New  York  and  subse- 
quently in  Somerville,  N.  J.,  or  in  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.  I  think  he 
was  buried  in  Somerville,  though  possibly  in  New  Brunswick.  He 
was  quite  a  politician.  His  parents  came  from  Holland."  In  the 
!ast  statement,  Mrs.  Severns,  of  course,  labors  under  a  mistake.  No 
Nevius  has  ever  come  from  Holland  since  the  first  Joannes,  and  (for 
temporary  stay)  his  brother  Matthias.  Stacy  (1774),  has  perhaps  i)apers 
throwing  some  light  upon  the  history  of  his  grandfather,  but  refuses 
all  information.

"John  Nevius"  (misprint  for  "John  Neafie"  according  to  Adj. -General 
Stryker)  mentioned  on  p.  702  of  Stryker's  "Offtcers  and  Men  of  N. 
J.,  in  the  Rev.  War."  He  was  private  in  the  Western  Battalion,  Mor- 
ris Co.  Militia;  also  private  in  the  New  Jersey  State  Troops.  The 
Pension  OfBce,  Washington,  reports:  "It  also  appears  from  the  rec- 
ords that  John  Naphie  enlisted  Oct.  31,  1775,  as  a  private  in  Captain 
John  Conway's  company  in  the  first  regiment  of  New  Jersey  troops, 
conmianded  by  the  Right  Honorable  William,  Earl  of  Stirling,  Revo- 
lutionary War.  His  name  appears  only  on  the  company  muster  roll 
for  October  29,  1775,  to  January  13,  17761"

JOHN  NEVIOUS  of  Millstone,  N.  J.,  farmer,  s.  of  Lu- 
cas (1240),  b.  near  Millstone,  N.  J.,  Nov.  25,  1761;  d.  there  Nov.  i, 
1807;  m.  (i)  A])r.  18,  1782,  Mary  Cornell,  who  was  b.  Apr.  i.  1765, 
and  d.  Sept.  5,  1783;  (2)  Oct.  26,  1786,  Phebe  Staats,  (dau.  of  John 
Staats  of  Roycefield,  N.  J.),  who  was  b.  July  26,  1766,  and  d.  Dec.  31, 
1831.      He  wrote  his  name  on  Apr.  5,  1786,  as  follows: 

On  Nov.  22,  1782,  he  purchased  the  half  interest  in  151  acres  of  land 
near  Millstone,  N.  J.,  adjoining  lands  of  Petrus  Nevius  (1538)  on  the 
north,  the  Millstone  River  on  the  west,  land  of  Cornelius  Stothoff 
on  the  south,  and  easterly  by  "the  Great  Road."  On  Apr.  23,  1784, 
he  purchased  the  other  half  part  of  the  same  farm,  which  is  believed 
to  be  the  present  farm  of  Lewis  T.  Howell.  This  land  descended 
to  his  wife,  Mary  Cornell,  and  her  aunt  Johanna  Duniont  from  Ma- 
ria's grandfather,  Cornelius  Stotholif,  .Sr.       (See  unrecorded  deeds  in 
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possession  of  Mr.  P.  Eugene  Nevius  (1595),  East  Millstone,  N.  J.). 
He  d.  without  will  and,  in  1810,  the  court  ordered  partition  of  his  real 
estate  among  the  heirs.  Phebe,  Apr.  9,  1827,  manumitted  two  slaves: 
"Stine,  aged  38,"  and  "Peter  aged  2,7-''  By  her  will,  dated  Aug.  12, 
1828,  probat.  Jan.  14,  1832,  she  devised  to  her  s.  Peter  eighteen  acres 
of  land  and  the  balance  of  real  estate  is  described  as  fourteen  and  one- 
half  acres.  (Somerset  Wills,  Book  D,  p.  170).  Both  John  and 
Phebe  joined  Harlingen  church  Apr.  17,  1791,  and  Millstone  church 
in  1797.

1024.  JOHN  D.  NEVIUS  of  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  (not  iden- 
tified), b.  about  1763;  d.  Jan.  28,  1840;  m..  Mar.  9,  1799, 
Huylcha  (or  Hyle)  Van  Arsdale,  who  d.  June  i,  1844,  "aged  67  years, 
9  months."  I  have  been  at  unusual  trouble  to  endeavor  to  discover 
this  man's  parentage,  his  descendants  being  entirely  unable  to  furnish 
assistance  in  the  matter,  but  have  been  unable  to  place  him.  My 
conjecture  is  that  he  is. a  grandson  of  Roelof  (1625),  all  of  whose 
children  cannot  be  traced.  His  granddaughter,  Mary  Baker,  dau. 
of  Isaac  W.  (887),  has  John  D.'s  Bible,  printed  1780,  and  his  name 
is  written  in  it  as  follows: 

"John  Neavious,  His  Holy  Bible, 
June  5,  1804,  New  Brunswick." 

As  before  stated,  none  of  the  grandchildren  of  John  D.,  many  of  whom 
are  still  living  and  who  are  intelligent  persons,  can  give  any  clue  as  to 
his  parents.  A  singular  feature  of  the  matter  is  that  in  the  New 
York  City  directories  of  1831  and  '32,  appears  the  name  "Hylche, 
widow  of  John  Nevius,  baker,"  first  at  313  Bowery,  then  at  116  Chris- 
topher street, undoubtedly  the  wife  of  John  D.,  but  not  then  his  widow. 
He  was  living  at  Newark  at  the  time  of  his  death,  which  was  by 
an  accident.  His  grandson,  John  W.  Nevius  (1091).  of  North  Digh- 
ton,  Mass.,  writes:  "He  was  killed  on  the  railroad  just  out  of  Jer- 
sey City.  He  was  very  deaf.  He  was  missed  and  the  children  be- 
gan to  investigate.  Hearing  of' the  accident,  they  went  to  the  rail- 
road officials,  but  they  had  buried  him.  They  said  the  children  bet- 
ter not  take  up  his  body,  for  he  was  cut  up  badly,  so  they  left  him 
where  first  buried  and  I  do  not  know  where  that  was.  He  was  in  the 
1812  War,  and  lKl|)e(l  stretcii  a  chain  across  somewhere  in  tiie  vicinity 
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of  New  York.  I  have  heard  my  fatlier  speak  about  it.  He  also  had  a 
pension  and  ni)'  granchnother  had  it  after  him.  I  saw  her  over  fifty 
years  ago.  She  hes  buried  in  the  Dutch  Reformed  Churchyard,  and 
my  aunt  Anna  (Hannah)  beside  her."  The  Newark  "Sentinel  of 
I'Veedom"  of  Jan.  28,  1840,  published  this:  "The  engineer  of  the  ten 
o'clock  train  from  Jersey  City  saw  a  man  travelling  ahead  in  the  deep 
out,  and  rang  the  bell.  As  he  gave  no  signs  of  recognition,  he  stop- 
ped the  engine  when  within  a  few  rods  of  him  and  applied  the  brakes, 
but  in  vain.  The  man  was  run  over  and  both  his  legs  taken  ofi.  He 
was  taken  up  and  sent  immediately  to  Jersey  City  by  the  Newark 
train,  which,  fortunately,  was  just  then  passing,  but  it  was  believed 
he  could  not  live  an  hour.  His  name  or  character  had  not  l^een  as- 
certained. He  had  a  knapsack  and  appeared  to  be  a  pedestrian." 
And  on  Feb.  4,  1840,  it  said:  "I!y  the  coroner's  report  in  the  Jersey 
City  '.Advertiser,'  the  old  man  killed  on  the  railroad  a  few  days  since 
was  John  D.  Nevius,  a  native  of  this  State  and  long  a  resident  of  New 
I5runswick,  N.  J.  His  name  was  first  revealed  by  a  Bible  found  in 
his  pocket."  I  suspect  John  D.  to  have  been  the  "John  Neifes," 
private  of  Middlesex  co.,  N.  J.,  in  the  Revolutionary  War  (Stryker's 
"Ofificers  and  Men  of  N.  J.  in  the  Revolutionary  War,"  p.  701),  and 
the  j^ame  who  is  placed  on  the  Census  List  of  1840  as  a  Revolutionary 
soldier,  residing  at  New  Ilrunswick,  N.  J.,  and  stated  to  be  "yj  years 
old,"  and  having  as  the  sole  other  member  of  his  family  "one  female 
btween  50  and  60  years  of  age."  It  is  true  he  d.  in  Jan.,  1840,  but 
the  census  may  have  been  made  up  for  January  ist  of  that  year.

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riage  he  went  at  once  to  Virginia.  His  grandson,  John  W.  Stoner 
of  Raphine,  Va.,  writes  as  follows:  "The  name  was  always  spelled 
here  Nevius,  but  was  only  known  to  a  great  many  as  Neffew  or  Ne- 
phew. There  were  persons  living  nearby  that,  if  you  had  spoken  to 
them  about  John  Nevius  would  not  have  known  whom  you  meant." 
He  also  adds:  "I  have  talked  to  several  of  the  oldest  citizens  in  re- 
gard to  grandfather's  character.  They  all  agree  that  he  was  a  very- 
firm  and  positive  man  in  business;  his  prc.nise  was  all  that  was  neces- 
sary in  a  business  transaction;  he  was  sociable,  friendly,  accommo- 
dating to  his  neighbors.  He  was  ahead  of  his  duty  in  farming,  im- 
proving his  stock  and  cultivating  fruit.  His  buildings  were  kept  in 
good  repair.  His  farming  implements  were  of  the  best  of  the  day;, 
his  gates,  bars  and  fences  the  best  in  the  neighborhood;  and  his. 
apple  house  was  a  curiosity  for  neatness  and  variety  of  fruit.  Witlu 
young  folks  and  children  he  was  jolly  and  joky.  One  of  his  sayings 
was  that  the  young  men  who  came  to  see  his  girls  had  to  come  where 
they  had  all  gray  horses  and  muly  (polled)  cows.  ( )ne  neighbor,  a 
poor  boy  when  young,  told  me  that  he  had  gone  to  grandfather  at  dif- 
ferent times  to  borrow  wheat,  and  the  latter  would  call  him  a  Tuckeho 
(a  name  we  in  the  valley  frequently  applied  to  those  from  the  Blue 
Ridge  Mountain  or  East  \'irg,iia),  and  that  he  could  not  eat  wheat 
bread;  that  corn  bread,  hominy  and  bacon  were  good  enough  for  a 
Tuckeho.  lUit  after  grandfather  teased  him  a  while,  in  this  way,  he 
would  get  the  wheat  all,  the  same.  The  old  Nevius  tract  of  land  is  sit- 
uated in  the  lower  or  northern  end  of  Rockbritlge  co.,  and  is  now 
divided  in  nearly  equal  parts  by  the  valley  branch'  of  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio  Railroad,  running  from  Staunton,  the  county  seat  of  .-Vugusta 
CO.,  to  Lexington,  the  county  seat  of  Rcjckbridge  ccj.,  where  the  \\  AT. 
r.  and  Washington  c\:  Lee  University  is.  located,  and  (lenerals  R.  i-^. 
Lee  and  T.  J.  Jackson  are  buried.  IMie  old  hcjmestead  is  situated  on 
the  east  side  of  the  railroad  and  contains  one  hundred  and  forty-three 
{  acres  and  is  owned  b}'  Mrs.  X'irginia  E.  Black.       It  has  been  owned 

I  by  the  Pdack  family  for  forty  years  or  more.       The  land  on  the  west 

j  side  of  the  railroad   contains  one   hundred  and  fifteen   acres   and   is 

i  owned  by  different  parties,  making  in  all  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight 

acres.

JOHN  NEAFUS,  s.  of  Joris  (1153);  b.  in  Bucks  co.,  Pa., 
probably  about  1775.       No  further  particulars. 

1028.  JOHN  P.  NEVIUS  of  Ovid,  Seneca  co.,  N.  Y.,  s.  of  Pe- 
ter P.  (1549);  b.  Nov.  4,  1774,  at  Pleasant  Plains,  near  Six-Mile-Run, 
N.  J.;  d.  Aug.  8,  1846;  m.,  Dec.  11,  1798,  Gertrude  Hageman,  dau. 
of  Benjamin  Hageman  of  Six-Mile-Run.  She  was  b.  Nov.  6,  1781, 
and  d.  Apr.  11,  1859,  at  Ovid.  "My  father,  John  P.,  with  family  and 
a  quantity  of  household  goods  for  his  new  home,  for  which  he  had 
provided  by  a  previous  trip,  went  out,  in  the  Spring  of  1817,  (I  was 
nine  years  old  the  next  Fall),  with  three  loaded  wagons,  and  a  gentle- 
man in  lighter  trim  from  New  Jersey  accompanied  us  in  a  gig,  going 
ahead  at  proper  times  to  secure  for  us  stopping  places  for  food  and 
lodging.  Memory  recalls  the  journey — comparatively  formidable 
then — and  by  sUm  and  tedious  stages.  The  first  night  I  think  we 
stopped  at  Black  River  (as  Chester,  N.  J.,  is  sometimes  called);  sec- 
ond, at  Blue  Mountain;  third,  Easton.  We  were  nine  days,  (so  far 
as  memory  serves  me)  in  reaching  our  destination.  Father's  pur- 
chases of  land  were  first  a  farm  of  about  one  hundred  acres  in  Ovid 
township,  Seneca  co.;  later  in  the  town  of  Romulus,  same  county,  not 
far  distant.  Then,  after  about  a  year's  residence  there,  he  returned  to 
Ovid  township,  having  been  able  to  secure  a  farm  of  excellent  land, 
pleasantly  located,  on  which  he  had  from  the  fust  fixed  his  eye  be- 
:ause  it  suited  my  mother's  fancy,  whom  he  al\va)S  seemed  anxious 
lo  please.  This  farm  containing  aboiU  four  hundred  acres  in  a  body, 
ne  occupied  imtil  a  short  lime  before  his  death.  It  was  situated  about 
two  miles  from  Seneca  Lake  on  the  main  road  between  Ovid  and  Lodi 
'ill-'ge.  I  ha\e  already  said  he  was  a  farmer  by  occupation,  but  find 
it  stated  that  he  was  a  soldier  in  the  suppression  of  the  'whiskey  rebel- 
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tion.'  My  father's  days  havinf>  l)C'eii  given  to  agricultural  pursuits, 
with  little  opportunity,  leisure  or  advantages  in  early  years  for  the 
ac(|uisition  of  kncnvledge  and  the  cultivation  of  mind,  he  was  still,  I 
remember  well,  confided  in,  respected  and,  through  the  influence  of 
friends  and  neighb(jrs  wIkj  knew  him  best,  held  a  place  for  council 
and  advice  in  matters  in  tiie  neighbcjrhood,  which  shows  that  he  was 
distinguished  for  what  John  Locke  calls  'good,  soiuid,  roundabout 
connnon  sense,'  with  intelligence  (luite  up  to  his  station  in  life,  gained 
by  much  rtading,  particularly  of  ])eriodicals  through  which  he  kept 
<|uite  abreast  of  the  times.  As  a  journalist,  it  may  interest  you  to  know- 
that  for  many  years  he  took  regularly  the  'New  York  Spectator,'  Col. 
Stone,  editor,  of  which  the  daily  issue  from  the  same  ofifice,  if  I  re- 
niendKT  rightl}-,  was  the  'Commercial  Advertiser.'  Marked  by  ster- 
ling integrity  and  honesty,  he  was  and  ever  stix^d  among  those  around 
him  as  the  'tried,  the  trusted  and  the  true.'  Reposing  too  much  con- 
fidence in  others,  as  is  only  too  common  among  men  of  his  stamp,  and 
deeming  them  as  honest  as  himself,  he  suffered  financially  in  the  later 
years  of  his  life.  Hut,  though  he  had  little  else  to  leave  me  but  an 
education,  which  I  know  he  struggled  hard  to  give  me,  he  left  also 
the  nuich-prized  legacy,  far  better  than  money,  the  memory  of  a  good, 
kind  father,  firm,  faithful  and  greatly  endeared  to  us  in  the  home  circle 
and  respected  by  all  who  knew  him.  While  few,  as  far  back  as  I 
can  remendx-r,  felt  more  deeply  for  the  interests  of  religion  and  the 
prosperity  of  the  chujx'h  of  (lod — lie  was  depressed  when  the  church 
languished  aiid  accessions  to  her  membershi])  brought  tears  of  joy 
to  his  eyes — )et,  through  self-distrust  and  difitidence,  lie  did  not  make 
profession  of  religion  till  within  a  few  years  o{  his  (.leatli.  He  and 
mother  were  members  of  the  Reforme(l  Church  of  Lodi.  N.  V.  He 
was  a  thorough-going  temperance  man.  and.  some  sixty  years  ago. 
when  they  stood  almost  alone,  like  Abdiel  'faithful  found  among  the

This  John 
I'.  .Mevius  was  (lie  grandfatlu-r  of  thai  most  successful  and  cultured 
missionary,  Kcv.  John  L.  .Mevius.  I).  I).,  (  loSo).  lohn  1'.  wrote  a 
most  excellent  hand  1  ha\e  one  evidence  that  he  was  Overseer  of 
the  I'oor  in  l-'ranklin  townshi]),  Somerset  co..  X.  }..  in  180Q.  when  he 
with  David  .\cvius  (,^79),  as  overseers  apprenticed  Harry,  a  black 
male  child,  to  I  )aniel  Thatcher  of  .Mexandria  townshi]),  Hunterdon 
CO.,  the  child  lia\'ing  bixn  abandoned  bv  the  owner  of  its  slave  parents 
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In  1811  he  resided  in  Middlesex  co.,  N.  J.  in  1817  lie  sold  his  farm 
in  Franklin  township,  N.  J.,  before  he  removed  to  CJvid,  N.  Y.,  as  will 
appear  from  the  deed  below.  He  is  buried,  with  his  mother  and  his 
two  sons,  in  the  Ovid  cemetery.  Amonji;^  the  records  concerning  him 
are:

NFVIUS  of  New  lirunswick,  N.  J.,  s.  of  Wil- 
liam (1846).  b.  at  Somerville,  N.  J.,  Dec.  22,  1774;  d.  at  Sunbeam, 
111.,  Oct.  12,  1854;  m.,  May  12,  1796.  Mary  RoUin  (or  Rowland),  b. 
May  21,  1771;  d.  .Apr.  14.  1847.  He  was  baptised  "Johannes," 
though  known  through  life  as  John  W..  i  le  was  a  carpenter  by  trade, 
but  a  nmsician  also  and  taught  nnisic.  He  removed  from  New 
Brunswick  to  Ohio,  in  1818;  to  Millersburg,  111.,  in  1839,  and  d.  at  the 
residence  of  his  s.  William  I.,  at  Sunbeam,  111  ;  both  himself  and  wife 
are  buried  at  Millersburg.  Mrs.  Margaret  Winger  of  Aledo,  111.,  (dau. 
of  .A.drianna.  44),  wrote  of  him:  "In  the  year  1818  John  W.  Nevius 
and  his  family  moved  from  New  l)runswick,  N.  J.,  to  Lebanon,  War- 
ren CO.,  Ohio;  moved  to  (ireen  co.,  (  )hio,  sometime  about  1820  or 
'21  ;  lived  there  till  1838  in  tlie  l''all.  1  le  and  grandma  came  West  to 
help  nu  aunt  Ikard,  who  came  in  the  Spring  to  Iowa,  her  husband 
d\ing  just  twenty  days  after  they  got  here.  They  all  moved  to  Mill- 
ersburg, .Mercer  co.,  in  the  S])ring  of  1831;.  He  lived  there  till 
i84(j.  ( Irandma  dying  April  14,  1847,  I  kept  house  for  him  lill 
I  )('ceml)ir,  '4^).  wlicn  tiie  count)'  seat  was  moved  to  Keitlisbtu-g.  lie 
held   the  oOicc  .il    I 'robate    |udge;    was  elected   in   '31)  '"id   ser\ed   lill 
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'49,  when  he  gave  it  up,  and  the  rest  of  liis  years  were  spent  visiting. 
He  went  back  and  forth  to  (Jhio  and  IncHana  and  Iowa.  lie  came 
iionie  in  Se]neniber,  sick,  to  his  sons  in  Sunbeam,  Aiercer  co.  His 
liair  in  later  years  was  white  as  the  driven  snow.  He  walked  with 
crutches,  his  lameness  being  caused  by  a  fall  from  a  load  of  hay  tipping 
over,  he  striking  on  the  end  of  a  bridge,  breaking  his  thigh  bone  just 
at  the  socket.  In  after  years  he  became  able  to  walk  with  the  use  of 
a  cane.  He  was  a  carpenter  by  trade  and  worked  at  that  most  of  the 
time  in  his  younger  days.  He  was  very  fond  of  music  of  all  kinds, 
es])ecially  the  brass  band,  of  which  he  was  a  leader,  while  living  in 
New  iirunswick,  N.  |.  He  taught  vocal  music  for  many  years,  and 
we  have  a  book  in  our  faniil}'  that  he  helped  comi)ile,  which  contains 
some  grand  old  tunes.  He  was  a  great  reader,  kept  up  with  the 
times  and  was  posted  on  all  subjects.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Old 
School  Presbyterian  ("hurch,  an  elder  for  more  than  half  a  century. 
He  was  very  strong  in  his  convictions  of  right  or  wrong.  His  relig- 
ious duties  were  never  neglected  for  worldly  affairs;  nothing  but 
sickness  would  keep  him  or  his  family  from  church  or  the  prayer 
meeting;  if  not  able  to  go  it  was  brought  to  his  home  with  special 
delight.  He  was  liberal  to  all  orthodox  people,  and  liked  to  worship 
with  them.  All  were  welcome  to  stop  at  his  home;  it  was  the  home 
of  all  ministers  no  difference  what  church  or  creed.  He  was  opposed 
to  Slavery,  l)ut  thought  the  North  had  no  right  to  meddle  with  it.  He 
would  keep  and  feecl  a  runaway  slave,  and  would  not  help  the  master 
to  get  him  l)ack;  as  he  often  said,  'two  wrongs  does  not  make  one 
right,'  anil  his  Hible,  said,  'Let  the  oppressed  'go  free.'  In  politics 
he  was  a  staunch  Whig  and  high  tariff.  He  would  attack  a  man  very 
quickly  for  calling  him  a  Tory,  although  he  might  be  sorry  for  it  in  a 
moment  afterwartls.  ilis  faith  in  the  honesty  of  man  to  man  was 
very  strong;  he  would  trust  in  their  word  and  lend  to  them  again  and 
again  and  never  get  any  return,  as  his  pa])ers  show.  Xone  were 
so  i)oor  but  he  would  lend  to  them,  none  so  low  or  ragged  but  he 
would  feed  or  keep  them,  for  he  never  turned  any  away  from  his  door. 
He  was  a  lover  of  all  things  nice  and  beautiful.  His  garden  and 
flowers  were  his  delight  in  his  old  age,  to  while  away  the  hours.  His 
(|uick  temper  was  a  grave  fault,  but  he  was  very  sorry  for  it.  His 
many  virtues  were  grand.  lie  was  one  of  whom  we  may  all  be 
proud;  his  name  .tands  without  a  I)lemish  and  he  was  mourned  by 
many  when  the  Silent  Messenger  called  for  him  and  found  him  ready 
for  the  sunmions."'  The  following  acrostic  to  the  same  granddaugh- 
ter, Mrs."  Winger,  was  written  in  1853.  when  he  was  79  years  of  age:

May  8,  1869;  m.  about  1800, 
Esther  Stivers,  who  d.  May  21,  1864,  aged  81  years.  He  is  men- 
tioned in  Bergen  deeds  of  1802  as  "of  Saddle  River,"  N.  J.,  in  1819. 
as  a  "carpenter  of  New  York  City."  In  1802  and  '03  he  was  elected 
Overseer  of  Poor  of  Saddle  River  township,  Bergen  co.  He  was 
a  house  carpenter.  In  "Van  Houten  MSS."  (by  Nelson),  p.  82, 
there  is  a  reference  to  him,  in  18 17.  He  appears  in  the  N.Y.  City  Direc- 
tory in  1800  as  a  dock  builder  in  Charlotte  street,  and  next  year  as 
removed  to  New  Jersey.  In  1807  he  was  taxed  at  Saddle  River  for 
two  horses,  etc.  ("Van  Houten  MSS.",  p.  9),  and  again  appears  in 
New  York  City  Directory,  181 6,  as  carpenter,  14  Charlton  street,  and 
continues  to  appear  in  the  Directory  there  until  1852,  when  he  re- 
moved to  Nyack,  N.  Y.  In  the  N.  J.  Supreme  Court  records  b.tween 
1802  and  1816  various  interesting  law  suits  are  shown  to  have  been  in- 
dulged in  by  Mr.  Neafie  as  both  plaintiff  and  defendant,  in  one  of 
which  he  is  styled  a  "cabinet  maker  of  the  City  of  New  York."  (See 
N.  J.  Sup.  Ct.  papers,  Nos.  27,767,  27,725,  28.030,  28,054,  4,321,  4.318),. 
Mr.  W.  L.  McKinney  of  Montgomery,  N.  Y.,  writing  to  Miss. 
Alice  H.  Neafie  ij"]),  under  date  of  Aug.  31,  1897,  says:  "John,  Jr., 
m.  Elizabeth  Hunt,  sister,  of  my  mother  and  dau.  of  then  Mrs.  John 
Neafie  some  time  after  the  marriage  of  their  parents,  and  lived  some- 
where in  neighborhood  of  'Yellow  Church,'  now  'St.  Andrews.'  It 
being  long  before  my  day,  and  all  old  relatives  being  dead  and  gone, 
I  cannot  give  you  much  information.  John  Neafie,  Jr.,  and  Eliza- 
beth I  understood  left  one  daughter,  Elizabeth.  I  think  the  parents 
l>oth  d.  when  she  was  quite  young.  I  never  knew  what  became  of 
her.  Your  father,  A.  Neafie,  inquired  about  her  some  years  ago, 
where  grandmother  Hunt  (Neafie)  and  Elizabeth  Neafie  were  buried, 
etc.  I  told  him  on  farm  now  owned  by  Abram  Snyder,  grandfather 
Hunt's  old  farm,  and  referred  him  to  Neafie  Brannan  (now  dead)  as 
to  all  such  matters.  Whether  he  ever  consulted  him  in  regard  to  the 
matter  I  never  understood.  After  the  death  of  Mr.  Neafie  and  my 
mother's  marriage,  grandmother  lived  and  d.  with  my  mother,  her 
youngest  daughter  'Hannah  B.  Hunt  McKinney.'  Grandma  d. 
about   1838  to  '40,  as  near  as  I  remember,  being  then  quite  young. 

*  *  *  John  Neafie,  Jr.,  must  have  married  my  aunt  Elizabeth 
Hunt  from  75  to  80  years  ago,  judging  from  what  I  heard  our  family 
talk  of  them."  The  foregoing  cannot  be  strictly  accurate,  but  it 
would   indicate  thai  he   was   twice  m.,  although   the  record  of  such

d.  in  Lincoln  co.,  Ky.  One  of  John  I.'s  children,  Jacob  K.,  states- 
that  the  family  in  Kentucky  pronounce  the  name  "Knee-view."  John 
I.  was  a  farmer,  who  removed  West  in  1816.  He  owned  in  1812  about 
one  hundred  and  three  acres  of  land  in  Hillsborough  township,  N.  J.,, 
(near  Millstone),  and  sold  Apr.  2,  1817,  thirty-three  acres  of  it  to  C.  D. 
Low  (Somerset  co.  Deeds,  Lib.  F,  209);  but  he  must  have  started 
West  the  previous  year,  as  his  fifth  child,  Peter  S.  was  b.  in  Oct.,  1817,. 
in  Kentucky,  and  this  is  corroborated  by  the  letter  quoted  from  be- 
low. As  late  as  Oct.  18,  1819,  he  manumitted  "Jude,"  a  slave,. 
(Somerset  co.  Manu.  book),  but  he  probably  sent  on  the  requisite  pa- 
pers from  Kentucky.  His  aged  dau.,  Mrs.  Phebe  McNeil  (1610), 
now  (1899)  86  years  old,  wrote  in  1897  as  follows:  "My  father,  John 
I.  Nevius,  came  to  Kentucky  in  1816  and  located  in  Mercer  co.  at 
Cove  Springs.  He  was  a  farmer,  but  always  rented  the  land  on  which 
he  lived.       He  came  in  a  two-horse,  covered  Jersey  wagon.       I  was 
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only  four  years  old  and,  of  course,  can  only  remember  a  little  about 
it.  We  started  from  Somerset  co.  and  travelled  in  this  way  until 
we  reached  Pittsburg,  Pa.;  then  on  a  flat-bottomed  boat  to  Mays- 
ville,  Ky. ;  then  in  a  wagon  again  across  Kentucky  by  way  of  Lex- 
ington, Ky.,  till  we  reached  Cove  Springs.  He  had  made  a  tour  of  Ken- 
tucky two  years  before  he  moved  here.  He  thought  he  could  live 
cheaper  here  than  in  the  East,  where  everything  was  high,  wood  $12 
a  cord,  etc.  He  had  no  relations  in  the  West,  but  his  wife  had  two 
brothers  and  one  sister  at  Cove  Springs.  During  the  last  war  we 
got  along  like  all  other  Kentuckians.  My  brother  Cornelius  lost 
about  $500  in  negroes.  My  father  visited  the  East  twice,  the  last 
time  in  1834."

Van  Flouten),  b.  June  15,  1797,  d.  Oct.  15,  1869.  Mr.  John  Xeafie 
(1122),  says  of  him:  "John  R.  Neafie,  known  for  many  years  as 
'Squire'  Neafie,  was  b.  in  the  stone  house  of  his  grandfather,  John 
Neafie  (1018),  located  a  few  rods  from  the  bridge  crossing  the  Passaic 
River,  at  Fairfield,  Essex  co.,  N.  J.  The  house  built  by  John  Neafie 
(1018),  in  1785,  was  two  stories  in  height,  and  stood  upon  the  westerly 
side  of  the  road.  It  was  torn  down  alxnit  25  years  ago.  He  was  the 
eldest  child  of  Richard  Neafie  and  the  only  one  born  of  the  first  wife, 
Maria  Van  Saun,  who  d.  when  her  s.  was  only  seventeen  days  old 
Upon  the  death  of  his  mother,  he  was  taken  by  his  grandparents,  Van- 
Saun,  and  brought  up  by  them,  at  the  homestead  in  Preakness.  This 
old  stone  house,  which  is  still  standing,  was  used  as  a  headquarters 
by  General  Lafayette  during  the  Revolutionary  War.  His  educa- 
tion was  confined  to  the  limited  character  of  the  country  schools  of 
that  day.  He  followed  the  occupation  of  a  tanner  in  early  life  and, 
after  his  marriage,  went  to  live  at  Lower  Preakness,  where  his  first 
three  children  were  b.  About  1820  he  removed  to  Little  Falls  and 
took  charge  of  the  toll  gate  on  the  Pompton  turnpike.  After  a  few 
years  he  again  removed  to  Preakness,  where  his  fifth  child  was  born, 
the  fourth  child  having  been  jjorn  at  Little  Falls,  while  occupying 
the  gate  house  there).  On  Mar.  23,  1826,  he. purchased  property 
at  Little  Falls  on  which  he  erected  the  house  in  which  he  lived  for  the 
last  forty  years  of  his  life,  and  where  his  four  youngest  children  were 
born.  He  was  buried  in  the  old  Doremus  graveyard  at  Cedar  drove. 
His  wife  is  buried  in  the  same  plot.  The  old  homestead  at  Little 
Falls  is  ncnv  (.)\\ned  and  occu[)ied  by  a  Mr.  Ceorge  Walker.  ( I-'or 
l)hotograph  of  same,  see  "index  to  Illustrations"). 

Although  never  regularly  admitted  to  the  liar,  Mr.  Neafie  as  a 
justice  of  the  peace  was  largely  occupied  settling  estates,  drawing 
wills,  and  conveying  real  estate.  He  was  also  a  general  auctioneer. 
He  was  much  interested  in  the  Militia.  In  1814  he  was  a  member 
of  Capt.  Crane's  Comj)any  of  Essex  co.  Militia.  On  Apr.  16,  1821, 
he  was  connnissioned  First  Lieut,  in  the  Caldwell  Cavalry  Company, 
I'^irst  I>attalion,  I^rst  l^egiment,  h'ssex  Brigade,  and  was  jjromoted 
Cai)tain  of  the  same  company,  June  15,  1822.  He  was  also  a  connnis- 
sioned offtcer  of  Infantry  of  Passaic  co.,  but  the  records  at  Trenton, 
N.  J.,  do  not  give  the  date.  He  was  a  constable  of  Caldwell  town- 
shi])  in  1829,  serving  five  years;  surveyor  of  highways  in  1836;  elected 
Justice  of  the  Peace  and  served  fifteen  years,  ten  of  them,  1839-1850, 
in    J'assaic  co.

He  then  returned 
to  Decatur,  Ind.,  remaining  but  a  short  time  and  went  to  South  Bend, 
in  the  Spring  of  1866.  inuring  this  time  he  supplied,  the  pulpit  at 
Rolling  Prairie  for  two  years,  and  also  ])reached  for  a  short  time  in 
the  Second  Presb\icrian  Church  in  this  city."  (Imdiu  "South  Bend 
(Ind).  Tribune,"  |;in.,  iSSj).  "In  1818  he,  with  his  father,  moved  to 
Ohio  and  settled  in   Warren  co  ,  three  miles  east  of  Lebanon.        In 
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1821  he  removed  and  settled  in  Green  co.  (same  State),  one  mile  west 
of  Yellow  Springs.  Here  he  lived  and  went  to  school,  working  some- 
times on  the  farm  and  sometimes  at  carpenter  work  until  1830,  when 
he  commenced  teaching  school.  This  he  continued  at  intervals  tor 
some  years.  He  attended  the  Miama  University  at  Oxford,  Ohio; 
afterwards  attended  Lane  Theological  Seminary  at  Cincinnati,  where 
he  prepared  himself  for  the  Gospel  ministry.  He  entered  the  ministerial 
work  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Apr.,  1842,  when  he  commenced 
preaching  as  a  missionary  at  Muddy  Run,  East  Salem,  West  Salem, 
St.  Mary's  and  New  Carlisle,  Ohio,  and  Decatur,  Indiana,  making. 
New  Carlisle  his  residence  and  center  of  operations.  In  the  latter 
part  of  this  year  he  settled  in  Decatur,  Indiana,  as  pastor  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  that  place;  it  consisted  of  twenty  members.  There: 
he  labored  earnestly  for  over  fourteen  years.  While  there  he  had. 
the  pleasure  of  organizing  the  churches  of  Pleasant  Hill  and  Van- 
Wert,  Ohio,  and  Flat  Rock,  Elhanan,  New  Lancaster  and  Salem; 
Indiana.  Indiana  was  quite  an  undeveloped  state  at  that  time.  ^Vhile 
there  he  endured  long  and  wearisome  journeys  through  foul  weather 
and  fair  until  his  strength  could  endure  it  no  longer.  In  1855  he  gave 
up  the  field  and  sought  his  release  from  the  Decatur  church,  which  had 
grown  very  large  and  strong.  He  then  journeyed  westward  and  set- 
tled at  North  Henderson,  111.,  where  he  became  pastor  of  a  little 
church,  which  had  only  been  organized  about  six  months,  and  con- 
sisted of  forty  members.  In  this  church  he  continued  until  the  Spring 
of  1863,  when  failing  health  required  him  to  desist..  The  church  then 
numbered  one  hundred  and  forty-one  members,  and  was  in  a  growing 
condition.  After  that  period  his  health  did  not  allow  him  to  take  a 
pastorate.  Leaving  North  Henderson  he  returned  to  Decatur,  Ind., 
where  he  remained  two  years.  He  then  went  from  there  to  South 
Bend,  Ind.,  and  while  there  occasionally  supplied  the  Rolling  Prairie, 
and  afterwards  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  South  Bend.  Here 
he  lived  and  worked  with  loving  fidelity  for  the  ujilifting  and  Chris- 
tianizing of  his  fellow  men  during  the  remainder  of  his  life.  And 
when  the  shades  of  evening  came  stealing  o'er  him,  a  peaceful  smile  lit 
up  his  face  as  he  gently  passed  to  his  glorious  reward."  (I->om 
letter  of  member  of  the  family).  "He  was  a  jolly,  good  man,  full  of 
fun  and  life,  always  had  a  kind  word  or  deed  for  every  one.  We  lived 
near  him  in  (  )hi(),  but  1  was  only  a  little  girl.  When  we  left  there 
he  was  a  man  everybody  liked.  He  was  a  Mason  of  high  standing. 
Afterward  it  was  far  between  his  visits,  but  we  loved  him,"  (From 
letter  of  Mrs.  Margaret  B.  Winger  of  Aledo,  111.).

1818  and  still  living  at  Bowling  Green, 
Mo.  His  s.,  Charles  L.  (267),  says  of  him:  "I  can't  give  you  much 
of  my  father's  history,  as  he  d.  when  I  was  only  seven  years  old.  He 
was  b.,  I  think,  near  Danville,  Kentucky.  I  am  sure  he  was  raised 
there  and  I  think  he  was  b.  there.  His  father  was  from  New  Jer- 
sey. He  commenced  preaching  as  a  Methodist  preacher  when  he  was 
eighteen  years  old,  and  was  m.  in  1836  at  the  age  of  thirty-two.  He 
liad  never  known  what  it  was  to  be  sick  enough  to  lie  down  until  he 
was  forty  years  old;  then  he  took  cold  and  d.  of  congestive  fever. 
He  was  a  remarkably  strong  man,  being  six  feet  one  and  three-quarter 
inches  in  heighth  in  his  socks,  and  weighing  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  pounds  almost  all  the  year  round.  Best  of  all  he  was  a  model 
Christian.  He  was  a  traveling  preacher  all  but  the  last  five  years  of 
his  life.  After  he  was  eighteen  years  old  he  preached  every  Sunday 
imtil  he  was  taken  sick.  He  used  to  laugh  and  called  himself  the 
Dutch  preacher,  and  I  never  knew  why  until  I  received  your  letter 
telling  me  that  his  ancestor,  Joannes  Nevius,  was  a  Dutchman. 
Father  had  four  brothers,  Cornelius,  William,  Peter  and  Jacob,  but  I 
<lo  not  know  where  any  of  them  or  their  children  are."  But  Rev. 
John  was  really  b.  in  Millstone,  N.  J.,  being  baptised  there.  (See 
imder  John  I.  (1041),  as  to  removal  West).

4,  1839,  Mary  Eliza  Way  (dau.  of  Walter  and  Mary  F.  Way  of  New 
York  City),  who  d.  at  245  E.  82d  street,  New  York  City,  Mar.  i,  1897, 
aged  75  years.  Mr.  John  A.  J.  Neafie  was  one  of  the  great  American 
actors  and  at  his  death  the  New  York  dailies  contained  long  sketches 
of  his  professional  career.  The  following  from  the  "New  York 
World"  of  May  1  1,  1892,  gives  in  brief  comi)ass  the  facts  of  his  life: 
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"In  a  new-made  grave  at  Woodlawn  Cemetery  lies  all  that  is  mor- 
tal of  John  Andrew  Jackson  Neafie,  an  eminent  and  pojuilar  tragedian 
in  his  day,  a  rival  of  Edwin  Forrest  and  a  contemporary  and  friend 
of  E.  L.  Davenport,  John  iirougham,  the  elder  Wallack,  Barney  Wil- 
liams, Edwin  Eddy  and  all  the  famous  figures  in  the  early  history  of 
the  American  stage.  But  so  fickle  is  fame  that  the  last  of  the  old 
school  of  actors  and  one  of  the  greatest  of  them  has  passed  away  and 
there  was  but  one  man  at  the  Players'  Club  last  night  who  had  ever 
heard  of  him.  His  death  caused  not  a  single  tear  nor  a  tender  recol- 
lection among  members  of  the  dramatic  profession.  Mr.  Neafie  d. 
of  Bright's  disease  Monday,  May  2,  at  his  home.  No.  245  East  Eighty- 
second  street.  He  was  seventy-six  years  old.  His  funeral  took  place 
last  Saturday  and  the  services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  Delos  Lull. 
Mr.  Neafie  was  b.  in  this  city  in  18 15.  His  father  took  him  to  a  theat- 
rical representation  when  he  was  nine  years  old  and  he  was  so  infatu- 
ated with  the  stage  that  the  consuming  ambition  of  his  youth  thence- 
forth was  to  become  an  actor.  His  father,  however,  being  of  a  prac- 
tical turn  of  mind  apprenticed  him  to  Seth  Geir,  a  carpenter.  Neafie, 
however,  studied  Shakespeare  while  he  plied  the  plane  and  the  saw, 
and  when  he  made  his  debut  in  1838  he  had  a  full  repertoire  of 
tragedies.  He  had  in  the  meantime  become  the  Captain  of  Company 
G,  Ninth  Regiment,  N.  Y.  S.  G.,  a  crack  company  in  those  days, 
and  his  fellow-militiamen  raised  the  $300  which  Mr.  Simpson,  the 
manager  of  the  old  Park  Theatre,  demanded  for  the  privilege  of  al- 
lowing the  young  actor  to  make  his  debut  in  Othello. 

"His  first  appearance  was  on  Feb.  28,  1838.  The  house  was 
packed,  and  Neafie  scored  such  a  success  that  he  secured  a  star  en- 
gagement at  Niblo's.  He  was  supported  by  Charlotte  Cnshman  and 
many  of  the  most  prominent  artists  of  those  times.  Here  Forrest 
first  saw  him  and  became  his  extravagant  admirer.  Through  him 
Mr.  Neafie  secured  an  engagement  in  Philadelphia,  and  during  the 
following  three  years  he  played  star  engagements  with  Sol  Smith  in 
St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans.  This  success  so  encouraged  Seth 
Weir,  the  carpenter,  that  he,  too,  abandoned  his  trade  and  became  a 
very  bad  actor.  Mr.  Neafie  subsequently  played  an  engagement 
at  the  elder  Wallack's  theatre,  at  Church  and  Leonard  streets,  as  Lago 
with  Forrest  as  Othello.  It  was  during  his  engagement  there  that 
the  old  ])lay-house  burned  down.  lie  continued  to  grow  in  popu- 
larity and  in  i860  made  a  successful  tour  of  Great  P)ritain,  and  at  the 
close  of  his  tour  he  was  sent  by  the  President  on  a  si)ecial  mission  to 
France.  Upon  his  return  he  made  several  tours  of  the  United  States, 
but  in  April,  1866,  retired  to  private  life  with  a  comfortable  fortune. 
His  last  ai)pearance  was  in  Newark,  N.  J.,  in  A])ril,  [866,  when  he 
played  Richard  III.       Lawrence  Barrett  wrote  of  him:       "His  retire- 
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ment  was  a  great  loss  to  the  stage.  The  roles  in  which  he  achieved 
fame  were  Hamlet,  Richard  III.,  Don  Ciesar,  (Jthello  and  lago." 

The  "Records  of  the  New  York  Stage"  by  Ireland,  1867,  (Vol. 
2,  p.  222),  referring  to  events  at  the  Park  Theatre,  New  York,  1837- 
'8,  under  date  of  Feb.,  1838,  says:  "Mr.  J.  A.  J.  Neafie  made  his 
theatrical  debut  on  the  20th  as  Othello  with  decided  success,  and  were 
not  starring  at  the  South  and  West  more  profitable  than  a  stock  situa- 
tion in  the  East,  we  should  have  had  in  him  one  of  the  best  general 
actors  on  the  stage.  Mr.  Neafie  made  his  second  appearance  on  the 
2d  of  March  as  Shylock,  and  took  his  benefit  on  the  8th  as  Richard." 
(For  an  account  of  his  debut  in  Othello  in  1838,  see  James  Grant  Wil- 
son's "Hist,  of  New  York  City,"  Vol.  4,  p.  476). 

After  his  retirement  from  the  stage  in  1866,  he  became  a  real  es- 
tate agent,  conveyancer  and  notary;  in  1869  the  firm  was  "Neafie 
•&  Andrews,"  (Mr.  Andrews  being  his  son-in-law),  and.  in  1871,  and 
initil  1876,  "Neafie  &  Co."  His  residence  in  1850  was  at  254  lughth 
iivenue,  and  in  1867  it  was  in  82(1  street.  He  published  in  1880  for 
private  circulation  only,  "Harolde,  The  Envoye  of  Artois:  A  Tragic 
Play  in  Plve  Acts,"  containing  91  pages  and  possessing  considerable 
merit,  and  is  said  to  have  written  also  a  volume  of  poems.  He  signed 
his  name:

-.vas  during  his  lifetime  one  of  the  best  known,  most  useful,  most  suc- 
cessful and  most  scholarly  of  the  missionaries  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  When  on  a  visit  to  America  in  i890-'9i,  the  compiler  of  this 
work  had  the  gratification  of  entertaining  the  Doctor  under  his  roof, 
and,  as  this  book  was  then  in  preparation,  he  agreed  to  send  on  his 
return  to  China  a  sketch  of  his  life.  But  after  reaching  that  country 
he  was  confronted  with  so  much  earnest  work  that  it  was  not  until 
l^^eb.  25,  1893,  that  he  sent  a  letter  from  Chefoo,  from  which  the  follow- 
ing is  an  extract:  "You  must  certainly  have  thought  me  very  for- 
getful or  neglectful,  or  both,  in  not  writing  to  you  before  I  left  the 
United  States.  The  fact  is  I  never  forgot  my  purpose  or  promise  for 
a  day.  As  to  the  work  which  I  have  been  permitted  to  do,  I 
may  say  that  I  was  chosen  by  the  native  Christians  of  our  church  in 
Ningpo,  China,  as  their  pastor  in  1856,  and  continued  in  this  relation 
until  we  left  Ningpo  in  i860.  While  in  Ningo  I  took  an  active  part 
in  evangelistic  and  other  departments  of  mission  work.  In  this  prov- 
ince, where  we  have  been  for  more  than  thirty  years,  the  aggregate 
of  my  itinerating  or  evangelistic  tours  has  not  been  less  than  25,000 
miles.  Until  recently  from  fcnu-  to  six  months  of  cacii  year  were 
s])ent  in  that  work.  The  result  of  it  was  the  establishment  of  about 
forty  out-stations  with  a  mendjenship  of  not  far  from  one  thousand. 
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I  was  engaged  in  the  work  of  distributing  famine  relief  in  connectionr 
with  the  famines  of  1877  and  1889.  I'  have  written  in  Enghsh,  be- 
sides articles  for  newspapers  and  magazines,  a  book,  '  China  and  the 
Chinese,'  now  published  by  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication,. 
Philadelphia,  (published  at  first  by  the  Harpers),  for  which  there  has 
been  a  constant,  though  not  large  demand  for  the  last  twenty-five 
years;  a  pamphlet  on  'Methods  of  Mission  work,'  which  was  repub- 
lished in  England;  and  a  book  on  'Demon  Possession,'  now  about 
coming  out;  publishers  being  Meming  H.  Revell,  New  York  &  Chi- 
cago. My  literary  work  has  been  principally  in  Chinese.  1  have 
prepared  a  number  of  books  large  and  small,  some  in  the  Classical 
language  of  China,  some  in  the  Ningpo  dialect,  and  some  in  Man- 
darin. They  have  all  been  well  received  and  there  is  a  constant  de- 
mand for  most  of  them  up  to  the  present  time.  I  may  give  the  list 
of  these  as  follows:

10.  Book,  Questions  oh  Matthew. 

11.  Book,  Questions  on  Acts. 

12.  Book,  Analysis  of  Romans  with  Questions. 

13.  Book,  Errors  of  Romanism. 

(All  are  Classical  except  Nos.  9,  10  and  11,  which  are  Mandarin,  and 
No.  12,  which  is  both).  On  committees,  in  connection  with  others,  I 
have  taken  part  in  the  translation  of  the  .Standards  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  in  the  Classical  language;  the  compilation  and  preparation 
of  a  Hymn  Book,  in  Mandarin;  and  am  now  engaged  in  the  work 
of  Bible  Revision.  I  must  add  that  in  the  preparation  of  many  of 
the  above  works  in  English  and  Chinese,  my  wife,  Helen  S.  C.  Nevius, 
has  been  my  efficient  and  invaluable  helper,  and  that  beside  a  very 
readable  book  entitled  'Our  Life  in  China,'  she  has  published  in  !\Ian- 
darin  'The  Story  of  a  Swiss  P)oy;'  the  'Memoir  of  Mrs.  C.  R. 
Mills;'  'Catechism  of  Christian  Doctrine;'  and  a  book  on  'Persever- 
ance.' 'JMie  last  two  of  these  books  stand  in  the  very  foremost  rank 
in  the  more  than  one  thousand  books  (jf  our  Chinese  Christian  litera- 
ture, and  there  is  a  constant  and  large  demand  for  them."  Refer- 
ring to  his  recent  visit  to  America  he  added:  "We  sailed  from  \^an- 
couver  Sept.  18,  1892,  and  reached  our  home  here  on  the  13th  of  Octo- 
ber.      I  have  been  trying  to  get  the  rest  here  which  I  could  not  get

in  America.  I  had  been  appointed  on  the  Committee  for  Revising 
the  Scriptures  in  Mandarin.  As  the  rest  of  the  Committee  had  got 
the  start  of  me  I  commenced  this  work  at  once  and  have  been  giv- 
ing my  time  to  it  principaUy  every  day  since."  With  this  letter  were 
the  following  dates  concerning  his  life,  which  he  had  been  requested  to 
furnish:

Rev.  F.  F.  EUinwood,  D.  D.,  in  an  interesting  sketch  of  Dr.  Ne- 
vius,  after  the  latter's  death,  said:  "My  acquaintance  with  John  L. 
Nevius  began  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Princeton.  He  had  al- 
ready resolved  upon  the  missionary  work,  but  he  put  on  no  airs  of 
martyrdom  in  consequence  of  his  purpose.  There  was  no  brighter 
or  more  sunny  spirit  in  the  halls  or  on  the  campus;  there  was  no  more 
consistent  and  earnest  Christian  in  our  whole  circle.  He  was  full  of 
life  and  vigor,  physically,  socially,  intellectually  and  spiritually.  The 
same  conmiunicable  magnetism  extended  over  everything  that  he  at- 
tempted, whether  in  athletics  and  the  hilarity  of  our  recreations,  in 
the  hard,  close  work  of  the  recitation  room,  or  in  the  earnest  prayer 
and  spiritual  quickening  of  the  religious  conference."  Referring  to 
him  as  a  missionary,  he  said:  "Dr.  Nevius  presented  a  high  exam- 
I)le  to  all  other  missionaries  in  the  assiduity  and  success  with  which  he 
con(|uered  the  native  language.  No  mere  smattering  could  satisfy 
his  pur])Ose.  I  well  remember  a  triumph  which  was  given  to  him 
at  Chefoo,  in  the  Autumn  of  1874,  when  I  happened  to  be  on  a  visit 
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to  the  Sliantung  Mission.  An  English  Court  was  in  session  for 
the  trial  of  an  Englishman  who  hatl  nuirclered  a  Chinaman.  The 
one-sided  and  unjust  management  of  similar  cases  by  the  English 
courts,  always  discriminating  against  the  natives  in  favor  of  their 
own  race,  had  created  a  wide-spread  indignation  among  natives  of 
Chefoo  and  the  surrounding  country,  and  it  was  necessary  to  secure 
the  most  accurate  interpretation  of  testimony  from  Chinese  sources. 
The  Court  had  its  experts  and  the  Custom  Service  also  proffered  its 
Lest  interpreters.  But  at  last  these  were  set  aside,  and  the  Court  re- 
quested Dr.  Nevius  to  act.  He  gave  the  blunt  and  fearless  testimony 
of  some  of  the  large  and  stalwart  Chinese  peasants,  with  a  literalness 
that  made  the  English  judges  wince.  It  required  no  little  moral  courage 
in  the  presence  of  the  stately  wigs  and  ermine,  and  the  gathering  of 
the  proud-spirited  Englishmen  to  give  literally  the  testimony  which 
showed  the  intense  Chinese  indignation  toward  the  arrogance  and  in- 
justice of  an  alien  British  Court;  but  this  was  done,  and  with  an  ac- 
curacy which  none  dared  to  question.  As  a  vindication  of  the  thor- 
ough scholarship  of  some  of  our  ablest  missionaries  the  whole  scene 
was  one  of  triumph." 

The  "Presbyterian  Cyclopaedia,"  p.  567,  says  of  him:  "Dr.  Ne- 
vius during  his  visit  to  this  country  presented  the  claims  of  the  mis- 
sionary cause  to  the  churches  frequently  and  forcibly.  He  is  earnestly 
devoted  to  his  work,  admirably  qualified  for  it,  and  has  the  pleasure 
of  seeing  it  j)rosper  in  his  hands."  riic  best  biography  of  Dr.  Nevius 
is  his  "Life,"  written  by  his  devoted  wife,  ])ublishe(l  by  V.  H.  Revell 
&  Co.,  New  York  and  Chicago,  in  1895.  It  is  a  lal)or  of  love  of  476 
])ages,  and  is  a  magnificent  book  in  every  respect.  (For  portrait  of 
Dr.  Nevius,  see  "Index  to  Illustrations").

He  attended  the  common  school  of  the  neighborhood  until, 
having  reached  the  age  of  fifteen,  he  went  to  Freehold,  N.  J.,  to  learn 
the  trade  of  sash  and  blind  making  with  a  Mr.  Van  Doren.  After- 
wards he  was  employed  in  superintending  the  same  business  for  Aus- 
tin H.  Patterson  at  Turkey,  Howell  township,  where  he  remained 
one  year  and  then  returned  to  Freehold.  Here  in  Apr.,  1857,  he  es- 
tablished a  sash  and  blind  factory  for  himself.  After  having  been  in 
that  business  about  two  years  his  health  became  so  nuich  impaired  by 
a  pulmonary  abscess  that  he  was  entirely  incapacitated  for  work,  and 
in  that  condition  he  remained  for  more  than  five  years,  during  which 
])eriod  his  disease  became  at  times  so  alarming  that  his  life  was  des- 
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paired  of.  At  length,  however,  his  health  began  to  improve  and 
finally  became  so  far  re-established  that  in  connection  with  Henry  F. 
Jennings  and  afterward  with  D.  D.  Cawley,  he  engaged  in  the  ready- 
made  boot  and  shoe  business  in  Freehold.  But  after  a  time  it  became 
■evident  that  outdoor  employment  was  indispensable  to  the  preserva- 
tion of  his  health;  thereupon  he  relinquished  his  business  and,  in  1868, 
was  elected  constable  of  the  township.  In  the  following  year,  upon 
the  erection  and  organization  of  the  incorporated  district  of  Freehold, 
lie  was  appointed  marshal  of  the  district.  In  1879  a  law  was  passed 
authorizing  the  appointment  of  two  sergeants-at-arms  for  the  county 
■courts,  and  on  the  5th  of  Apr.  in  that  year,  he  was  connnissioned  to 
that  office,  his  being  the  first  ai)pointment  as  sergeant-at-arms  in 
Monmouth  co.  Subsequently  he  received  the  appointment  of  crier 
■of  the  courts.  All  of  the  offices  to  which  he  was  appointed  were 
held  by  him  continuously  until  the  time  of  his  death.

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Mr.  Nevius  followed  dramatic  reading  as  a  profession,  until,  through 
a  succession  of  colds  and  bronchial  troubles,  his  voice  became  seri- 
ously impaired.  He  then  undertook  newsjmper  work,  but  his  eye 
troubles  returning,  he  finally  gave  his  attention  to  business,  traveling 
as  a  salesman  for  various  concerns,  and,  in  1886,  establishing  with 
a  partner  the  manufacture  of  high  class  wall  papers  and  shade-rollers, 
under  the  firm  name  of  Nevius  &  Haviland.  In  1897,  he  added  to 
his  interests,  in  company  with  his  brother,  Benjamin  C.  Nevius,  a  busi- 
ness for  the  manufacture  and  retail  sale  of  'new  things  and  new-old 
things,'  in  gold,  silver,  brass  and  leather,  and  the  handling  of  diamonds 
and  precious  stones,  under  the  firm  name  of  The  Nevius  Company, 
at  33  Union  Square,  New  York.  Through  all,  Mr.  Nevius  has  never 
lost  his  interest  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  betterment  of  political 
•conditions,  especially  as  pertaining  to  the  government  of  our  great 
-cities.  Mr.  Nevius  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Club  system;  was  Vice-President  of  the  system,  and  for  a  year 
was  the  executive  officer  and  acting  President.  More  recently  he 
has  been  closely  identified  with  The  Citizens  Union  and  other  similar 
■organizations  that  are  fighting  for  good  government  in  New  York 
City.  He  believes  very  earnestly  in  the  complete  divorcement  of 
national  and  numicipal  politics.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Civil  Service 
Reform  Association,  the  Reform  Club,  the  Good  Government  Club 
of  the  19th  Assembly  District,  New  York,  and  believes  that  all  should 
better  appreciate  that  along  with  the  privileges  of  citizenship  go  grave 
and  serious  responsibilities."

He  may  have  gone  there 
direct  from  Staten  Island,  or  he  may  have  gone  first  to  New  Jersey 
and  thence  to  Ihicks  co.  At  any  rate  it  was  after  he  was  fcjrty  years 
of  age,  and  after  he  had  been  married  at  least  fifteen  years,  when  lie 
permanently  located  in  Northampton  townshij),  1  hicks  co.,  near  jjrcs- 
ent  Churchville.  The  conjecture  that  he  might  have  spent  some 
portion  of  the  time  in  New  Jersey  prior  to  his  emigration  to  Penn- 
sylvania may  account  for  the  absence  of  baptisms,  both  on  Staten 
Island  and  in  Pucks  co.  I  suppose  that  the  fact  that  his  sister  Ari- 
entje  (157),  wife  of  Gerrit  Kroesen,  went  to  Pucks  co.,  with  her  hus- 
band, at  least  as  early  at  1718,  was  the  magnet  which  finally  and  i)er- 
manently  drew  him  from  his  early  home.  Joris'  first  eight  children 
were  b.  on  Staten  Island,  being  baptised  at  Port  Richmond.  171  i- 
1726.  The  eleventh  and  twelfth  were  baptised  in  the  Dutch  church 
of  North  and  Southampton,  Pucks  co.,  between  1732  and  1734.  The 
officiating  clergyman  at  the  baptisms  spelled  Joris'  name  on  the  rec- 
ords "'Neefies"  and  "Nefey."  The  Joris  Neefies  tract  lies  just  west 
of  the  present  village  of  Richboro.  It  remained  in  the  Kroesen  fam- 
ily many  years,  and  was  originally  patented  to  one  Arthur  Cooke,, 
whose  widow  and  son  "conveyed  it  to  Clement  Dungan  and  Thomas. 
Dungan.  After  the  death  of  Joris,  his  executors,'  his  sons  Cornelius, 
and  John,  on  May  15,  1755,  conveyed  the  farm  (of  about  200  acres)i 
to  Joris'  son  Peter,  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  the  will  of  Joris.. 
and  Peter  conveyed  180  acres  of  the  same  the  following  year  to  Der- 
rick Kroesen,  dated  Nov.  10,  1756.  Two  years  later,  May  i,  1758. 
a  mortgage  conveyance  is  recorded  from  Derrick  Kroesen  to  Peter 
"Nafew"  for  the  same  and  to  secure  the  bonds  given  for  the  pur- 
chase money.  (See  under  Peter,  1540).  \Villem])tje,  wife  of  Joris, 
probably  resided  on  the  homestead  until  her  death,  which  is  believed 
to  have  been  in  1755,  when  Joris'  estate  was  settled.  (See  infra).  The 
following  are  some  of  the  records  found  concerning  Joris:

sumably 1755),  when,  in  order  to  make  the  will  effective  and 
settle  the  estate,  it  became  necessary  to  prove  the  testament. 
Nevertheless  an  inventory  of  the  estate  had  been  made  July 
16,  1745,  but  not  filed  until  May  14,  1755. 
1755,  Sept.  Account  filed  by  John  and  Cornelius,  sons  of  Joris. 
As  it  is  brief  and  gives  us  some  interesting  facts,  it  is  herewith 
presented  in  full:

Cornelius 
baptised  in  Bucks  co.,-in  1766,  nothing  further  was  known  of  this 
Joris  by  the  compiler  until  having  heard  of  a  George  L.  Neafus  of 
Brandenburg,  Ky.,  he  was  written  to  and  the  following  came  in  re- 
sponse, letter  being  dated  Oct.  8,  1896.  It  may  be  remarked  that  the 
name  throughout  the  letter  seems  to  be  written  Neofus,  and  is  so 
printed  here,  but  it  may  be  Neafus:  "My  name  is  G.  L.  Neofus;  my 
father's  name  George  W.  Neofus;  his  father's  was  George  Neofus, 
and  his  father's  name  George  Neofus.  This  Neofus  came  from  New 
York  to  Virginia;  he  d.  in  V^irginia.  My  father's  father  came  from 
\irginia  to  Kentucky  and  settled  in  Nelson  co.,  Ky.;  afterwards  set- 
tled in  Hardin  co. ;  then  Meade  was  cut  ofif  from  Hardin  co.,  so  he  d. 
in  Meade  co.,  1844;  was  sixty-five  years  old.  My  great-grandfather 
m.  a  Bushart,  a  German  woman ;  that  is  as  far  as  I  can  go  now.  The 
name  of  my  grandfather's  brothers  were  Cornelius,  John,  Henry.  There 
was  a  Neofus  who  lived  in  Louisiana,  West  I'eliciana  Parish,  who  was- 
very  wealthy,  a  bachelor;  I  can't  say  what  kin  he  was  to  us.  My 
aunt  says  he  was  a  brother  to  my  grandfather,  or  an  uncle  to  my  fath- 
er; he  was  very  old  and  d.  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  ago.

The  same 
work,  in  Vol.  H,  page  27,  gives  a  "Lieut.  Nevins,"  a  member  of  Cap- 
tain Smith's  Comj)any,  Col.  Malcom's  Regiment  as  recommended 
with  others  for  being  "excellent  oflicers,"  etc.,  and  this  may  pos- 
sibly refer  to  George  or  Abraham  Neefus.  Aside  from  the  above 
data,  the  compiler  has  found  no  further  trace  whatever  of  Abraham 
or  George  Neefus;    if  they  survived  the  Revolution  and  married,  they 
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must  have  gone  westward,  as  there  are  no  traces  of  them  in  Dutchess 

CO. 

JOSEPH  NEVIUS,  known  as  "Captain  Joseph,"  of 
Raritan  III.,  s.  of  Albert  (52),  b.  near  Millstone,  N.  J.,  June  4,  1779;

Captain 
Nevius  resided  in  early  life  in  Bedniinster  township,  Somerset  co.,  N. 
J.,  but  made  land  purchases  at  Mendham,  N.  J.,  as  early  as  1806,  and 
afterward  kept  there  the  Blackhorse  Inn.  About  181 5  he  purchased 
the  Axtell  place,  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-three  acres,  at  Bedmin- 
ster  (then  Lesser  Cross  Roads),  where  he  resided  as  a  farmer  and  a 
public  man,  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  century.  He  was  in  1818  post- 
master of  Lesser  Cross  Roads;  in  1828  a  Justice  of  the  Peace;  re- 
elected in  1833;  in  1836  a  County  Judge  (re-appointed  1844)  and 
transacted  a  large  amount  of  public  and  private  business,  as  the  coun- 
ty records  show.  I  find  that  in  Somerset  and  Morris  counties  he 
Avas  grantor  or  grantee  in  over  fifty  conveyances  between  1807  and 
1847.  I  judge  his  title  of  "Captain"  came  from  the  local  militia. 
He  probably  left  Bedminster  about  1850  to  make  his  home  in  the 
West,  where  two  of  his  children  had  preceded  him,  and  where  (at 
Raritan,  111.),  both  he  and  his  wife  d.  within  a  couple  of  months  of 
each  other  in  1864.

the  year  of  his  marriage,  he  was  in  the  Kings  co.  militia  with  his 
brothers  Pieter  (1537)  and  Cornells  (331).  In  1718  he  is  found  in 
Marlborough,  N.  J.,  with  his  brother  Pieter,  both  starting  out,  with 
their  wives,  (Pieter  was  m.  in  1717}  as  farmers  in  a  rich,  agricultural 
region,  to  which  there  was  then  a  strong  tide  of  emigration  from  Long 
Island.

Executors  to 
be  George  Williamson  and  John  Montfort.  The  will  on  the  records 
is  signed  "Martin  Neavius."  (York  co.  Wills.  Book  H,  p.  173).  In 
the  deacon's  account  book  of  Conewago  a  memorandum  says:  "Con- 
sistory gave  up  a  note  of  £4  to  guardians  of  Martin  Nevius  for  the 
use  of  his  children."  Ida  m.  again,  one  authority  says  in  1790,  but 
another  and  more  probable  one  says  in  1800,  Henry  Snapp,  a  native 
j  of  Strassburg,  Germany,  wdio  was  a  member  of  the  Conewago  Col- 
I  ony,  and  they  emigrated  to  near  Owasco  Lake,  N.  Y.,  and  had  two 
children,  George  and  Abram.  George's  eldest  s.,  Abram,  i.^  now 
I  (1896)  living  in  Caledonia,  N.  Y.,  and  a  s.  of  the  first-named  Abram, 
'  Henry  Snapp,  Esq.,  w-as  living  at  Joliet,  III,  until  his  death  Nov.  29, 
I  1895,  aged  seventy-three.  The  s.  of  this  Henry  Snapp,  H.  M.  Snapp, 
!  Esq.,  wrote  me  from  Joliet,  Apr.  6,  1895:  "As  near  as  I  can  learn 
j  now  Henry  Snapp,  my  great  grandfather,  was  m.  to  a  widow  \vhose 
j  given  name  was  Ida  about  1790.  They  were  m.  somewhere  in  New 
I  York  and  lived  there  for  some  time.  His  wife  was  always  known  in  the 
i  family  as  the  widow  Nefifey,  or  Nevy,  and  it  would  seem  as  if  there 

could  be  no  doubt  but  that  she  is  the  widow  of  Martin  Nevius,  except 
that  they  were  m.  about  1790,  whereas  you  say  they  were  m.  about 
1800.  The  difference  in  the  pronunciation  of  names  b)'  the  children 
and  relali\'t's  is  (|iii(e  natural  and  not  a  great  deal  differeiU  from  the 
l)r()])er  name.  They  had  two  children,  (irorge  and  .\bram,  the  last 
(jf  whom  was  my  grandfather.  1  liad  always  supposed  ^he  wr^  an 
American,  but  I  understand  that  after  their  marriage  they  spok'  ( !<  r- 
man  some  in  the  family.       I  have  a  letter  from  my  aunt  Airs.  Fdijah 
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Johnson  of  Kankakee,  111,  wlio  says  that  one  of  the  (laughters  of  Mrs. 
Nevius  ni.  a  man  named  Jacob  Post  and  that  they  Hved  at  Owasco 
Lake,  New  York,  where  her  father  and  family  visited  them  early  in 
the  present  century.  Abram  Snapp,  a  s.  of  George  Snapp,  the  oldest 
s.  of  Henry  Snapp  and  Ida  Nevius,  is  now  residing  at  Caledonia,  New 
York.  He  may  be  able  to  give  you  still  more  definite  information." 
The  1790  date  of  marriage  must  be  an  error.  Mr.  Abram  Snapp  of 
Caledonia,  N.  Y.,  in  reply  to  a  letter  of  inquiry,  wrote  Jan.  12,  1896: 
■"Henry  Snapp  was  b.  in  Strassburg,  Germany.  Have  heard  him 
say  he  came  from  there  when  a  boy.  I  know  nothing  of  grandfather, 
Henry  Snapp's,  first  wife,  Ida  Nevius,  except  I  know  that  was  my 
father's  mother's  name.  My  grandfather  lost  his  first  wife,  Ida,  and 
m.  his  second,  whose  name  was  Degroff,  in  the  town  of  Scipio.  He 
might  have  married  the  first  at  the  same  place  for  all  I  know.  He  had 
three  sons  by  the  first  wife  and  no  daughters  that  I  know  of;  by  the 
second  lie  had  three  sons  and  five  daughters.  1  will  now  try  to  give 
you  a  little  outline  of  my  grandfather,  Henry  Snapp.  His  farm  was 
in  the  town  of  Scipio,  Cayuga  co.,  about  seven  miles  south  of  Auburn. 
He  went  there  when  the  country  was  wild.  Deer  in  abundance 
were  to  be  found  there,  of  which  he  made  it  a  point  to  supply  him- 
self with  meat.  He  stayed  there  until  he  got  his  farm  cleared  up, 
and  a  good  orchard.  He  then  sold  out  to  a  man  by  the  name  of 
Tallman,  and  then  moved  to  Yates  co.  and  bought  two  hundred  acres 
of  wild  land;  stayed  there  imtil  he  had  a  good  farm  cleared  u])  and 
plenty  of  fruit.  This  farm  was  on  what  is  called  lUuff  Point  Lake, 
on  the  east  near  Crooked  Lake,  seven  miles  from  Penn  Yan,  up  the 
Lake.  bVom  there  went  to  Warren  co.,  Pennsylvania;  went  into 
the  wilderness,  where  there  was  plenty  of  game  of  all  kinds;  staid 
there  for  a  number  of  years,  when  he  moved  about  forty  miles  into 
Crawford  co.,  Sparta  townshij),  where  he  d.  Now  for  the  boys  of 
first  wife.  George,  who  was  my  father,  after  taking  about  the  same 
track  as  my  grandfather,  got  back  to  Monroe  co..  Rush  township, 
about  ten  miles  from  Rochester,  where  he  d.  at  the  age  of  eightv-six. 
Abram,  second  s,  father  of  Lawyer  Snapp,  d.  in  \\^ill  co.,  Illinois, 
Jacob,  the  third  s.,  d.  in  Ann  Arljor,  Michigan.  All  were  carpenters." 
I  have  been  able  to  ascertain  the  date  of  death  of  only  one  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Martynes — Christo])her.

The  facts 
are  these:     In  the  Van  Yoorhees  Family  Book,  p.  50,  it  is 
stated  that  "Altie  Van  Voorhees,"  dau.  of  Steven  Courte 
Van  Voohees  was  the  wife  of  an  Albert  Terhunen.

I  have  seen  three  signatures  of  Pieter.  The  first  is  on  a  paper  con- 
cerning the  estate  of  "Jaromus  Cashow,"  his  son-in-law,  of  which  he 
was  administrator — date  Mar.  18,  1754;  the  second,  from  which  the 
autograph  given  above  is  copied,  was  upon  the  letter  to  Mr.  Ten 
Broek  of  1756  noted  below;  the  third,  upon  his  will.  All  alike  spell 
the  name  Pieter  and  all  place  one  or  two  dots  above  the  u  in  Nevius. 
The  first  and  third  signatures  named  have  one  dot;  the  one  copied 
above  shows  two.  The  letter  to  Mr.  Ten  Broek,  in  possession  of 
Hon.  Henry  M.  Nevius  of  Red  Bank,  is  as  follows,  (original  being 
in  Dutch): 
"Cornelis  Ten  Broek. 

"Reverend  and  Highly  Respectable  Cousin. 

"Yours  of  to-day  I  have  received  by  the  hand  of  Van  de  Borg  in 
the  enclosure  of  Gano's,  and  understood  from  it  that  it  is  their  desire 
to  recall  the  action.  He  says  that  you  said  you  thought  we  could 
get  along  without  that  money.  If  such  is  the  case  I  am  of  the  same 
opinion,  if  you  think  it  proper  so  to  do  on  condition  that  they  pay  the 
costs  and  bring  more  security  and  for  the  rest  I  leave  it  to  you  to  ar- 
range it  in  such  form  as  you  think  proper.  I  would  have  come  along 
myself  but  am  not  quite  well. 

"No  more,  except  my  respects  to  you  and  yours. 

"August  2,  1756.  PIETER  NEVIUS." 

His  brother  Martinis  had  preceded  him  to  the  vicinity  of  Blaw- 
enburg  ("Sourland,"  now  Harlingen),  in  Somerset  co.,  and  Pieter 
must  have  believed  it  to  his  interest  to  take  his  family  thither.  At 
Blawenburg  Pieter  was  the  owner  of  about  700  acres  of  land.  Mr. 
James  Van  Zandt  now  lives  on  a  portion  of  it.  Mr.  Van  Zandt  wrote 
me  under  date  of  Eeb.  24,  1890:  "I  do  not  know  anything  more  about 
Peter  Nevius  except  that  I  have  a  deed  for  about  700  acres  of  land. 
He  occupied  the  eastern  half  of  it,  where  his  s.  Jacobus  was  b.  and  al- 
ways lived.       11iis  is  the  same  farm  which  my  grandfather  received 
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by  will  of  Jacobus  Nevius  except  72  acres  set  off  on  the  northeast  cor- 
ner for  his  sister,  who  m.  John  Sutphen,  who  was  a  carpenter  and  un- 
dertaker.      I  never  heard  of  any  other  heirs." 

The  Jacobus  to  whom  he  alludes  was  James  and  I  have  given  the 
name  James  in  the  list  of  children,  because  he  so  wrote  his  name. 

That  he  was  much  respected  by  his  neighbors  would  seem  to  be 
an  inference  from  the  following  blank  verse,  which  is  inscribed  on 
the  ily  leaf  of  a  Bible  printed  in  Dordrecht,  Holland,  in  1741,  and 
which  was  the  family  Bible  of  James  Nevius  (918),  s.  of  Pieter.  The 
Bible  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  James  Van  Zandt  who  was 
James'  grand-nei)hew.  The  production  bears  date  1750.  The 
original  is  in  Dutch;  the  translation  is  by  Prof.  J.  A.  Mets  of  Somer- 
ville,  N.  J.  It  is  an  apostrophe  to  the  Deity,  but  l)eing  inscribed  to 
Pieter  shows  that  Cavalier,  the  author,  thought  Pieter  a  very  pious 
man,  as  I  believe  he  was: 

"To  the  Honored  Gentleman  Mr.  Peter  Nevius. 

"What  Prince  is  this  whom  Pleaven  to  us  uprears, 
Round  whom  to  men  such  light  as  ne'er  was  known  appears? 
Where  is  His  origin  in  the  unmeasured  time? 
'Twas  e'er  a  Sun  or  e'er  a  Star  did  shine. 
He  who  once  Heaven's  Throne  as  with  a  span  did  meet

(All  the  above  except  Petrus,  Elizabeth  and  Johannes  were  bap- 
tised at  Marlboro;    Elizabeth  was  baptised  at  New  Bruns- 
wick, N.  J.,  and  Petrus  at  New  Utrecht  Sept.  21,  1718.   In 
the   Marlboro  records  for  August,   1720,  a  child's  name 
was  omitted,  but  we  know  it  to  have  been  Tobias). 
1538.     PETRUS  NEVIUS  of  Middlebush,   N.  J.,  s.  of  Pieter 
O537)'  b.  July  31,  1718,  (baptised  Sept.  21,  1718,  at  New  Utrecht); 
•d.  Dec.  2,  1793;    m.  (before  May  24,  1744),  Johannah  Stoothofif,  dau. 
of  Petrus  Stoothoff.      She  was  b.  Jan.  14,  1725,  and  d.  Jan.  28,  1794.

N.  J.      On  some  of  the  early  papers  Petrus  was  known  as  "Peter,  Jr." 
He  was  a  farmer,  and  probably  removed  to  Middlebush  as  soon  as  he 
m.,  his  wife's  parents  living  in  that  vicinity.       In  1745  he  owned  150 
acres  of  land  there,  as  is  shown  by  the  Franklin  township  tax  list.  Then 
and  all  through  life  he  was  well  known  as  "Petrus"  Nevius  and  he 
signed  his  name  (Apr.  9,  1761): 


At  his  death  Petrus  was  the  owner  of  657  acres  of  land  in  Somerset 
'CO.,  which  he  devised  by  will  to  his  three  sons;  also  twenty  acres 
known  as  part  of  the  "Great  Swamp,"  in  the  co.  of  Middlesex,  deeded 
to  him  in  1752  by  Thomas  Shepherd.  This  lot  was  willed  to  his  two 
.sons  Peter  and  David.  He  also  purchased  in  1772,  of  one  John 
Tyson,  of  New  York  City,  1,000  acres  in  the  township  of  Penryn, 
'Gloucester  co.,  N.  Y.,  (now  in  Vermont),  on  the  west  side  of  the  Con- 
necticut River.  He  also  possessed  1,000  acres  situated,  his  will 
•states,  "in  Cain  Tucke,  in  the  co.  of  Jefferson  and  state  of  Verginea." 
He  was,  therefore,  at  his  death,  the  owner  of  at  least  2,677  acres  of 
'land,  most  of  it,  of  course,  wild  and  at  least  2,000  acres  of  which  he  had 
never  seen,  but  it  made  him  a  pretty  large  land-owner.  In  1774,  two 
years  after  his  purchase  of  the  New  York  state  tract,  some  land  spec- 
ulators from  middle  New  Jersey  went  to  the  vicinity  of  that  land, 
as  is  shown  by  a  letter  dated  Aug.  22,  1774,  from  Albany,  directed  to 
■"Mr.  Peter  Nevius  at  Midle  Bush."  This  letter  has  been  preserved 
in  the  family  of  the  writer  and  is  interesting  as  showing  how  it  was 
exi)ected  the  post  would  convey  the  letter  from  New  York  to  Middle- 
bush. The  directions  on  the  outside  are  "Pr.  Mr.  Mercereau's  stage, 
who  is  desired  to  leave  it  at  Brunswick."  In  other  words,  the  stage 
would  take  it  from  New  York  to  Brunswick  and  there  it  would  find  its 
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way  to  Middlebush.  The  writer  of  the  letter,  Mr.  Benj.  Stevens, 
states  that  the  company  has  safely  arrived  at  Albany,  after  a  passage 
of  three  days  from  New  York,  and  is  now  packing  for  Lake  Cham- 
plain.  A  Capt.  Duryea,  a  Mr.  Hageman  and  a  Mr.  Johnston,  were 
•of  the  party  and  regret  is  expressed  that  a  Mr.  Ten  Brook  does  not 
accompany  them.  It  seems  that  this  same  Benj.  Stevens  obtained 
for  Petrus  in  1783  a  land  oflfice  warrant  and  a  location  for  the  1,000 
acres  in  Kentucky.  In  May,  1784,  the  land  was  surveyed  and  regis- 
ter's fees  paid.  In  August,  1788,  a  patent  was  issued  and  in  March, 
1789,  one  Abraham  Hunt  brought  up  the  patent  from  Richmond,  Va., 
for  which  he  charged  7s.  6d.  About  the  same  time  a  deed  was  ob- 
tained. Papers  relating  to  the  foregoing  stated  matters  are  in  the 
hands  of  my  brother,  John  C.  Honeyman,  who  gives  these  facts  and 
then  says:  "The  only  other  reference  to  this  Kentucky  land  is  a 
power  of  attorney  from  David  Nevius  to  one  Peter  Nevius,  dated  Apr. 
17,  1817,  authorizing  him  to  sell  l^avid's  share  of  said  land.  In  the 
accounts  of  the  executors  of  David  Nevius,  there  is  no  mention  of  any 
Kentucky  real  estate,  and  I  therefore  conclude  it  was  sold  by  him  be- 
fore his  death.  The  receipt  to  David  from  this  Peter  Nevius  is  in  ex- 
cellent writing,  and  the  signature,  large,  bold  and  even,  is  the  best 
hand  for  a  Nevius  that  I  have  encountered  up  to  the  year  mentioned. 
It  is  plain  to  see  that  Peter  Nevius  was  about  to  visit  the  long  talked 
of  Kentucky  tract  of  land  in  the  most  populous  county  of  the  Blue 
Grass  State.  He  was  undoubtedly  commissioned  to  sell  the  whole, 
if  a  good  price  could  be  obtained  and  to  bring  the  money  back  with 
him,  if  indeed,  he  expected  to  return  to  Jersey,  which  I  very  much 
doubt."  This  last  named  Peter  Nevius  was  Peter  (1557),  second  s. 
of  Peter  P.  (1549).  He  resided  at  Bordentown,  N.  J.,  and  a  slight 
reference  to  his  going  to  Kentucky,  where  he  must  have  resided  for 
some  time,  will  be  found  under  his  name.  Unfortunately,  there  are 
scarcely  any  facts  in  reference  to  his  residence  there. 

Petrus  Nevius  lived  on  his  homestead  farm  of  450  acres,  between 
Middlebush  and  Six-Mile-Run.  "His  residence,  at  least  in  his  lat- 
ter years,  was  near  the  present  house  of  Henry  Van  Doren.  He  was 
an  austere  old  gentleman  and  I  have  heard  our  grandfather  say  (who 
remembered  him  very  well)  that  his  presence  was  truly  awe  inspiring. 
Following  the  custom  of  the  early  Holland  immigrants,  he  always 
asked  a  blessing  at  table  with  his  hat  on."  (From  letter  of  John  C. 
Honeyman). 

As  throwing  light  on  the  charges  made  in  those  days,  I  again 
quote  from  letter  of  John  C.  Honeyman  concerning  the  proceedings 
after  Petrus'  death.  We  have  seen  as  to  the  quantity  of  his  real 
•estate  and  it  seems  that  his  personal  estate  amounted  to  i  1.232,  New 
York  Currency.  "On  the  28th  of  January,  1794,  there  was  an  auction 
4)1  his  moveljle  property,  and,  singularly  enough,  his  widow  d.  on  the 
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same  clay.  Abraham  Blaiivelt  advertised  the  sale  for  which  he  re- 
ceived I2S.  Ur.  Abraham  Van  Buren's  bill  for  attendance  on  hus- 
band and  wife  was  L2  2s  2d.  Derrick  Merrel  made  a  coffin  for  which 
he  charged  £2  5s.  Dr.  Ogden  (undoubtedly  Isaac  Ogden)  received 
8s.  for  inoculating  the  family.  At  the  same  time  Rulif  Voorhees  was 
sent  to  IMuckamin  on  account  of  the  estate,  for  which  he  was  paid  5s. 
9d..  and  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  (no  doubt  Andrew  Kirkpatrick,  Esq.,  of  New 
Brunswick,  who  had  been  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  1785)  to  Long  Island, 
for  which  he  received  i6  5s.  Some  other  party  (name  unknown)  was 
paid  1 8s.  6d.  for  going  to  Pluckamin.  The  s.  and  executor,  Peter 
f.  Nevius,  also  went  to  Long  Island,  for  which  he  received  £2  2s. 
The  headstones  for  Petrus  Nevius  and  his  wife  Johannah  were  cut  by 
Jonathan  Hand  Osborn  of  Scotch  Plains, — they  were  red  sand  stones 
— for  which  he  was  paid  i6  8s."  The  old  family  Bible  of  Petrus 
Nevius  was  in  the  possessitjn  of  VVm.  S.  Bogart,  Savannah,  (la.,  but 
is  now  in  possession  of  the  author  of  this  work. 
Among  the  other  records  relating  to  him  are:

him);  d.  after  1776;  m.,  June  11,  1742),  Leah  Nefie  (1211),  dau.  of 
Johannes  Nefie  (1010)  of  Staten  Island,  N.  Y.,  and  Bergen  co.,  N.  J.), 
who  was  b.  Jan.  8,  1720,  on  Staten  Islajid  (baptised  Jan  29, 
J 720,  at  Acquackanonck).

A'ery  little  is  definitely  known  about  this  man.  On  May  29,  1750,  a 
"Peter  Neefus"  (in  another  record  spelled  Nefies),  "laborer,"  was  ad- 
mitted as  a  freeman  of  New  York  City.  (Valentine's  Manual,  1856, 
p.  493;  N.  Y.  Hist.  Soc.  Coll.  for  1885,  p.  169).  In  Nov.,  1776,  he 
took  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  presumably 
while  the  English  were  in  possession  of  New  York  City.  (Onder- 
donk's  "Revolutionary  Incidents  of  Kings  co.",  p.  166).  Among 
Dutch  papers  in  my  possession  in  the  handwriting  of  David  {yj^),  oc- 
curs the  following:  "On  this  I  have  received  of  Albert  Nevius  who 
paid  for  Petrus  Nevius  in  Interest  the  sum  of  £24-2-1. 

Anno  1773  received  of  Albert  Nevius  for  Petrus  Nevius 0-4-8 

The  28th  June  received  of  Petrus  Nevius  of  New  York 6-0-0 

On  Mar.  8,  1773,  the  Colonial  Assembly  of  New  York  passed 
"An  Act  for  the  Relief  of  Insolvent  Debtors  Within  This  Colony," 
naming  twenty-nine  persons,  among  them  "Peter  Nefies."  ("Laws 
of  Colony  of  N.  Y.",  Vol.  5,  p.  595).  So  far  as  above  records  are 
concerned,  all  seem  to  refer  to  the  same  man.  And,  as  appears,  on 
May  6,  1752,  Thomas  Shei)herd  of  Somerset  co.,  cooper,  conveyed 
twenty  acres  of  land  in  the  city  of  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  to  Petrus 
M.  Nevius  of  Somerset.  (Middlesex  co.  Deeds,  Lib.  2,  p.  296); 
original  deed  in  possession  of  John  C.  Honeyman).  Information 
■concerning  this  Petrus  M.  is  decidedly  lacking.

The  records  show  that  Peter  remained  in  Bucks  co.,  Pa.,  for  a  number 
of  years  after  the  death  of  his  father,  and  after  the  settlement  of  his 
father's  estate.  In  1756  he  was  in  Lower  Makefield  township  upon 
land  conveyed  to  him  by  the  executors  of  his  father's  will.  In  1759 
his  seventh  child,  Antje,  was  baptised  in  Bucks  co.,  and  he  was  there 
June  10,  1761,  as  a  petitioner.  (See  under  Margaret,  1276).  The  next 
baptismal  record  is  eight  years  later,  1767,  at  Hopewell,  Dutchess  co., 
New  York,  so  that  he  removed  there  somewhere  between  those  two 
dates.  Unfortunately  I  have  not  been  able  to  trace  the  descendants 
of  Peter  beyond  their  names.  His  two  sons  Jores  and  Abraham  were 
grown  to  manhood  and  living  in  1775,  but  of  these  and  of  his  s.  Cor- 
nelius and  their  families  I  can  find  no  subsequent  record.  At  least 
some  of  them  must  have  m.  and  had  children  and  I  conjecture  they 
went  after  the  Revolution  to  Western  New  York.  The  following 
are  some  of  the  records  found,  relating  to  this  Peter:

1756,  Nov.  10.  Deed  from  "Peter  Nefees  of  Lower  Makefield  town- 
ship, CO.  of  Bucks,  Yeoman,  and  Charity  his  wife  to  Derick 
Krewsen"  of  Northampton  twsp.,  for  £700,  of  180  acres  ("res- 
idue of  200  acres  granted  to  Peter  Nefees  by  Cornelius  Nefees 
and  John  Nefees,"  his  brothers,  May  15,  1755),  adjoining  Wm. 
Bennett,  Cornelius  Corsen,  John  Van  Asdal,  James  Adams,. 
John  Comings  and  Jeremiah  Dungan.  Signed  by  "Peter 
Neefies,"  and  by  "Charity  Neefies"  by  her  mark.  Recorded

indebted  to  P.  N.  in  £500  on  four  several  bonds  dated  Nov.  10, 
1756,  D.  K.  conveys  to  P.  N.  the  180  acres  of  land  in  North- 
ampton township,  sold  to  Derrick  Nov.  10,  1756.

Pa.,  and  that  of 
Elizabeth  at  Hopewell,  N.  Y.       No  doubt  there  were  oth- 
er children  between  Antje  and  Elizabeth,  beside  the  (supp.)

June  7,  1794,  in  a  mortgage  given  by  them  for  $150  to  Robert  rvlorris, 
cancelled  of  record  Jan.  15,  1800,  they  recite  their  house  and  lot  as  situ- 
ated in  New  r>runswick,  "beginning  on  New  l^oad  Street  at  the  north- 
westerly corner  of  a  lot  now  in  possession  of  (larret  Voorhces  and 
running  thence  southwardly  along  his  line  120  feet  to  the  lands  of 
William   ralierson,  Dr.  Lewis  Dunham  and  l^ubert  Morris,"  and  its 
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width  twenty-eight  feet.  The  scrivener  drew  the  deed  in  the  name 
of  "l^eter  Nevious,"  but  in  the  place  of  signature  it  is  spelled  "Nefie," 
although  the  actual  signature  is  by  mark.  But,  it  may  be  added,  this 
mortgage  may  belong  to  another  Peter,  in  which  case  the  supposition

Run,  where  his  first  four  children  were  baptised,  till  about  (supp.) 
1754;  then  in  Bedminster  township,  Somerset  co.,  N.  J.,  on  land  taken 
up  of  the  "Peapack  Patent"  till  about  1763,  when  he  removed  to  Am- 
well  township,  Hunterdon  co.,  near  Clover  Hill,  N.  J.  On  Dec.  31, 
1764,  he  joined  the  Readington  Reformed  Church  on  certificate  from 
the  Bedminster  Reformed  Church.  In  1784  perhaps  his  residence 
was  over  the  line  in  Somerset  co.,  (see  infra,  under  that  date),  but  in 
any  event  his  later  days  were  spent  in  the  neighborhood  of  Clover 
Hill,  not  far  from  the  line  of  Hunterdon  and  Somerset  counties.  There 
are  few  records  concerning  him;  the  following  have  come  to  my  no- 
tice: 

In  the  N.  J.  Historical  Society  rooms,  Paper  No.  19,  Vol.  VI 
of  MSS.,  is  an  indenture  of  lease,  dated  Apr.  29,  1754,  between 
Andrew  Johnston  for  himself  and  in  behalf  of  Lewis  Johnston, 
James  Alexander  and  William  Skinner,  and  as  executor  of  Dr. 
John  Johnston,  deceased,  of  the  one  part,  and  Peter  Nevyus  of 
the  CO.  of  Somerset,  of  the  second  part.  The  lease  is  for  land 
whose  amount  in  acres  is  not  stated,  adjoining  John  Smyth's, 
"Midle  Brook,"  five  years,  at  rental  of  five  shillings  per  acre. 
From  this  lease,  as  well  as  from  other  sources,  we  find  his 
name  was  signed  "Peter  Nevyus."  There  are  endorsements 
on  this  lease  by  James  Parker,  Perth  Amboy,  extending  from 
1762  to  1793.  As  we  know  that  in  1764  Peter  had  removed 
to  .\mwell  twsp.,  Hunterdon  co.,  N.  J.,  it  would  seem  as  if  the 
land  thus  leased  had  continued  to  be  farmed  by  (probably)  his 
s.  Peter,  and  i)erhaps  for  a  little  while  subseciuentlv  bv  his  s. 
Christoi)her.

1773,  March  25.  James  Parker  gives  permission  in  writing  to  certaia 
persons  to  continue  as  lessees  of  the  "Pepack  patent,"  among 
whom  was  Peter  Nevyus,  who  was  designated  as  lessee  of  lot 
No.  19,  at  £j.  Peter  had  already  gone  to  Hunterdon  co.,  but 
seems  to  have  held  on  to  the  Peapack  lease. 
1780.  "Peter  Nefius"  was  foreman  of  Somerset  co.  Grand  Jury.     May 

have  been  above  named. 
1784.   In  "A   List  of  Ratables  of  the  Westering  Precinct  of  the  co. 
of  Somerset,"  July,   1784,  in  possession  of  the  author,  "Peter 
Nefeaus"  is  assessed  on  183  acres  of  land,  4  horses  and  6  cows, 
lie  had  then  5  free  ])ersons  in  his  family  and  3  slaves.     May 
refer  to  I'eter  above. 
1 791,  April  27.     James  I'arker  gives  receipt  to  Peter  Nevyus  as  fol- 
lows:      "At  New  Brunswick,  by  his  s.  Christopher,  a  yoke  of 
oxen  valued  at  £18,  on  arrears  of  rent." 
1795.  Peter  Nevyus  of  Somerset  co.  was  the  owner  of  two  tracts  in 
Readington  township,  Hunterdon  co.,  on  South  Branch  river,, 
containing  54^-  acres.

PETRUS  NEVIUS  of  Raritan  Landing,  N.  J.,  and  else- 
where; s.  of  Johannis  (ion),  b.  (probably)  at  Flatlands,  N.  Y.,  about 
1732;  d.  before  1775;  m.  his  first  cousin,  Altey  Nevius  (86),  who 
d.  in  1806,  aged  69,  and  is  buried  near  Six-Mile-Run.  Peter  J.  Lane 
of  Pluckaniin,  N.  J.,  who  m.  a  great-niece  of  Petrus,  says  he  "lived 
at  Raritan  Landing  till  driven  away  by  the  Hessians,  and  afterward, 
floated  around."

Apr.  12,  1789;  (2)  Oct.  26,  1789,  Jannetic  Voorhees,  widow  of  Abra- 
ham Sedani,  who  was  b.  Apr.  18,  1745;  d.  May  1,  1835.  Ik;  was 
probably  the  same  person  who  in  1763  and  1764  wrote  his  name  in 
two  different  ways  on  documents  now  in  my  possession,  and  relating 
to  each  other,  viz.:  "Piter  Nevius,"  and  "Peterus  Nevius"  They

J.;  d.  June  2,  181 5;  m.,  Oct.  30,  1771,  Jane  Stoothofif,  who  was  b. 
Nov.  15,  1753,  and  d.  Nov.  i,  1825,  at  c3vid,  N.  Y.  Peter  P.  was 
originally  simply  Peter,  but  added  the  "P."  as  an  initial  to  'distinguish 
him  from  the  many  others  having  the  same  name.  He  was  a  farmer 
and  owned  the  farm  subsequently  owned  by  Peter  S.  Nevius  (1561), 
his  nephew,  and  afterward  by  Isaac  I.  Voorhees,  at  Pleasant  Plains, 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  Six-Mile-Run  district.  At  death  he 
resided  with  his  s.  John  P.  (1028),  and  he  is  buried  in  the  Pleasant 
Plains  graveyard.  His  wife's  remains  were  removed  in  1891,  at  Ovid, 
from  the  Dunlap  burying  ground  to  the  Ovid  cemetery  by  her  great- 
grandson  Rev.  Dr.  John  L.  Nevius  (jo8o).       Peter  P.  wrote  his  name

1550.  PETRUS  NEEFIES  of  Bucks  co..  Pa.,  s.  of  Cornelius 
(333),  baptised  in  Bucks  co.,  Nov.  19,  1752.       No  further  trace. 

1551.  PETER  NEFIE  (or  NAFEY)  of  New  Brunswick,  N.  J., 
s.  of  Jacobus  (915),  baptised  there  Mar.  20,  1757;  d.  there  about  Nov. 
30,  1837;  m.  Ann  Voorhees,  (probably  the  same  person  baptised 
Sept.  19,  1761,  at  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  dau.  of  Lucas  Voorhees  and 
Hilletje  Vanderbilt;  see  "The  \^an  Voorhees  Family,"  p.  391).  He 
was  sergeant  of  the  2d  Middlesex  Regiment  in  the  Revolutionary 
War  and,  on  Jan.  10,  1782,  when  the  British  took  New  Brunswick, 
was  shot  through  the  body,  but  recovered.  The  "Trenton  Ga- 
zette" of  Jan.  16,  1782,  said,  in  an  item  from  New  Brunswick  describ- 
ing the  affair:  "We  had  none  killed  and  only  five  wounded.  Pe- 
ter Nefies,  a  brave  soldier,  we  are  fearful  is  in  danger  from  his  wound; 
the  other  four,  who  are  equally  brave,  are  all  in  a  fair  way  of  recov- 
ery." The  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  at  Washington,  in  reply  to  an 
inquiry  as  to  dates  of  his  pension  pajiers  says:  "One  Peter  Neties, 
a  soldier  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  received  a  pension,  commencing 
Jan.  10,  1786,  for  wound  received  while  serving  as  a  sergeant  in  Col. 
Taylor's  Regiment,  New  Jersey  troops."  Mrs.  John  Ditmars  of  122 
Miller  street,  Newark,  N.  J.,  gave  me,  Apr.  14,  1897,  the  following 
account  of  the  above  Peter  Nefie,  who  was  her  grandfather: 

"I  rememl)er  grandfather  well  and  have  often  heard  him  and  my 
father  talk  of  Revolutionary  experiences.  The  shot  which  went 
through  my  grandfather's  body  was  through  his  right  side  and  must 
have  ])ceii  close  to  his  right  lung.  1  have  seen  the  scar  where  it  went 
in  in  front,  and  where  it  came  out  below  his  shoulder  in  the  back,  and 
it  was  .-ibonl  as  large  as  a  (|uarler  dollar.  Tlu-y  said  that  the  P)rit- 
ish  had  rijbhcd  ihcir  house  of  ever\lhiiig  to  wear  and  they  did  not 
have   enougli    nuislin   to   (|uench    the   How   of   blood;    so    tliev     took 
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a  silk  handkerchief  and  could  push  it  entirely  through  his  body.  His 
house  was  at  the  foot  of  Carman  street  in  New  Brunswick,  N.  J., 
where  it  intersects  liurnet,  on  the  side  toward  the  river,  on  the  right. 
It  was  of  stone;  is  probably  now  covered  by  a  shipyard.  After  he 
had  sufficiently  recovered  from  the  wound  to  enter  the  service  again, 
since  he  could  not  march,  he  went  on  those  small  whaling  boats  much 
in  use  and,  while  on  one  of  those,  occurred  the  capture  of  the  Brit- 
ish vessel,  the  picture  of  which  is  on  the  punch  bowl.  He  has  told 
me  himself  about  the  punch  bowl,  stating  that  it  was  sent  to  him,  after 
the  war,  from  Liverpool,  by  Englishmen,  who  wished  thus  to  testify 
to  his  bravery.  He  said  that  he  was  the  man  on  the  top  of  the 
main  mast  lowering  the  British  fiag,  and  that  the  man  at  the  bow  of 
the  whale  boat  was  preparing  to  run  up  the  American  flag  in  its 
place.  The  bowl  was  broken  some  forty  years  ago,  through  careless- 
ness. l>efore  the  war  closed,  grandfather  was  captured  by  the  P)rit- 
ish  and  taken  to  the  Sugar  House  Prison,  in  New  York,  for  three 
months.  Colonel  George  Taylor  offered  to  exchange  any  three  men 
who  were  held  by  the  Americans  for  Mr.  Nafey,  but  the  English 
refused,  saying  that  he  'was  too  good  a  soldier  to  be  given  up.'  He 
has  often  told  me  that  he  was  nearly  starved  in  the  Sugar  Prison  and 
had  to  lick  up  the  dirt  and  worms  on  the  floor  to  keep  alive.  He  came 
home  in  a  British  uniform.  When  I  knew  him,  he  lived  on  the 
corner  of  New  and  present  John  streets;  he  lived  there  over  thirty 
years  and  there  he  died.  When  the  tornado  occurred,  he  was  alone 
in  the  house,  as  mother  and  I  had  gone  ofi  a  block  or  two  because 
there  was  a  cry  of  'I'^ire,'  and  when  the  wind  blew  off  the  gable  end 
of  the  roof,  he  thought  it  was  a  collision  between  opposition  lines  of 
stages,  which  had  l)een  racing  through  the  streets.  He  was  then 
blind,  and  was  st)  as  long  as  1  remember  him,  for  every  week  I  had  to 
lead  him  (kjwn  t(nvn  to  a  barber  shop.  lie  has  als(j  told  me  that 
during  the  war  he  had  his  scalp  taken  entirely  vf(  by  a  surgeon,  and 
the  top  of  his  head  scra])ed,  but  whether  it  was  the  result  of  his  wounds 
or  not,  1  caimot  lell.  1  used  to  comb  his  hair  and  his  scalp  was  ex- 
actly like  a  tightly-drawn  l<id  glove  upon  his  head.  1  le  became  blind 
through  a  cataract  on  his  eye.  lie  drew  a  pension  of  $</)  a  year, 
which  paid  the  house  rent  and  the  Winter's  fire  wood;  1  believe,  be- 
fore getting  blind,  he  was  a  painter  by  trade.  Judge  Peter  Runyon, 
of  the  .Middlesex  ("ourts.  took  his  ])ensi()n  papers  and  endeavored  to 
get  an  increase  horn  the  (lovernnient,  but  never  succeeded,  and 
those  papers  have  never  been  in  tlie  fauiil\  since.  f  remember  also 
their  telling  how,  when  the  P.ritisli  were  at  Xew  iirunswick.  they 
once  came  into  the  house  and  a  Pritish  officer  with  his  scabbard  pried 
open  all  the  locked  drawers  and  took  every  bit  of  clothing  the  family 
had.  They  also  got  all  the  victuals,  but  a  higher  officer  coming  in 
at   that  time  mack'  them  li-ave  llu'   food  bt'Iiind,  so  that   there  would 
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be  something  to  eat  They  also  took  the  bed  clothes,  but  the  man 
who  had  the  bundle  of  them,  just  as  he  was  stepping  on  the  boat  at 
the  wharf,  was  shot  dead  by  some  American  soldier  upon  the  other 
side  of  the  river.  Grandfather  d.  a  few  days  before  or  after  Evacua- 
tion Day,  of  the  year  when  the  hard  times  and  panic  came  on  in  New 
York  City,  and  was  80  years  old.  He  did  not  die  of  his  wounds,  but 
of  a  peculiar  complaint.  He  had  been  sawing  wood,  which  he  did 
nearly  every  day,  while  blind,  (by  measuring  with  his  outstretched 
iingers  the  length  to  be  sawed  off,  and  then  could  readily  run  the 
saw),  but,  of  course,  he  could  not  split  the  wood.  One  day  he  came 
into  the  house  witli  a  severe  pain  in  his  ankle.  My  mother  rubbed 
it,  but  he  made  her  stop,  saying  it  hurt  him  too  much.  We  sent  for 
the  doctor  and  in  a  short  time  he  pronounced  it  a  dry  gangrene  of 
the  foot,  and  his  foot  wasted  away  until  it  was  as  hard  and  small  and 
round  as  a  table-leg  and  that  killed  him.  When  he  was  put  into  the 
coffin,  the  doctor  said  we  should  leave  that  foot  exposed  so  that  the 
public  could  view  it  and  see  what  we  might  all  come  to!  He  was 
of  medium  size  and  had  no  beard.  I  also  well  remember  his  sister 
Ann  Lippincott,  who  had  been  the  wife  of  Captain  Adam  Huyler,  and 
remember  the  family  talk  about  Captain  Huyler's  bravery.  She  died 
in  New  Brunswick  when  I  was  but  a  girl  of  perhaps  ten  years  of  age, 
although  I  might  have  been  a  little  younger." 

In  "Manual  of  New  York,"  1868,  p.  911,  in  the  monthly  list  of 
the  prisoners  confined  in  the  Provost  Jail,  New  York  City,  is  the  fol- 
lowing: "Peter  Nephew,  captain  whale-boat  General  Greene, 
inhabitant  of  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  taken  Sept.  8,  1782,  confined 
Sept.  9,  1782."  In  same  work  under  dates  of  Mar.  i  and  Apr.  i,  same 
year,  his  name  also  appears.  In  the  first  list  are  the  names  of 
"James  Vooras,  John  Vooras,  and  Lukus  Vooras."  The  John  Voor- 
liees  was  a  brother,  and  Lucas  Voorhees  father  of  Peter  Nefie's  wife. 
Peter,  with  them  and  Captain  Adam  Huyler,  who  had  m.  Ann,  sister 
to  Peter,  were  all  engaged  in  daring  Revolutionary  exploits.  (See  as 
to  Captain  Huyler  under  Ann,  104).  This  "N.  Y.  Manual"  record 
shows  that  Mrs.  Ditmars  was  not  mistaken  about  the  general  facts 
of  Peter's  imprisonment,  though  she  was  about  the  specific  place  of 
imprisonment,  which  was  not  in  any  of  the  three  sugarhouses  used 
as  jails  by  the  British  during  the  Revolution.  The  "Provost  Jail" 
building  still  exists,  being  the  present  Register's  office  in  the  City 
Hall  Park,  in  front  of  the  bridge  entrance,  known  as  the  "Hall  of 
Records."  The  punch  bowl  referred  to  above,  which  was  presented 
to  Peter  Nefie  for  bravery,  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Augustus  R. 
T.  Nafey  (171),  of  19  College  Place,  Newark.  I  have  seen  the  same. 
It  is  of  china  ware,  about  six  inches  deep,  twelve  inches  across,  white, 
with  gilt  band,  on  which  is  painted  in  two  places  opposite  to  each 
other  a  small  boat  having  sixteen  men  holding  oars,  with  a  captain 
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in  the  bow,  and  another  officer  at  the  stern — sixteen  men  in  all.  The 
American  flag  is  flying-  at  stern.  In  front  of  it  is  a  three  mast  sloop, 
having  one  Englisli  flag  down,  and  another  English  flag  at  top  mast, 
which  is  apparently  being  hauled  down  by  a  man  who  is  close 
to  it.  Inside  of  bowl,  at  bottom  are  faintly  visible  the  initials  "P. 
N."  Mr.  Nafey  thought  his  grandfather  was  a  painter  in  his  older 
days  and  was  blind.  He  stated  that  in  the  tornado  year  he  was  busy 
making  skewers  when  the  roof  of  his  house  blew  off. 

In  his  later  life  Peter  removed  to  the  corner  house  on  New  street, 
at  its  intersection  with  John.  It  was  owned  by  Mrs.  Sarah  Ilage- 
man,  a  widow,  from  whom  he  rented  it.  It  was  a  little  two-story 
house  and  is  believed  to  be  still  standing.  I  have  been  unable  to  as- 
certain the  exact  period  of  Peter's  death,  but  Mrs.  Ditmars  insists  that 
Peter's  age  at  his  death  was  85,  and  that  he  d.  either  in  1835  or  '37.  He 
was  buried  beneath  the  present  stone  wall  running  from  the  chapel 
of  the  First  Reformed  Church  to  the  church.  He  never  had  a  tomb- 
stone. The  children  of  Peter  all  spell  their  names  Nafey,  which  wa? 
exactly  as  the  father's  name  was  pronounced.

1552.  PETER  NEEFUS,  farmer  and  farrier,  of  Flatbush,  L.  I., 
s.  of  John  (1013),  b.  at  Flatbush,  Dec.  9,  1758;  d.  there  Apr.  2,  1820; 
m.,  (about  1777),  Sarah  Stryker  (dau.  of  Michael  and  Hannah  Stry- 
ker),  who  d.  May  25,  1825,  aged  67  years,  10  months  and  12  days.  He 
wrote  his  name,  July  i,  1784: 


Peter  was  b.  in  the  old  house  resided  in  by  his  father  John,  which  was 
probably  built  about  1700.  In  that  house  Peter  was  b.,  lived  and  d. 
His  children,  John  and  Michael  S.,  razed  it  to  the  ground  about  1820. 
The  drawing  of  the  old  dwelling  made  by  Mr.  Peter  Neefus  (1587), 
of  I'latbush,  grandson  of  the  Peter  above  named,  appears  on  another 
page.  (See  "Index  to  Illustrations").  He  is  recorded  as  signing 
a  pajjer  pledging  allegiance  to  George  HI.  under  date  of  Nov.,  1776,  in 
Flint's  "Early   Long  Island,"  p.  525).       The  western  end  of  Long 
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Island  being  then  in  possession  of  the  British,  his  oath  was  undoubt- 
edly taken  under  compulsion.  In  Onderdonk's  "Revolutionary  Inci- 
dents of  Kings  CO.",  p.  201,  appears  the  following:  "-£20  reward — 
Seven  men  surrounded  the  house  of  Peter  Neefus  and  Joseph  Vonck 
of  Flatbush,  Saturday  night,  Nov.  20,  1784,  made  them  prisoners,  car- 
ried ofT  £120  cash,  5  large  silver  spoons,  4  silver  salts,  a  silver  punclv 
strainer,  9  teaspoons,  a  silver  watch,  2  gold  rings,  a  silver  mounted 
sword  and  pocket  pistol.       A  free  pardon  for  the  informers." 

His  grandson,  Peter  I.,  (1587),  has  many  curious  old  papers  relat- 
ing to  this  Peter,  among  them  a  copy  of  the  following  physician's  bill:

He  promises  "diligently  and  faithfully,  to  the  utmost  of  his  power,  to 
maintain  the  said  Antye  with  sufficient  meat,  drink  and  one  room 
in  the  dwelling  house  where  he  lives  in,  with  firewood  and  all  needful 
occasions  in  health  and  sickness."

1554.  PETER  NEVYUS  of  Quick's  Mills  (now  Rockafellow's 
Mills),  Hunterdon  co.,  N.  J.,  s.  of  Peter  (1542);  b..  probably  in  Bcd- 
minster  township,  Somerset  co.,  N.  J.,  about  1761;  d.  about  1829;  m. 
Gertrude  Quick  of  Roycefield,  N.  J.,  who  d.  May  3.1,  1848,  aged  71 
years,  10  months,  3  days.  I  judge  this  Peter  to  have  been  the  "Pe- 
trus  Nevyus"  who  attended  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Lamington, 
Somerset  co.,  N.  J.,  toward  the  close  of  the  last  century  ajid  who  was 
one  of  the  congregation  in  1792  who  signed  a  petition  to  the  Legis- 
lature from  the  inhabitants  of  Bedminster  township.  In  1787 
he  was  the  owner  of  160  acres  of  land  in  that  township.  (Snell's 
"History  of  Hunterdon  and  Somerset,"  p.  708).  In  1800  he  owned 
139  acres  in  Hillsborough  township,  Somerset  co.  The  father  of 
Peter  was  the  occupant  of  one  of  the  tracts  under  the  Peapack  Pat- 
ent in  Bedminster  township,  and  removed  to  Amwell  township,  Hun- 
terdon CO.,  in  1764.  (See  under  Peter,  1542).  I  had  surmised  that  it 
was  his  s.  Peter  who  remained  behind  in  Bedminster,  N.  J.,  and  who 
subsequently  followed  his  father  to  the  vicinity  of  Clover  Hill,  N.  J., 
but  did  not  feel  certain  of  it  until  I  looked  up  his  original  will  of  1828 
at  Trenton,  N.  J.,  where  was  found  the  signature  identical  with  that 
upon  the  petition  to  the  Legislature  referred  to  above,  which  is  as  fol- 
lows :

^His  father  in  1760  signed  his  name  almost  exactly  like  the  above).  In 
181 1  he  occupied  a  pew  in  Flemington  Presbyterian  Church.  (Snell's 
"History  of  Ilunterdon  and  Somerset,"  j).  311).  He  was  a  farmer 
and  (1.  without  issue.  His  will,  dated  .\pr.  24,  1828,  (probat.  May 
26,  1829),  provides:  i.  ills  wife  (iilty  to  liave  use  of  farm,  willi  wood- 
lot,  containing  14 J  acres  during  life  or  her  widowhood.  2.  To  same, 
various  items  including  money  obtained  or  inherited  through  her.  3. 
To  brothers  Ruloff  and  Jacob  wearing  apparel.  4.  To  sisters  Phebe 
Kline  and  Betsey  Cortelyou,  household  furniture.  5.  Brother  Jacob, 
use  of  lot  in  Bethlehem  township,  and  of  that  part  of  the  farm  on 
which  he  now  lives  in  Hillsborough  township,  N.  J.,  containing  90 J 
acres,  and  after  his  death,  to  his  heirs.

Q.  Skillman  and  his  children  Peter,  Cornelia,  Margaret  and  Isaac. 
(Hunterdon  co.  Wills,  Lib.  8,  p.  334). 

1555.  PETER  LUCAS  NEYIUS,  farmer,  of  Millstone,  N.  J., 
s.  of  Lucas  (1240),  b.  near  Millstone,  June  22,  1767;  d.  at  Harlingen, 
N.  J.,  May  18,  1851;  m.  (i)  Apr.  10,  1788,  Maria  Terhune,  (dau.  of 
Stephen  Terhune  and  Margaret  Cornell),  who  was  b.  May  18,  1766, 
and  d.  Mar.  14,  1844.  (2)  Catherine  \'an  Nuys.  There  were  no 
children  by  his  second  wife.  Peter  and  his  wife  Maria  joined  Mill- 
stone Reformed  Dutch  Church,  July,  1791,  and  Harlingen  Reformed 
Dutch  Church,  Oct.  29,  1795.  Peter's  farm  is  now  owned  by  Henry 
Van  Nuvs  at  Hillsborough  P.  O.,  N.  J.

m.,  May  10,  1798,  Garreta  Vroom  of  Bridgewater  township,  (first 
■cousin  to  ex-Governor  Vroom),  who  was  b.  Oct.  7,  1775,  and  d.  at 
New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  Feb.  15,  1866.  He  is  believed  to  have  been  in 
the  War  of  1812  and  was  wounded.  He  kept  a  hotel  in  front  of  Dr.

1557.  PETER  NEVIUS,  merchant,  of  Bordentown,  N.  J.,  s.  of 
Peter  P.  (1549),  b.  Mar.  22,  1776,  at  Pleasant  Plains  (near  Six-Mile- 
Run),  N.  J.;  d.  Jan.  16,  1834;  m.,  Jan.  21,  1805.  Ann  Rogers,  a 
'Quaker  lady  of  Mercer  co.,  N.  J.  Mr.  Frederick  Nevius  of  Jersey  City 
Heights,  N.  J.,  a  grandson,  wrote,  June  7,  1896:  "I  have  heard  father 
:speak  of  having  once  owned  land  out  in  Kentucky,  and  he  spent  some 
little  money,  at  one  time,  trying  to  get  something  out  of  it.  He  em- 
jjloyed  a  gentleman  who  lived  out  there  to  go  and  investigate  the  mat- 
ter and  see  if  there  could  be  anything  done  with  it,  and  this  man  (I 
<lo  not  remember  the  name)  rep(;rted  that  the  land  was  settled,  on 
.soJiie  j)ans  of  il,  \yy  squatters,  and  they  refused  to  give  it  up  with- 
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out  a  considerable  amount  of  money  f(jr  what  they  considered  im- 
provements, and  that  ended  the  matter."  His  f^randson,  Rc^hert  H. 
Nevius  (1670),  says:  "lie  sold  his  jjlace  and  went  to  Kentucky;  he 
bought  some  land  there  and  d.  while  returninj^  to  l>ordentown,  N.  J." 
(See  as  to  this  land  under  Petrus,  1538).  He  wrote  his  name  on  Nov. 
4,  1809,  as  follows:

1558.  PETER  I.  NEVIUS  of  New  York  City,  s.  of  John  (1017), 
b.  Nov.  20,  1779,  at  Whitehouse,  N.  J.;  d.  Sept.  25,  1869,  in  New 
York  City;  m.  (i)  Nov.  5,  1804,  Catherine  Lane  of  Bedminster,  N.  J., 
(dau.  of  Matthew  Lane);  (2)  May  18,  18 14,  Margaret  Lent  (dau.  of 
James  R.  Lent,  a  well-known  New  Yorker).  Although  brought  up 
on  a  farm,  when  perhaps  twenty-five  years  of  age  (in  1804  or  1805) 
he  established  himself  in  business  in  New  York,  and  soon  became  one 
of  its  best  known  and  most  successful  merchants.  Erom  "The  Old 
Merchants  of  New  York  City,"  Vol.  i,  p.  190,  issued  before  the  death 
of  Mr.  Nevius,  we  extract  the  following:  "One  of  the  oldest  mer- 
cantile firms  in  this  City  is  Peter  J.  Nevius  &  Son.  The  old  man  is 
descended  from  Johannes  Nevius,  who  was  a  Schepen  or  Alderman  of 
this  City  in  1655.  Our  man  Peter  Nevius  held  the  same  office  and 
was  Alderman  of  the  First  Ward  in  this  City  in  1829,  when  Walter 
Bowne  was  Mayor.  Mr.  Nevius  was  never  a  politician.  He  had 
no  ambition  to  be  other  than  a  merchant.  In  1800  he  commenced 
business  on  his  own  account  at  No.  11  South  St.  On  the  same  spot, 
he  does  business  now,  after  a  period  of  sixty  years  has  gone  by.  He 
was  twenty-one  years  old  when  he  started.  He  is  eighty-one  now, 
and  yet  is  never  absent  from  his  counting  room  and  stands  writing 
at  his  desk  during  business  hours.  Thirty  years  ago  he  took  his 
eldest  son  into  the  concern  and  made  it  Peter  J.  Nevius  &  Son.  Dif- 
ferent sons  have  been  in  the  firm  at  different  times.  Their  business 
is  now  and  ever  has  been  in  produce.      They  sell  flour,  produce,  etc.. 
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on  commission.  His  father  was  a  farmer  at  White  House,  New  Jer- 
sey. The  son  still  owns  the  farm.  General  Washington  dates 
many  of  his  despatches  from  White  House,  New  Jersey,  during  the 
war  of  the  Revolution,  and  while  he  was  trying  to  drive  out  the  Brit- 
ish. Mr.  Nevius  has  long  been  called  the  'honest  merchant.'  He 
is  certainly  the  oldest  merchant  who  continues  in  active  business  in 
this  City.  He  has  had  a  large  family  of  children;  seven  are  still  liv- 
ing. He  lives  in  a  house  in  Wavcrly  Place.  He  built  it  himself  ia 
1838.  He  married  Miss  Lent,  a  daughter  of  James  W.  Lent,  former 
Recorder  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York.  She  died  last 
Spring." 

His  grandson,  Mr.  John  F.  Nevius  (1134),  says:  "Early  in  the 
present  century  Mr.  Nevius  acquired  real  estate  on  South  and  Broad 
streets.  New  York  City.  The  commercial  credit  and  efficiency  of  the 
house  of  Nevius  ranked  among  the  first  during  his  business  career. 
Peter  L  and  his  descendants  have  been  interested  in  the  Corn  Ex- 
change Bank,  the  Fireman's  Insurance  Co.,  in  Marine  Insurance  and 
in  the  Maritime  and  Produce  Exchange.  The  credit  of  the  firm  of 
Nevius  stood  so  high  in  British  North  America  during  the  Civil  War 
that  their  acceptances  always  passed  among  Canadian  shippers  and 
merchants  as  the  equivalent  of  gold.  During  the  late  years  of  his 
life  Peter  I.  resided  at  19  Waverly  Place,  then  the  most  fashionable 
part  of  the  city." 

The  first  quotation  above  from  the  "Old  Merchant,"  etc.,  is  prob- 
ably in  error  in  reference  to  Peter  I.  beginning  business  in  New  York 
in  1800,  as  the  city  directories  first  give  his  name  in  1805.-  His  first 
child  was  baptised  in  1805,  at  Bedminster,  N.  J.,  where  he  was  m.  His 
New  York  residences  were:  i8o5-'9  at  16  Stone  street,  1810  at  10 
Water;  i8ii-'i3  at  25  Water;  i8i4-'i6  at  108  Broad;  i8i7-'i8  at 
15  Pearl;  i82o-'26  at  i  Stone;  i827-'38  at  7  Pearl;  i839-'69  at  19 
Waverly  Place.  (It  is  probable  he  was  in  New  York  as  a  clerk  before 
his  marriage  as  elsewhere  information  is  given  that  he  was  in  business 
with  his  cousin  Martin  (1369),  (see  under  Martin,  p.  505)  about  1804). 
In  "The  Wealth  and  Biography  of  the  Wealthy  Citizens  of  the 
City  of  New  York,"  1846,  Mr.  Nevius  is  set  down  as  worth  $200,- 
000,  and  after  his  name  it  says:  "Of  an  ancient  and  highly  respecta- 
ble Dutch  family  of  our  olden  time,  and  acquired  his  fortune  in  the 
grocery  line."  In  the  Income  Tax  List  of  1869,  which  was  the  last 
date  when  the  Government  required  a  sworn  statement  of  incomes  to 
be  filed,  the  annual  income  of  Mr.  Nevius  was  placed  at  $10,025. 
An  examination  of  the  N.  Y.  Directories  show  that  his  name  was  sim- 
ply "Peter"  from  1805  to  1813;  "Peter  J."  from  1814  to  1818,  and  "Pe- 
ter I."  from  1819  onward.  The  reason  for  the  change  in  the  middle 
letter  is  explained  in  a  letter  from  one  of  his  grandsons, 
given    below.         He    attended    services    at    the    South     ReformecE 
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Church,  formerly  located  on  Garden  street  (now  Exchange 
Place),     near     Broad     street.  He     was     member     of     Board 

of  Trustees  of  Collegiate  Reformed  Church  school,  Mar.,  1820,  to 
Sept.,  1821,  when  he  resigned.  In  1828,  he  was  elected  Alderman  of 
New  York  City  in  the  First  Ward  by  a  majority  of  two  hundred  and 
eight  over  his  opponent,  John  Y.  Cebra,  but  in  1831  was  defeated 
by  Mr.  Cebra  by  a  majority  of  four  hundred  and  three.  ("Manual 
of  New  York,"  1854,  pp.  480,  481).  In  1832  he  was  a  director  of  the 
N.  Y.  &  Erie  R.  R.;    in  1837  a  director  of  the  Merchant's  Bank. 

William  H.  Nevius  (1883),  a  grandson,  writes:  "Peter  I.  Nevius 
(my  grandfather)  left  White  House,  N.  J.,  when  a  boy,  from  twelve  to 
fourteen  years  old,  and  came  to  New  York  City.  After  serving  in  a  cler- 
ical capacity  until  he  became  of  age,  he  started  in  on  his  own  account. 
He  had  saved  up  some  money  during  these  years,  and  I  believe  re- 
ceived some  money  for  his  share  in  the  old  homestead.  He  went 
into  partnership  with  a  member  of  the  firm  he  had  been  with  so  many 
years,  the  new  firm  succeeding  to  the  business  of  the  old,  which  I  be- 
lieve was  general  merchandise  and  the  running  of  a  line  of  sloops  to 
nearby  ports.  I  remember  my  father  telling  me  that  the  day  after  he 
(my  grandfather)  signed  articles  of  copartnership,  Mr.  Jumel  came  to 
him  and  asked  him  to  go  with  him  as  a  partner  in  the  wine  business, 
and  that  my  grandfather  declined,  on  the  ground  that  he  could  not 
honorably  withdraw,  although  his  new  partner  was  willing  to  let  him 
decide  for  himself.  I  do  not  remember  the  name  ofTiis  partner,  nor 
the  date  of  his  withdrawal.  When  my  grandfather's  oldest  s.,  Jacob 
R.,  became  of  age,  he  was  taken  into  the  business,  the  firm  becoming 
Peter  I.  Nevius  &  Son.  Later  when  James  Matthews  and  George 
Lent  Nevius,  sons  by  his  second  wife,  became  of  age,  they  were  taken 
into  the  firm,  the  style  becoming  Peter  I.  Nevius  &  Sons.  Apr. 
10,  1847,  James  Matthews  Nevius  and  George  Lent  Nevius  withdrew, 
and  my  father,  Peter  I.  Nevius,  Jr.,  was  taken  into  the  firm.  The 
firm  remained  as  comi)osed  of  Peter  I..  Jacob  R.  &  Peter 
I.,  Jr.,  for  nearly  eighteen  years.  Jan.  2,  1865,  Peter  I.,  Sr.,  with- 
•drew  and  George  L.  was  re-admitted.  On  Dec.  27,  1867,  Jacob  R. 
Nevius  dying,  Peter  I.  Nevius,  Jr.,  and  George  Lent  Nevius  continued 
the  firm  name.  On  January  2,  1872,  George  Lent  Nevius 
withdrew  and  the  writer  was  taken  into  the  partnership  by 
his  father,  the  firm  name  being  changed  to  Peter  I.  Nevius  &  Son.  In 
1879  or  1880,  as  near  as  I  can  recollect,  Captain  David  E.  Taylor  was 
admitted  to  the  firm,  the  name  remaining  the  same.  July  9,  1883, 
Peter  I.  Nevius,  my  father,  having  d.  the  previous  day,  a  new  firm  was 
formed  by  myself,  Capt.  D.  E.  Taylor  and  my  brother  Peter  I.  In 
Nov.,  1885,  T  made  an  individual  failure  on  the  Petroleum  Exchange, 
and  was  obliged  in  consequence  to  withdraw  from  the  firm.  Capt. 
Taylor,  I  believe,  withdrew  in  1886,  and  Peter  I.,  my  brother,  in  1887 
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wound  up  the  business  as  best  he  could.  The  business  of  the  firm 
was  always,  so  far  as  I  know,  at  1 1  South  street,  and  for  years  it  had 
the  monopoly  of  purchasing  flour  and  other  merchandise  for  mer- 
chants in  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  in  the  handling  of  vessels  owned 
in  these  ports.  It  began  with  a  Peter  and  ended  with  a  Peter. 
The  'V  in  the  name  Peter  I.  Nevius  stands  for  nothing.  When  my 
grandfather  first  went  into  business  on  his  own  account,  there  was  a 
Peter  Nevius  in  business  also,  and  the  letters  of  each  would  occasion- 
ally go  to  the  other.  So,  to  avoid  this,  my  grandfather  inserted  a  J, 
lYter  J.  Nevius,  intending  it  to  stand  for  John,  if  anything,  but  the 
printers  took  it  for  the  letter  'I,'  so  he  let  it  go  at  that.  My  father 
was  named  after  him,  Peter  I.,  my  brother  also,  and  my  s.  was  named 
Peter  I.  after  my  father,  but  in  no  case  was  there  any  middle  name 
intended,  the  'P  not  stantling  for  anything."  His  will,  dated  Jan.  31. 
1865,  was  probat.  Nov.  12,  1869,  in  New  York  Surrogate's  Office, 
(Liber  196,  p.  189),  and  left  all  his  property  to  his  children.

m.  (1)  Aug.  15,  1802,  Elizabeth  Dey,  (dau.  of  Richard  Dey  and  Han- 
nah Pierson),  who  was  b.  July  11,  1782,  and  d.  Aug.  7  (or  8),  1805; 
(2)  Aug.  I,  (or  Dec.  11),  1820,  Margaret  McF.wen,  who  was  b.  Mar. 
5,  18(H),  and  (1.  Dec.  3,  l85(j.  lie  w.'is  a  house  earpenti-r  and,  later, 
farmer.  In  1803  he  was  residing  in  jay  street.  New  York  City,  and 
in  1804  and  1805  in  Washington  street;  in  1805  he  owned  lot  21;

In  e.xcavaling  for  his  eillar  about   1830,  he  "came  unexpectedly  U])on

the  coffin  and  bones  of  Wileman"  (the  original  owner),  "and  gave 
them  a  safe  and  respectable  burying  place."  (Mr.  Wileman  had 
•owned  three  thousand  acres  as  early  as  1709).  "During  the  Revolu- 
tion in  1782,  a  portion  of  the  American  army  consisting  of  a  part  of 
the  Virginia  Line  and  some  others  laid  encamped  on  the  farm  now 
owned  by  Mr.  Peter  Neaffie."  (Eager's  "Orange  co.",  p.  262).  His 
eldest  dau.,  Catherine  A.  (241),  writes  of  him:  "I  remember  him  as 
a  rigid  'teetotalist'  at  least  sixty-five  years  ago,  when  that  term  was  in 
vogue.  Not  a  drop  of  ardent  spirits  could  be  smuggled  into  the 
premises,  even  to  clean  my  mother's  silver  spoons.  He  never  hesi- 
tated to  walk  a  mile  after  a  hard  day's  work  to  attend  a  school  meet- 
ing in  order  to  further,  by  his  influence  and  proffers  of  aid,  the  best 
■educational  advantages  the  country  could  afiford.  Nothing  short  of 
a  so-called  academy,  taught  by  persons  educated  in  New  York  City 
satisfied  his  ambition.  His  aid  was  unstinted  in  building  and  sus- 
taining the  interests  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Walden  in 
which  he  was  an  elder.  We,  his  three  daughters  and  only  living  chil- 
<lren,  cannot  think  he  was  ever  suspected  of  dishonorable  intentions  in 
his  dealings  with  neighbors  or  business  men.  A  man  of  few  words 
and  ardent  feelings,  ever  trying  to  inspire  his  children  with  a  love 
of  truth  and  justice, — the  foundation  principles  of  character  building. 
Owning  a  farm  of  five  hundred  and  eighteen  acres  adjoining  the  vil- 
lage of  Walden  on  the  north,  lying  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Walkill — 
also  watered  by  two  streams  running  through  it  from  the  east  and 
emptying  themselves  into  the  Wilkill  on  his  farm — he  was  justly  proud 
of  his  good  fortune.  His  mistake  was  in  feeling  that  he  must  keep 
up  the  semblance  of  superiority  by  giving  more  toward  public  im- 
provements than  any  one  else.  He  was  also  full  of  private  schemes 
for  the  improvement  of  this  valuable  property,  all  of  which  failed  of 
accomplishments  and  kept  him  constantly  harassed  for  means.  Hence 
the  expression  of  care  and  distress  on  his  otherwise  agreeable  fea- 
tures. Failings  "as  well  as  virtues  should  teach  lessons."  His 
signature  was  as  follows:

"Esquire 
Nevius"  (pronounced  "Nafey,"  as  the  custom  was),  was  a  farm- 
er and  an  active  man  in  his  day.  He  filled  all  the  small  public 
oflfices,  as  of  overseer  of  roads,  commissioner  of  appeals,  and  mem- 
ber of  the  township  committee  of  Franklin  township,  (Somerset  co.). 
He  was  also  township  collector  from  1827  to  1833;  justice  of  the 
peace,  1837  to  1847,  ^"^  was  commissioned  (by  appointment)  as  one  of 
the  county  judges  in  1837  and  1842,  serving  in  all  ten  years  in  that 
capacity.  He  perfomied  marriages,  he  wrote  wills  and  he  settled 
estates.  A  man  of  strict  integrity  and  pure  mind,  basing  his  life  on 
conscientiousness  and  religious  convictions,  .  he  was  respected  by 
everybody  and  his  counsel  was  much  sought  after.  "Though  he  was 
never,  that  1  can  find,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Chosen  Freeholders, 
he  was  nearly  always  a  judge  of  election  or  a  commissioner  of  appeals. 
It  was  seldom  when  the  Whigs  were  in  the  ascendancy,  that  he  was 
not  honored  with  some  trifling  office.  The  church,  too,  claimed  and 
received  much  of  his  attention,  he  being  frequently  a  member  of  the 
Consistory  and  a  depositary  of  its  charitable  collections.  The  'poor 
chest'  of  Six-Mile-Run  congregation  was  for  many  years  kei)t  in  his 
bed  chamber,  and  I  rememl)er  once  to  have  heard  him  say  that  the 
business  papers  and  records  of  the  congregation  wore  in  his  sacred 
keeping  and  must  be  saved  at  all  hazards  in  case  of  fire  "  (No  doubt 
the  trepidation  about  the  fire  was  caused  by  his  knowledge  of  the  dis- 
astrous conllagration  which  had  consumed  to  the  ground  the  house  of 
his  father,  with  all  the  consistory  rect^rds  of  (hat  same  Six-AIile-Run 
church.)  "His  wile  was  as  ardent  a  Whig  as  her  husband  was  and 
quite  as  demonstrative.  I  remember  the  interest  she  felt  in  the  re- 
sult of  the  election  of  1844  and  how,  when  the  news  came  with  stun- 
ning force  that  Nvw  York  had  gone  for  Polk  and  Dallas,  she  ex- 
citedly exclaimed  'That  scoundrel  ought  to  be  shot;'  then  sat  down 
in  her  easy  chair  and  cried.  Undoubtedly  Henry  ("lay  was  the  best 
beUn'ed  man  who  evir  ran  for  PrcsicKnl."       ( l'"roni  letter  of  John   C. 
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Honeynian).  His  farm  comprised  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  acres^ 
reaching  from  the  Middlebush  road  at  what  is  known  as  Pleasant 
Plains,  where  was  the  dwelling  house,  back  to  the  Millstone  Riverj. 
"It  was  more  than  six  times  longer  than  it  was  broad."  He  obtained 
this  farm  in  1817,  although  he  had  previously  purchased  land  of  his 
father  in  1806  to  the  amount  of  about  sixty-three  acres.  The  dwell- 
ing house  upon  the  lands  last  named  still  stands  facing  the  canal  at 
the  intersection  of  the  road  running  from  Blackwells  Mills,  N.  J., 
across  to  Pleasant  Plains,  N.  J.  He  farmed  one  hundred  and  twelve 
acres  from  1848  to  1852,  when  the  farm  was  sold  to  Isaac  I.  Voor- 
hees.  He  then  removed  to  New  Germantown,  N.  J.,  near  his  only 
dau.,  Elizabeth  S.  (517),  where  he  and  his  aged  consort  remained  until 
thtir  deaths.

"Uncle  Peter  was 
the  mischief  of  the  family  and  it  staid  by  him  as  long  as  he  lived.  Dr. 
Harrison,  a  New  England  physician,  said  he  was  the  most  original 
man  he  ever  met.  Fie  always  asked  the  most  unusual  questions  to 
trip  people.  He  had  some  twenty  standing  questions  on  the  Bible 
to  ask  every  new  minister  who  came  into  his  presence  and,  if  he 
caught  them,  was  highly  pleased.  He  teased  me  a  great  deal,  yet  I 
could  not  help  liking  him.  I  was  sitting  by  his  dying  bed  when  an 
inquisitive  fellow  came  up  and  said,  'Well,  Peter,  how  is  it  about  your 
soul?'  He  replied,  'Oh,  I  'tended  to  that  long  ago.'  I  once  went 
with  his  wife,  Eliza,  to  a  funeral.  On  the  return  he  asked  why  we 
went;  was  it  to  hear  the  preacher?  He  then  asked,  'What  did  he 
say?'  'Why,  he  said  he  died  (juietly.'  'Well,'  he  responded,  'he- 
might  as  well  die  peacefully  as  to  kick  about,  for  he  had  to  die  any- 
way.' He  dearly  loved  to  tease  children  and  his  favored  nickname 
for  them  was  'EUicum  Garden j)aler.'  At  one  election  for  Governor,, 
being  anxious  to  know  the  result  at  his  poll,  he  provided  himself  with 
a  lot  of  black  and  white  buttons,  black  for  Democrats  and  white  for 
Whigs  and,  as  each  voted,  he  jnit  a  button  in  its  respective  ])ocket. 
When  he  counted  the  buttons  at  the  close  and  compared  it  later  with 
the  real  results  there  was  one  button  wrong.  He  judged  of  the  votes 
by  his  knowledge  of  the  men.  When  Greeley  advocated  the  pardon 
of  Jeff.  Davis,  he  sent  his  newspaper  back,  with  a  message,  'Don't  you 
dare  send  another  paper.'  When  a  young  boy  he  learned  the  tanner's 
trade  with  James  Geddes,  a  rather  stern  man,  with  whom  the  appren- 
tices lived.  At  his  table  Uncle  Peter  sat  next  to  Mr.  Geddes  and' 
by  facial  motions  would  make  the  other  bo}s  laugh,  but  when  Mr. 
Geddes  looked  at  him  he  was  as  sober  as  a  judge  and  was  never 
caught.  One  night  he  and  several  boys  got  out  of  the  back  window 
and  stole  some  green  apples  and  then  pelted  an  old  gentleman's 
house.  The  old  man  got  up,  evidently  recognized  Peter,  went  to- 
Mr.  Geddes,  late  as  it  was,  and  demanded  to  sec  the  boys.  Mr.  Ged- 
des said,  'I  guess  Peter  was  not  in  it'  and  took  him  up  to  the  boys'"

Having  removed  in  early  life  from  New  Jersey, 
and  never  returned  to  that  state,  she  has  manifested  unusual  interest 
in  her  New  Jersey  ancestors,  and,  when  able  to  do  so,  has  written  ex- 
cellent letters  to  the  compiler.  In  the  "Louisville  Evening  Post"  of 
Mar.  I,  1895,  ^s  the  following  account  of  one  of  the  saddest  events 
which  could  come  into  a  woman's  life — the  brutal  murder  of  her  hus- 
band, and  we  give  it  almost  entire.  The  account  was  written  from 
Danville,  date  of  Mar.  2.  The  erroneous  spelling  of  the  last  name 
is  given  exactly  as  it  was  printed  in  the  newspaper: 

"Living  quietly  in  this  city  awaiting  the  summons  to  come  up 
higher  is  Mrs.  Phebe  McNeal,  the  oldest  living  member  of  the  Dan- 
j  ville  Methodist  Church,and  probably  the  oldest  Methodist  in  the  state 
j  of  Kentucky,  as  she  is  now  pretty  close  to  ninety  years  of  age,  and 
joined  the  church  when  but  a  little  bit  of  a  girl.  Mrs.  McNeal  is  the 
only  remaining  actor  in  a  thrilling  tragedy  that  created  the  widest 
excitement  in  this  county  more  than  twenty  years  ago.  She  does 
not  like  to  refer  to  the  event,  on  account  of  the  harrowing  memories 
it  brings  up,  though  every  now  and  then  the  hideous  face  of  a  pow- 
erful black  brute  and  the  form  of  her  husband,  with  a  gaping  hole 
in  his  chest,  looms  up  before  her,  and  causes  the  tears  to  trickle  down 
her  wrinkled  cheeks.  In  ,1872  she  lived  with  her  husband,  Joseph 
McNeal,  then  eighty  years  of  age,  in  a  small  two-story  farm  house, 
in  an  isolated  si)ot  four  miles  south  of  this  city.  They  had  few  neigh- 
bors, and  they  distant;  not  many  wants,  and  passed  their  days  peace- 
fully, with  no  known  enemies,  and  without  fear  of  intrusion.  Early 
one  morning  in  March  of  that  year  a  farmer  passing  by  the  McNeal 
house  heard  some  one  crying  in  great  distress.  Glancing  up  he  saw 
the  face  of  Mrs.  McNeal.  She  was  weeping  ^and  told  him,  for 
God's  sake,  to  go  into  the  room  below  and  sec  what  was  the  matter. 
She  feared  that  something  terrible  had  happened,  and  she  was  too 
badly  scared  to  go  down  stairs  alone.  She  said  that  during  the 
night  a  man  had  broken  into  the  house,  and  that  when  she  escaped 
from  her  bed  her  husband  and  the  intruder  were  engaged  in  a  terrible 
struggle.  Entering  the  house  the  farmer  saw  chairs  and  tables  over- 
turned, bed  clothing  scattered  here  and  there  and  blood  spots  on  the 
floor.  In  the  center  of  the  room  was  the  dead  body  of  old  man  Mc- 
Neal, with  the  marks  of  a  deadly  knifethrust  over  his  heart.  The 
news  of  the  murder  spread  like  wildfire,  and  in  a  short  time  the  de- 
vastated home  was  filled  with  indignant  men  from  the  neighborhood. 
Mrs.  McNeal  swooned  upon  seeing  the  i:)rostrate  form  of  her  husband, 
and  did  not  recover  consciousness  until  some  time  after,  being  re- 
moved to  the  home  of  a  neighbor.       She  said  that  on  the  night  be- 
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fore  she  and  her  husband  had  retired  unusually  early.  Some  time  af- 
ter they  had  fallen  asleep,  probably  about  lo  o'clock,  they  were  awak- 
ened by  loud  knocking  and  banging  upon  the  door.  They  were 
afraid  to  open  the  door,  and  pretty  soon  it  was  broken  down  and  a 
man  entered,  using  oaths  and  other  menacing  language.  Approach- 
ing the  bed  where  the  aged  couple  were  reposing,  the  burly  brute 
grasped  Mrs.  McNeal.  She  fought  him  to  the  best  of  her  ability  and 
in  the  struggle  rolled  from  the  bed  to  the  floor,  when  he  again  attack- 
ed her.  By  this  time  Mr.  McNeal  was  on  his  feet  and  grappled  with 
the  villain,  who  was  thus  forced  to  release  the  woman.  The  room  was 
as  dark  as  Egypt,  and  Mrs.  McNeal  crept  to  the  foot  of  the  stairway 
and  escaped  to  the  second  story.  The  struggle  between  her  husband 
and  the  intruder  continued  for  some  time,  and  no  one  can  realize  the 
anguish  of  the  woman  as  she  listened  to  the  sound  of  the  combat  as 
the  men  swung  from  one  side  of  the  room  to  the  other,  knowing  as 
she  did  that  the  extreme  age  of  Mr.  McNeal  would  soon  turn  the  scale 
against  him.  Finally  there  was  a  muttered  oath,  a  heavy  fall,  and 
all  was  still.  Mrs.  McNeal  remained  crouched  in  a  corner  of  the 
garret,  expecting  every  minute  for  a  return  of  the  assailant.  When 
asked  if  she  had  any  idea  whatever  of  the  identity  of  the  villain,  she 
said  her  suspicions  rested  upon  Thomas  Guthrie,  a  young  negro  who 
had  formerly  been  in  the  employ  of  her  husband.  She  believed  that 
she  recognized  his  voice.  Guthrie  was  arrested,  and  upon  his  trial 
sufficient  evidence  had  been  discovered  to  procure  his  conviction,  and 
he  was  sentenced  to  be  hanged.  There  were  many  who  doubted  his 
guilt,  however,  and  some  were  in  favor  of  commuting  his  death  sen- 
tence to  a  life  term  in  the  penitentiary,  but  a  short  time  before  the  date 
of  the  execution  Guthrie  made  a  confession  to  -the  jailor,  admitting 
that  he  had  killed  old  man  McNeal.  He  was  duly  hung.  Mrs. 
McNeal  now  lives  alone  in  this  city,  but  is  cared  for  by  the  women  of 
the  Methodist  Church,  she  having  agreed  to  leave  her  property  to  the 
church  at  her  death." 

When  last  heard  from  Mrs.  McNeill  was  still  in  the  enjoyment  of 
good  health,  but,  on  account  of  defective  eyesight,  was  unable  to  con- 
tinue correspondence.

CO.,  L.  I.  They  agreed  that  the  revenue  set  apart  should  be  aj)plic'd 
to  the  support  of  Rev.  Theodore  Jacobus  Frelinghuysen  of  Three- 
Mile-Run.  The  paper  is  unsigned  and  was  probably  a  draft,  or  per- 
haps copy  of  an  original.  I  wish  there  were  more  data  concerning 
this  Roeloff,  because  he  seems  to  have  been  a  man  of  more  than  or- 
dinary piety  and  capacity  for  organization  and  evangelical  labor.  The 
"Church  of  the  River  and  Lawrence  Ikook"  (New  lirunswick),  which 
was  organized  in  1717,  Dr.  Messier  thinks  had  Roeloff  upon  its  orig- 
inal membership  roll.  (Messler's  "Historical  Notes,"  pp.  164,  165). 
As  he  was  one  of  the  consistory  of  the  Three-Mile-Run  church  in 
1723,  it  looks  as  if  his  attachment  varied  between  there  and  New 
Brunswick.  However,  the  two  churches  were  but  three  miles  apart, 
and  his  lands  were  doubtless  in  close  proximity  to  Three-Mile-Run, 
and  in  the  burying  ground  of  that  church  it  is  presumed  that  he  was 
buried.  He  was  also  spoken  of  as  helper,  catechist,  etc.,  in  connec- 
tion with  Rev.  Theodorus  J.  Frelinghuysen,  with  whom  he  labored 
The  fact  that  all  records  concerning  the  church  at  Three-Mile-Run 
have  perished,  has  made  it  impossil)le  to  secure  the  names  and  dates 
of  birth  of  bai)tism  of  all  of  Roeloff's  children.  Those  which  follow  are 
probably  only  some  of  them,  and  are  obtained  from  the  baptismal 
records  of  New  I'runswick,  except  in  the  case  of  Catalyntie,  who  is 
?'  supposed  child.  Roeloff  signed  his  name  as  follows  on  Nov.  t."],

Kings 
CO.,  N.  Y.,  1790,  he  is  entered  as  "Rudolph  Nafifies,"  and  his  family 
is  stated  to  contain  "2  free  white  males,  16  years  of  age  and  upwards, 
2  free  white  males  under  16  years  of  age,  3  free  white  females  and  4 
slaves."  In  "Baxter's  Journal"  (in  Manuscript,  possession  of  Mr. 
Stryker  Bergen  of  Flatlands),  occur  these  entries:  "Apr.  30,  1810, 
old  R.  Nefuss  very  sick  with  pleurisy."  "May  2,  1810,  died  R.  Ne- 
fuss,  a  particidar  friend  of  mine."  "May  4,  1810,  R.  Nefuss  was  bu- 
ried." His  descendants  are  the  Neefuses  of  Jersey  City  and  New 
Brunswick,  N.  J.,  and  Kings  and  Columbia  counties,  N.  Y.  Ruluf's 
name  on  his  wife's  tombstone  at  Three-Mile-Run,  N.  J.,  is  spelled

It  ought  to  be  stated,  perhaps,  that  in  "The  Centinel  of  Freedom"  of 
Newark,  N.  J.,  of  February  6,  1816,  the  Colonel's  death  is  noted  as  fol- 
lows: "Died— at  the  Two  Bridges  on  the  24th  ult.  Col.  Richard 
Nafie,  a  man  much  respected  for  his  intelligence,  and  usefulness  in  so- 
ciety." But  the  family  Bible  of  his  son,  John  R.  gives  the  date  Feb- 
ruary 2.  It  is  believed  that  the  published  date  is  incorrect,  and  was 
an  error  of  the  printer.  Richard  Neafie  held  commissions  in  the  Mi- 
htia  of  the  state,  but  records  of  the  same  have  not  been  found  at  Tren- 
ton.

In  'Notes  of  the  Ancient 
History  of  Ulster  co.',  published  in  the  New  Paltz  'Times'  of  Mar. 
10,  1865,  it  is  alleged  that  Sam's  Point,  a  well  known  feature  of 
Shawangunk  Mountain,  was  thus  named  in  consequence  of  the  follow- 
ing incident:  "In  September,  1758,  a  scalping  party  of  Indians  from 
the  Delaware  crossed  the  mountain  to  Shawangunk  and  killed  Daniel 
Gitz,  Grif  Easton  and  a  man  named  Neaffte.  The  country  being 
alarmed,  the  savages  hurried  back,  but  on  the  mountain  met  Samuel 
Gonsalus,  to  whom  they  gave  chase  in  order  to  cai)ture  him.  He 
knew  all  the  paths  better  than  his  pursuers,  and  hastening  to  the 
Point,  leaped  a  rocky  precijiice  of  some  thirty  or  forty  feet,  where  he 
believed  he  could  break  his  fall  amongst  a  clump  of  saplings,  (probably 
cedars  or  hemlocks).  He  thus  made  his  escaj^e  unhurt,  and  gave  his 
name  to  the  'big  nose  of  Aroskawasting.'  '"  Miss  Alice  H.  Neafie 
(y^)  of  Goshen,  N.  Y.,  says  concerning  the  above:  "My  father,  Gen- 
eral Neafie,  remembers  hearing  this  story  in  his  childhood:  That  a 
party  had  started  out  to  quell  this  uprising,  and  that  they  met  and  did 
battle  with  the  Indians  near  Crawford's  Leather  Factory  with  the 
above  result.  I  find  nothing  is  known  of  the  matter  in  New  l\iltz, 
and  there  seems  to  be  no  knowledge  of  the  author  of  the  'Notes  on 
the  Ancient  History  of  Ulster  Co.',  written  for  the  New  Paltz  'Tiiues' 
of  [865.  The  historian.  E.  M.  Ruttenber  of  Newburg,  tells  me  that 
this  'man  named  Neafiie'  does  not  appear  on  the  jiublished  military 
lists  of  Ulster  co.  at  this  period,  although,  as  we  know,  there  were 
Neafies  in  Montgomery  and  .Sh.iwaugunk  at  an  early  date."

J.,  and  in  1765,  or  just  previously  he  went  to  near  Neshanic,  where  he 
purchased  a  farm  of  about  150  acres,  (jne  and  one-half  miles  due  west 
of  present  Clover  1  lill,  N.  J.  'Ihr  farm  is  Udw  divided  into  two  farms 
and  are  those  ncnv  (jwned  by  Jacob  Todd,  Jr.,  and  ( ieorge  W.  I'>ate- 
man.  He  was  at  one  time  within  the  bounds  of  the  Six-Mile-Run, 
N.  J.,  congregation  near  New  Brunswick.  It  was  by  the  merest 
accident  that  particulars  concerning  the  final  location  and  family  of 
Tobyas  were  olitained.  He  was  known  to  have  had  a  child  baptised 
at  Si.K-Mile-Run,  ancjther  at  Harlingen,  N.  J.,  and  two  at  Neshanic, 
and  it  was  sus])ectc(l  that  a  record  of  "Thomas  Ncfli"  at  Minisink.  N. 
J.,  (and  which  has  since  i)een  foimd  to  be  of  Thomas,  1803),  also  re- 
ferred to  him.  After  the  1776  baptism  at  Neshanic.  all  traces  of  To- 
bias seemed  to  be  lost,  until  one  day  the  following  notice  from  a  news- 
paper met  the  e\e  of  the  writer:  "In  llie  year  1737  Tobias  Nevius 
then  living  at  (  \<>\vv  Hill,  Hunterdon  co.,  picked  up  a  land  turtle  and 
>cut  his  name  and  the  figures   1737  on  its  under  shell.        In  1777  John 
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Haoanian  came  across  the  same  turtle  and  cut  his  name  and  the  same 
fii^ures  also  on  its  shell.       Within  a  few  weeks  this  turtle  has  Ijclu 
seen.      It  was  Unuu\  on  the  Jerome  Waldron  farm,  where  it  apj^arently 
makes  its  home.       The  names  are  distinct."       The  following  more 
complete  account  printed  in  the  "Home  News"  of  hlemington,  N.  J.. 
of  Aug.  14,  1895,  was  subsequently  called  to  the  writer's  attenticjn  and 
was  in  these  words:      "In  the  year  1737  Tobias  Nevius,  then  living  on 
the  farm  now  owned  by   r*aul   1).  Todd,  near  Clover  Hill,  engraved 
on  the  bottom  of  a  tortoise  'Tobias  Nevius,  1737.'       Forty  years  after 
this  time  John  Hagaman,  then  living  on  the  farm  adjoining  the  Nevius 
farm  on  the  west  and  now  owned  by  Raritan  township,  cut  his  nanii- 
'John  Hagaman,  1777,'  on  the  bottom  of  the  .same  tortoise.       l-'or  over 
a  century  this  tortoise  has  been  seen  at  different  times  on  the  Waldron 
tract  now  owned  by  Jerome  Waldron,  which  adjoins  the  above  men- 
tioned  farms  on   the  north.        Some  seventy-five  years  ago  Jerome 
Waldron,  grandfather  of  the  present  owner  of  the  farm,  ran  over  the 
tortoise  with  an  ox  cart  and  broke  oft'  a  piece  of  his  shell,  which  mark 
it  carries  to  this  day.       A  few  years  ago,  at  the  time  the  Rev.   Mr. 
Oliver  had  charge  of  the  church  at  Clover  Hill,  while  calling  at  the 
Waldron  place,  word  came  to  the  house  that  the  old  tortoise  had  just 
been  seen.       Mr.  Oliver  was  at  once  very  curious  to  see  it  and,  going 
out  to  the  field,  found  it  and,  discovering  that  some  of  the  letters  were 
beginning  to  wear  off,  took  his  knife  and  carefully  cut  the  letters  over 
again,  which  accounts  for  the  name  showing  so  plainly  at  the  present 
time.       One  day  recently  while  Mr.  Todd  was  walking  over  the  Wal- 
dron farm,  he  again  found  the  old  tortoise  which  is  as  fat.  hale  ami 
hearty  as  it  ever  was."       The  writer  visited  the  farm  Apr.  30,   i8y6. 
and  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Todd  agree  in  saying  that  all  their  lives  they 
had  heard  of  the  turtle.       Mr.  Todd  remembers  to  have  seen  it  when, 
a  boy.       The  names  cut  on  it,  he  sa\s,  were  "T.  Nevius.  1737,"  and  "J. 
Hagaman,   1777."       In   1737  Tobyas  was  seventeen  years  of  age  and 
was  a  boy  residing  near  l.lawenburg,  N.  J.,  at  least  seven  miles  away 
from  the  locality  of  this  farm.       He  was  of  the  age  when  bo\s  like  to 
carve    names   on    turtles;     or   another   conjecture    is   that    the   proper 
date  was   1757,  when  it  may  be  he  might  have  become  the  owner  of 
the  Ckjver  Hill  farm.       In  any  event  there  is  no  very  good  reason  to 
tlisbelieve  the  fact,  because  turtles  are  supposed  to  attain  to  a  great 
age.       ri)on  the  visit  alluded  to  I  learned  from  Mr.  To<ld  that  a  por- 
tion    of    thr   f.inti     was    sold     by     two    of    llic    children     lo     Jerome 
Waldron   and   il    forms   still   part    of   what    is   known   as   the    Waldron 
estate         The  house   was  located   iKarl\    one-hall   mile   from  the   road 
leading  from  Clover  Hill  to  the  N'oovhees  school  house,  but  has  long 
been  destro\ed.       A  new  building  one  hundred  vards  or  so  lo  the  west 
of  il.  is  now  ociupud  by  Jacob  Todd,        it   was  on  the  ten  acres  i)ur- 
chased  by  Waldron  where  Mr.  Raul  1).  'I  odd  found.  July  4.  i8()5.  the 
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above  noted  turtle.       Tlic  members  of  the  family   of  Tobyas   were 

buried  on  the  i)resent  Abram  Davis  farm,  within  a  small  enclosure.

A  close  investigation  of  all  the  facts,  how- 
ever, eliminates  Tennis  Thomasen  altogether,  and  makes  Jan  Adam- 
sen,  who  was  b.  at  Worms,  1626,  the  head  of  the  American  line  of 
Metzelaers  or  Mcsslers.  (Riker's  "Harlem,"  p.  119.  See  Appendix 
X.,  post).  Of  Johannes  above,  we  know  that  he  was  in  Captain  Gra- 
ham's North  Company,  Richmond  co.,  N.  Y.,  in  1715;  and  in  1717 
was  one  of  the  members  of  the  New  Brunswick  Dutch  Church.  (See 
infra).  He  settled  later  at  Middlebush,  on  a  farm  north  of  Cedar 
Grove  Schoolhouse,  consisting  of  262  acres.  He  d.  about  the  be- 
ginning of  1761,  as  shown  from  his  will.  Rev.  Dr.  Messier  says  of 
him:  "He  was  a  man  of  piety  and  influence  in  his  day,  serving  fre- 
quently as  elder  in  the  Dutch  Ref.  Church  of  New  Brunswick.  He  is 
also  named  as  one  of  the  deacons  of  the  Five  United  Congregations  in 
Somerset  co.,  incorporated  in  1754.  He  travelled  with  Whitefield  in 
difTerent  parts  of  the  state  and  attended  his  preaching  as  often  as  pos- 
sible in  New  Jersey."  (Snell's  "Hist,  of  Hunterdon  and  Somerset 
COS.",  p.  670).  His  will  of  May  20,  1760,  recorded  March  14,  1761, 
provides:  1.  Wife  Catrine  to  be  maintained  out  of  his  estate  by  the 
children,  each  to  pav  an  e(|ual  part  toward  her  maintenance  and  also 
i20  i)er  year,  if  she  re(|uires  it.  Names  children  as  sons  Abraham, 
Cornelius,  Peter;  daughters  Eafie,  wife  of  Jacob  Buyse,  Harmpie, 
wife  of  Johannis  Powelse  and  Sarah,  wife  of  Jacobus  Stryker.  All 
the  estate  to  be  sold  and  divided  c(|ually  among  the  children  except 
that  s.  Abraham  shall  have  £5  as  his  birthright.  Johannes  had  a 
brother  Peter  Metzelaer,  who  married  Metje  Nefius  (1481),  sister  to 
Tryntje.  Tryntje  was  a  witness  to  baptisms  at  Port  Richmontl  at 
various  dates  between  Oct.  23,  1711,  and  June  12,  1726.

O., 
sends  the  following:  "Several  years  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  Isaac 
Skillman  then  living  near  Pennington,  N.  J.,  came  out  to  Ohio  and 
bought  a  piece  of  land  in  Bethlehem  township,  Coshocton  co.  This 
was  in  the  Fall  of  1834  or  1835.  The  next  Spring  he  started  with  his 
children,  ranging  in  age  from  four  to  twenty  years,  in  two  wagons, 
to  remove  to  Ohio.  His  dau,  Margaret,  ten  years  of  age  n-inained 
in  New  Jersey  with  her  grandmother  Skillman.  Mrs.  .Margaret 
Malcolm  of  Philadelphia,  remembers  how  strongly  her  father  disap- 
proved of  Isaac  Skillman's  daring  adventure.  lie  thought  it  cruel 
to  take  his  family  of  yoimg  children  so  far  away  to  the  Wild  West. 
The  journey  occupied  four  wi'eks,  and  they  took  it  by  easy  stages,  and 
sldppt'd  at  night  at  vilK'ige  inns  or  eoMiilry  taniihouse^.  .My  mollu-r 
has  told  me  how  mueli  they  enjoyed  the  trip.  She  was  lt)urleen  years 
of  age  at  the  time,  Mary,  tlu'  eldest  of  tlir  girls,  being  about  twenty, 
and  William  the  yoimgest  child  four 'years  of  age.  The  novelty  of 
their  ex])erience  and  tlie  eonlinual  change  of  scene  made  the  trip  one 
of  great  interest.  They  made  some  frirnd^  on  llu'  way;  at  J-ilms- 
town,  Pa.,  particnlaiU  ,  niolher  rcinrmbirs  the  kind  interest  the  land- 
lady took  in  thiin  (where  tlu'y  staved  over  Sunday ).  and  kissed  all  the 
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children  when  tliey  started  away.  'I  lie  chanj^e  from  a  commodious 
house  in  the  East  to  a  pioneer's  home  in  the  West  brfnij^ht  a  sad  state 
of  homesickness,  and  Isaac  Skillman  was  on  the  jxjint  of  returning 
home  with  his  family.  While  packing  their  gc^ods  Mr.  Joseph  and 
Thomas  Rue,  two  old  New  Jersey  friends  livinj;  in  Coshocton,  came 
to  see  him  and  ])ersuaded  him  t(j  remain  Mary  Skillman  tauj^ht 
school  several  years  in  Coshoct(;n  co.  She  was  a  woman  of  superior 
education.  Lydia  also  tauf^ht  several  terms  bej^dnninj^  at  the  af,'e  of 
sixteen.  Elizabeth,  who  along  with  the  other  daughters  had  been 
instructed  in  sewing  at  Miss  Eliza  Rue's  school  in  New  Jersey,  did 
the  sewing  for  the  family.  Upon  her  grandmother  Skillman's  death, 
Margaret  came  on  to  join  her  family  in  (  )hio.  She  was  a  very  beau- 
tiful woman."  Another  contributor  says:  "She  was  a  woman  of 
unusual  strength  of  character  and  deep  piety.  Her  sisters  and  cousins 
all  cond)ine  in  a  feeling  for  her  of  unusual  love  and  admiration." 
Says  William  J.  Nevius  (1856):  "I  remember  her  sweet  and 
gentle  bearing,  her  quiet  manner,  her  good  looks,  her  sincere  hos- 
pitality, which  it  was  my  privilege  so  frequently  to  enjoy."  And  Mrs. 
Hattie  H.  Baker,  Coshocton,  Ohio,  wrote  Oct.  3,  1895:  "She  was 
usually  called  Aunt  Wemmy.

The  deeds 
are  dated  Feb.  25,  1807,  Nov.  28,  1809,  June  11,  181 1,  and  Apr.  7, 
1817.  (Records  at  Troy).  These  lands  were  all  sold  during  1818 
and  1819.  William's  residence  is  given  in  the  deeds  on  Jan.  14,  18 18, 
as  at  Troy,  and  on  Jan.  9,  18 19,  as  at  Brighton,  Orleans  co.,  N.  Y. 
His  granddaughter,  Mrs.  Wood  of  P.rodhead,  Wis.,  states  that  he  left 
Troy  Feb.,  1818,  and  "on  Mar.  i  reached  the  site  of  Rochester,  X.  Y., 
where  he  settled  and  owned  the  first  Hour  mill  in  that  place."  Brighton 
is  a  suburb  of  present  Rochester.  Parker's  "History  of  Rochester" 
gives  a  list  of  the  early  flour  mill  owners  there,  but  does  not  mention 
his  name.  His  name  does  appear,  however,  in  the  earliest  Roches- 
ter directory  of  1834  as  "miller,  boarding  house  10  Mechanic  street," 
and  it  also  appears  in  Parker's  "History,"  under  date  o\  Jan.  i,  1834, 
where  he  is  noted  as  an  active  Free  Mason.

He  moved  with  his  parents  to  Ohio  in  1818;  resided  in  War- 
ren CO.,  111.,  Sept.,  1832-1835,  and  then  permanently  removed  to  Sun- 
beam, O.  From  his  active  service  in  the  militia,  he  was  known  as 
"Colonel."  The  "Aledo  Record"  at  the  time  of  his  death,  published 
the  following:      "We  are  pained  to  learn  that  Col.  William  I.  Nevius 
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expired  at  his  residence  in  Ohio  (Jrovc  township,  near  Sunbeam,  on 
Sunday,   June    loth.        Mr.    Nevius   had   nearly   completed    his   76th 
year.       He  was  a  man  of  more  than  usual  good  health  and  vigor,  and, 
until  a  year  or  two  ago,  promised  to  reach  four-score.       Tiien  a  wart 
on  his  cheek  developed  into  a  cancer,  threatening  serious  results.       It 
constantly  grew  in  size  and  malignity,  causing  great  pain  and  suffer- 
ing, and  finally  death,  as  above  stated.       Mr.  Nevius  came  to  Mercer 
CO.  in  1835,  and  continued  a  citizen  of  it  until  the  time  of  his  death. 
His  early  life,  training  and  education  fitted  him  for  a  leading  posi- 
tion among  the  pioneers  of  the  county,  and  he  soon  found  his  ap- 
propriate niche;    not  as  an  office  holder  or  ofifice  seeker,  for  Mr.  Ne- 
vius never  hankered  after  the  fiesh-pots;    but  as  the  leader  of  public 
opinion,  of  objects  for  the  benefit  of  the  settlers,  of  education,  re- 
ligion, morality  and  temperance;  of  everything,  in  a  word,  that  marked 
the  progress  of  civilization  in  Mercer  co.  from  the  time  Mr.  Nevius 
made  it  his  home  until  his  death.      Among  the  pioneers  of  our  county, 
there  were  many  men  who  would  become  noted  in  any  community. 
As  pioneers  their  spheres  became  enlarged,  until  their  names  were  as 
familiar  to  the  settlers  as  household  words.       Mr.  Nevius  was  one  of 
these  useful  citizens,  and,  until  age  unfitted  him  for  the  work,  was  as 
much  expected  to  take  a  leading  part  in  every  public  enterprise  in  his 
immediate  neighborhood,  as  to  attend  Divine  service  on  the  Sabbath. 
Having  taken  a  conspicuous  part  in  pioneer  life  in  this  county,  and 
in  its  progress  for  forty  years,  and  been  a  careful  and  accurate  ob- 
server, Mr.  Nevius  could  contribute  as  many  facts  to  the  county's  his- 
tory, as  any  man  that  lived  in  it.       If  our  memory  is  not  at  fault,  Mr. 
Nevius  informed  us,  two  or  three  years  ago,  that  he  had  reduced  his 
recollections  to  writing,  to  be  used  on  an  occasion  then  anticipated. 
There  was  no  call  for  them  at  the  time  and  they  were  not  used;  but 
whether  he  retained  them,  and  they  are  still  among  his  papers,  we  are 
unable  to  say.       In  writing  a  history  of  Mercer  co.  these  recollec- 
tions would  be  invaluable,  as  any  history  of  the  county  would  be  in- 
complete, unless  it  gave  a  conspicuous  place  to  the  life  and  character 
of  William  I.  Nevius."       Mrs.  M.  E.  Hale,  a  descendant,  who  gave 
me  much  information  concerning  his  children,  wrote:       "William  I. 
Nevius  had,  as  nearly  as  I  can  ascertain,  living,  at  the  time  of  his 
death,    one    hundred    grandchildren    and    twenty-six    who    were    de- 
ceased,   and    there    were    six    or    eight    great-grandchildren.        Of 
his  six  sons,  two  died  in  infancy,  two  gave  their  lives  to  the  Stars  and 
Stripes,  one  was  married,  but  had  no  children,  and  the  other  had  four 
sons  who  died  young.      So  it  happens  that  of  his  sixty  grandchildren 
and  their  descendants,  there  is  not  one  to  bear  the  name  of  Nevms.'^

"He  graduated  at  Princeton  College  1829,  his  uncle-in-law,  Rev.  James 
Carnahan,  being  then  President  of  the  College.  lie  studied  law  with 
his  uncle,  Judge  James  Schureman  Nevius,  in  New  Brunswick,  N.  J., 
and  began  the  practice  of  his  profession  at  Railway,  N.  J.  The  busi- 
ness panic  of  1837  caused  him  to  remove  to  the  home  of  his  widowed 
mother  in  Georgetown,  D.  C,  where  he  opened  a  school  for  boys.  In 
1846  he  removed  to  Williamsburg,  N.  Y.,  and,  later,  settled  in  New 
York  City  on  West  iMfteenth  street,  near  l-'ifth  avenue,  the  house 
standing  on  the  present  site  of  the  New  ^'()rk  llusi)ilal.  Here  he  es- 
tablished a  select  school  for  boys  with  a  restricted  number  of  pupils 
and  prepared  for  college  and  business  life  many  now  i>roniinent  men, 
among  them  being  James  Gordon  Peimett,  Robert  Goelet,  etc.  In 
1864,  feeling  the  effects  of  the  War  upon  his  busine.-s,  he  was  imluccd 
by  friends  to  locate  in  Orange,  N.  J.,  and,  shortly  after,  he  became  a 
teacher  in  private  schools,  where  his  lessons  in  classics  so  heartily  and 
lucidly  rendered  still  cause  him  to  be  remembered  with  affection.  The 
last  fifteen  or  twenty  years  of  his  life  he  spent  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and 
Elizabeth,  N.  J.,  (the  homes  of  his  two  daughters),  leaching  or  doing 
other  work  as  occasion  served,  for  industry  was  a  i)romincnt  trait  of 
his  character.       Wherever  his  lot  was  cast  he  was  an  ardent  worker  in 
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the  church  and  Sabbath  Scliool;  his  a<hih  liil^lc  classes  were  constant 
and  enthusiastic  and  kept  up  until  the  last  Sunday  (jf  his  life.  He  was 
a  man  of  fine  personal  appearance  and  hands(jnie  features,  exceedingly 
neat  in  his  person  and  dress.  His  love  of  nature  and  outdoor  amuse- 
ments, his  refined  and  scholarly  tastes,  his  affectic^nate  nature  and  do- 
mestic habits  were  very  prominent.  His  childlike  simplicity  in  re- 
lii^ious  life,  a  most  cheerful  and  genial  dis])osition  with  friends  and 
neighbors  and  particularly  with  children  made  bin)  a  ready  sharer  of 
others  griefs  and  joys  and  greatly  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him.  He 
died  while  in  full  health  of  body  and  mind  from  the  effects  of  an  ac- 
culent  in  N.  Y.  City,  on  May  27th,  1894."  (brom  letter  of  a  relative;. 
The  accident  which  cost  him  his  life,  was  a  peculiarly  distressing  one. 
as  he  was  run  down  by  a  truck,  May  23,  at  corner  of  Wall  and  Nas- 
sau streets,  and  he  died  six  days  later  in  the  New  York  Hospital.

With  the  ex- 
cejjtion  of  a  few  months  in  Iowa,  the  remainder  of  his  life  was  spent 
here.  Mr.  Nevius  was  an  enterprising  and  energetic  business  man, 
engaged  successively  in  mercantile  and  manufacturing  pursuits.  He 
was  married  in  1841  to  Laura  A.,  daughter  of  Judge  C.  H.  and  Lydia 
Knapp  Goodrich,  who,  with  a  son  and  daughter,  survives  him.

an  active  part  in  all  worthy  improvements,  he  enjoyed  the  friendship 
of  a  large  circle  oi  ac(|uaintances."  (l\jr  his  portrait,  see  "Lulex  to 
Illustrations").

NAFEW. — There  is  a  strong  probability  that  the  Nafew  family  in  this 
country,  wliich  is  not  very  large,  is  <lesccndcd  in  some  way  from  Joannes  Ne- 
vius. and  (juitc  probably  from  Joris  Neefies  (1151),  of  Bucks  co..  Pa.  The 
faniily  are  only  able  to  trace  their  ancestry  back  to  John  Nafew.  born  Feb- 
ruary or  March.  1784:  died  August  8,  r8,^o;  married  at  Troy,  Jan.  21.  1808. 
Mrs.  Aliigail  Wilson  Jones  (widow  of  William  Jones,  whom  she  married 
about  1708  at  Sing  Sing,  N.  Y.,  and  second  child  of  Nicholas  WiUon  and 
Hcphzibah  Whitney),  who  was  born  Feb.  14.  1782.  at  Hempstead  Harbor.  N. 
Y.,  and  d.  -Aug.  16  (or  17),  1851,  at  Coojierstown.  N.  Y.  Both  are  buried  in 
the  old  cemetery  on  Mount  Ida.  Troy.  N,  Y.  Their  children  were:  (i)  Da- 
vid Buel  of  Augusta,  Ga.,  born  Dec.  17.  1808:  d.  Apr.  23.  1847:  married^  Sa- 
rah Schley  of  Augusta.  Ga..  who  was  recently  living  at  1495  Broadway.  X.  Y. 
City.        No   children.        (2)    William    Henry  of  Jersey   City,   restaurant  keeper, 
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born  Nov.  lo,  1811;  died  about  1866;  married  Harriet  E.  Kendall.  He 
had  children:  (a)  Sylvester  W.,  living  at  312  VV.  21st  street,  New  York  City, 
who  married  and  lias  dau.  Grace.  (bj  Harriet,  (c)  Annie,  living  at 
34  East  32d  street,  New  York  City,  wife  of  Charles  H.  Parsonb,  fruit  dealer. 
(d)  William  H.,  living  at  75  Dauphin  street,  New  Orleans,  La.  (t)  (son, 
name  unknown,  whose  widow  was  recently  living  at  41  West  52d  street,  New 
York  City).  (3)  Samuel  Duel  of  Cincinnati,  O.,  born  Aug.  i,  1814;  died 
about  1865;  married  Jane  Weavti  ;  had  son  Samuel  B.,  now  living  at  148

fen.  (d)  Mary  Frances  of  1246  Forest  avenue,  Evanston,  111.,  who  married 
a  Re  Qua.  (e)  Charles  Hooper  of  New  York  City,  who  died  at  Eatontown, 
N.  J.,  May  20,  1898,  aged  53  years,  7  nujnths.  (f)  David  Duel,  deceased. 
(g)  James  Weed,  p(jstmaster  at  Eatontown,  N.  J.,  whf>  died  July  5,  1897. 
(5)  Miebe,  born  Feb.  29.  1820;  died  July  27,  1820.  (6)  Sylve.-,ter  Walls, 
born  June  25,  1821,  died  July  4,  1865.  Was  captain  of  police  in  New  Or- 
leans prior  to  the  Civil  War,  and  served  in  the  war.  He  was  married  twice, 
the  second  tinie  on  Jan.  6,  i860,  to  Ann  Meredith,  b.  July  17,  1827,  who  was 
recently  living  at  West  New  Brighton,  S.  I.  By  first  wife  had  dau.  Abigail 
who  d.   aged   14  months;  no  children  by  second  wife. 

Mrs.  Frances  Re  Qua  of  1015  Hinman  avenue,  Evanston,  111.,  wrote 
Apr.  25,  1898:  ''Aly  father's  name  was  John  Sheldon  Nafew;  his  father's, 
John.  He  was  my  grandmother's  second  husband.  Her  first  was  a  Nichol- 
as Jones;  her  maiden  name  was  Al)igail  Wilson,  coming  from  Coopcrstown, 
N.  Y.  Nicholas  Jones,  my  father's  half-brother,  moved  to  BufTalo  years 
ago.  My  father  had  cousins  by  the  nanieof  Emals  or  Emalds  of  Cohoes  Falls,  N. 
Y.;also  cousins  by  the  name  of  Fonda,  n  Troy,  N.  Y., — one  Henry  Fonda. 
There  is  also  a  branch  of  the  same  family  living  in  Newark,  N.  J.,  Hiram 
Fonda,  a  younger  generation.  I  am  (luite  sure  these  were  related  to  my 
father  on  his  paternal  side.  The  Fondas  were  originally  from  Italy,  politic- 
al refugees  of  the  nobility  in  the  si.xteentli  century.  .My  father  useil  to  say 
he  came  from  the  Welsh,  on  one  side,  and  French  on  the  other — undoubtedly 
from  a  family  of  Napier,  of  whom  Lord  Nai)ier  was  a  descendant.  *  * 
My    mothers   sister    married    my    father's   brother,    Samuel '  Nafew." 

Miss  Grace  P.  Jones  of  Oconomowac,  Wisconsin,  a  descemlant  of  Mrs. 
John  Nafew,  by  her  first  husband,  wrote  Mar.  3,  1895:  "My  father  was  Nich- 
olas Wilson  Jones,  the  only  child  of  grandmother  Nafcw's  first  marriage.  She 
lived  with  us,  for  a  lime,  in  Troy,  N.  Y.,  when  I  was  a  child,  and  I  used  to 
hear  grandfather  Nafew  often  spoken  of,  although  then  he  had  been  dead 
many  years.  He  and  grandmother  are  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  on  Mount 
Ida,  in  Troy,  N.  Y.,  and  the  dates  of  their  birth  and  death  are  on  the  stones 
at  their  head.  We  had  no  record  of  the  family  in  our  Family  Bit)le,  but  I 
should  have  supposed  some  of  the  sons  would.  The  last  son  nied  a  few 
years  ago,  whom  I  saw  when  I  was  in  New  York  in  1880.  Uncle  William 
Nafew,  and  then  lived  with  his  daughter  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Parsons,  121  E.  74th 
street.  She  had  one  unmarried  sister,  and  they  may  be  able  to  give  you 
the  desired  information.  I  have  just  written  to  Miss  Emeline  Hanna,  a 
cousin  of  mine  residing  in  Lansingburg,  N.  Y.,  to  give  me  information,  it  she 
can,  and  will  communicate  with  you  again,  after  hearing  from  her.  I  should 
be  pleased  to  know  where  you  obtainetl  the  names  of  grandfather  Nafew's 
sons.  I  used  to  be  very  fond,  in  my  childhood,  of  uncle  John  Nafew,  who  was 
a  man  of  literary  tastes  and  much  of  a  politician.  He  lived  for  several  years 
in  Albany,  connected  in  printing  with  t'lc  Wruviv."  but,  long  after  ho  came 
West,  he  contracted  ;i  seccjiid  marriage,  and  we  lost  track  of  him.  He  must 
have  children  soiiuwhere,  but  1  know  not  where.  I  fancy  none  of  the  fam- 
ily have  been  careful  in  preserving  their  genealogy.  I  have  no  doubt  that 
the  Nafews  are  a  branch,  though  perhaj)s  remote,  of  Nafis,  Napheys,  etc..  a 
Itraiuh  of  the  Nevius  family,  corrupted  from    Nevue,    meaning   nephew." 
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And  on  July  4,  1895,  she  wrote:  "The  old  cemetery  on  Mount  Ida, 
Troy,  is  in  a  wretciied  condition,  with  a  growth  of  underbrush  which  makes 
it  almost  impossible  to  go  through  it.  My  cousin  and  I  did  the  best  we 
could,  and  I  think  went  over  every  part,  but  found  no  headstones  of  grand- 
mother and  her  husband,  or  any  trace  of  them,  wiiich  were  there  in  good 
preservation  fifteen  years  ago.  There  were,  however,  on  the  stones,  only 
the  dates  of  birth  and  death  and  nothing  to  enlighten  you  on  points  you  wish. 
I  went  to  Dr.  Sawin,  the  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church.  He  was  in 
his  study  in  the  church  and  brought  out  the  old  records  which  he  told  me 
were  the  oldest  church  records  in  the  city,  that  is,  of  Presbyterian  churches.. 
On  those  there  is  recorded  the  marriage  of  William  Neafus  to  Esther  Tru- 
bee  in  Troy,  Sept.  14th  1803.  This  is  the  only  one  of  any  of  the  family,  and' 
is,  without  doubt,  the  Wm.  Neafus  of  whom  you  spoke  as  going  to  Troy  pri- 
or to  1800.  I  presume  he  was  related  to  grandfather  John  Nafew.  I  saw 
an  aged  cousin  in  Troy,  whose  motlier  was  sister  of  my  grandmother.  She 
is  ninety-two  years  old  and  cannot  recall  much,  but  says  that  John  Nafew 
came  from  New  Jersey  to  Troy;  he  was  foreman  in  a  paper  mill  in  Troy, 
owned  by  the  Buels.  She  says  he  was  married  to  grandmother  at  her  moth- 
er's house,  but  does  not  know  by  what  minister.  I  could  get  no  further  in- 
mation.  The  oldest  records  in  our  churches  are  in  St.  Paul's  parish,  and'. 
there  is  nothing  there  of  tiie  Nafews.  There  are  no  Dutch  Reformed 
Churches  in  Troy." 

The  foregoing  letters  were  answers  to  correspondence,  the  intent  of 
which  was  to  show,  if  possible,  a  relationship  between  John  Nafew  of  Troy, 
and  William  Neafus  (1848),  of  Troy,  who  went  from  Bucks  co.,  Pa.,  to  Troy 
about  1795  and  was  a  miller.  William  was  a  son  of  John  Neafus  (1019),  a 
Revolutionary  soldier  of  Bucks  co.,  and  the  impression  that  William  and  the 
first-named  John  were  cousins  has  been  pretty  strong,  but  has  not  been 
proven. 

There  was  a  Henry  B.  Nafew  of  8^Q  Washington  avenue,  New  York 
City,  (now  deceased),  whose  wife  wrote  to  me  June  8,  1891,  as  lollows:  "My 
husband  is  descended,  I  believe,  from  French  people;  says  his  grandfather 
was  born  in  Wales.  He  has  a  brother,  John  A.  Nafew.  in  Springfield.  111." 
Mr.  Nafew's  grandmother'"s  first  husband.  Jones,  was  of  Welsh  descent,  and 
while  it  might  be  John  Nafew  was  of  French  descent,  I  consider  it  doubtful. 

NAPHIS.— There  was  a  William  Naphis  in  Bensalem  township.  Bucks 
CO.,  Pa.,  whom  I  also  suspect  to  have  been  a  grandson  or  great-grandson 
of  Joris  (1151),  and,  if  so.  a  somewhat  numerous  family -in  and  about  Phila- 
delphia of  that  name  would  be  descendants  of  Joannes  Nevius.  None_  of 
the  family  have  been  placed  in  the  body  of  this  work  as  there  was  insuthcient 
data  about  it.  William  is  said  to  have  been  a  farmer  in  his  younger  days  and 
"the  handsomest  man  in  Bensalem."  In  his  later  life  he  drove  a  team  in 
Philadelphia,  and  died  (about  1833).  of  cholera.  He  was  twice  married,  his 
second  wife  being  Sarah  Soverns  (?).  He  had  four  children:  (i)  John  ilied 
in  infancy.  (2)  William.  (3)  Daniel  of  Bensalem.  whose  children  were: 
(a)  William  of  Philadelphia,  who  was  married.  (b)  Samuel.  unmarrie<l. 
(c)  Budd.  (d)  Ella  of  Poplar  street.  Philadelphia.  (e)  Anna,  deceased. 
(f)  Sarah,  deceased.  A  descendant,  Lewis  Naphis,  lives  at  1132  Beech  street. 
Philadelphia,  and  another  descendant,  same  name,  resides  at  917  Marlborough 
street.  Philadelphia.  None  of  these  people  know  more  about  their  ances- 
tors  than   is  above   stated. 

NEPHEW. — An  American  of  prominence  was  James  Nephew.  Georgia, 
who  in  May.  1821,  as  a  resident  of  Ma  lintosh  co.,  Georgia,  gave  $2,500  to 
found  a  scholarship  in  Princeton  Theological  Seminary.  I  had  a  surmise 
that  he  was  a  descendant  of  Joannes  Nevius.  but  the  link  has  not 
been  found,  and  he  may  have  been  of  En'^lish  or  French  descent.  Mr.  C. 
b.  Simrall.  Gen.  Atty.  of  the  Cincinnati.  New  Orleans  and  Texas  Pacific  Ry  . 
of  Third  and  Walnut  streets,  Cincinnati,  wrote  me  Eel).  16.  18^)5:  ""^'v 
great-grandfather    was   James    Nephew  of  Georgia.        He  married  a   Miss  Gig- 
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nilleat,  a  dauglitL-r  of  one  of  tlic  old  early  Huguenot  settlers  of  Georgia.  Mr. 
Nephew  was  a  man  of  very  considerable  position,  and  of  large  wealth.  My 
mother's  family  left  Georgia,  however,  so  early  m  this  century  that  we  have 
never  had  much  association  with  our  Southern  relatives  of  the  Nephew 
branch.  If  you  will  write  to  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Lucas,  Woodward  avenue,  Lcx- 
.'ington,  Ky.,  she  will  probably  be  able  to  give  you  other  information  in  rela- 
Uion  to  the  Nephews  of  Georgia."  Mrs  Lucas  was  written  to,  but  could  fur- 
Jiish  no  additional  information.  Mrs.  Maria  L.  Gilbert  of  Perry,  Ga.,  wrote 
March  13,  1896:  "James  Nephew  lived  and  died  in  Mackintosh  co.,  Ga , 
and  was  twice  married,  to  Mrs.  Gignilliat,  and  to  Miss  Gignilliat.  Three 
aaughters  survived  him;  Sarah  Evelyn,  wife  of  Dr.  Charles  West  of  Georgia: 
Catherine  Margaret,  wife  of  Harrington  King,  of  Roswell,  Ga.:  Clifford  Caro- 
line, wife  of  Dr.  Joseph  Stiles  of  Richmond,  Va.  His  miniature  is  in  pos- 
session of  Mrs.  Eva  Baker  of  Roswell,  Ga.  n  there  is  any  family  record,  it 
is  in  possession  of  Maj.  Robert  Stiles  Richmond,  Va.  I  have  papers  dated 
in  1772,  1777,  etc.,  but  they  are  grants  anu  deeds  of  land,  and  throw  no  light 
•on  the  family  history." 

NAFE. — The  Nafe  families  in  America  may  not  be  closely  related  and 
many  of  them  may  he  a  portion  of  the  Nnf  family,  descended  from  Adam 
Naf.  the  famous  warrior  of  Swilxerland,  distinguished  for  his  bravery  at  Zu- 
rich in  battle  of  15.^1.  (Sec  ""A  Chronicle,"  etc.,  by  Elizabeth  C.  XefF.  pub. 
by  Clark  &  Co.,  Cincinnati,  1886).  But  I  do  not  feel  so  sure  that  Henry 
Nafe,  born  in  York  co..  Pa.,  in  1779,  who  married  Eva  Moyer  and  died  in 
Carroll  co.,  Maryland,  was  not  related  to  Joris  Neefies  U'SO.  Bucks  co.. 
Pa.,  who  had  a  grandson  Hendrick  (839).  The  name  of  Hendrick,  last  al- 
luded to,  was  spelled  "Neavee,"  when  a  resident  of  Montgomery  co..  Pa.,  in 
1840,  the  pronounciation  of  which  would  have  been  the  same  as  Na-fe.  The 
two  Henrys  were  probably  not  identical,  as  the  first  named  lived  in  Mary- 
land, "where,"  says  a  descendant,  Mr.  Clyde  V.  Nafe,  an  attorney  of  352 
Ninety-first  street,  Chicago,  "he  moved  soon  after  marriage,  and  became  a 
farmer  and  manufacturer  of  linseed  oil.  His  children  were:  Mary,  wife  of 
John  Trine,  who  lived  and  died  at  Westminster,  Md.,  in  1873;  John,  my 
grandfather;  Samuel,  whom  I  know  nothing  about;  Noah,  a  manufacturer 
of  fanning  mills,  who  is  living,  and  whose  wife  was  Mary  Cossey,  died 
Oct.  26,  1875,  and  whose  children  were,  Henry.  Elizabeth,  Jane.  William,  John. 
George  Washington,  Gertrude  and  Robert  Lee;  and  last.  Catherine,  who  died, 
young."  The  John  Nafe  whom  Clyde  terms  jiis  .  grandfather.  lived 
at  Rochester.  Indiana,  and  married  Mary  Magdalen  Stuart,  and  had  five 
children,  of  whom  two  arc  James  Henry  Nafe  of  Germany,  Ind..  and  David 
Stuart  Nafe  of  Michigan  City.  Lid.  The  last  named  James  H.  Nafe  and  Da- 
vid S.  Nafe  have  both  written,  but  are  unable  to  shed  light  upon  the  an- 
cestry of  their  grandfather,   Henry. 

DE  NEVE. — There  are  representatives  of  this  family  in  this  country  who 
are  not  descended  from  Joannes  Nevius.  but  do  descend  from  the  original 
Euroi)ean  family,  without  doubt.  Mr.  A.  P.  De  Neve  of  120  Lake  Lake  ave- 
nue, Rochester,  N.  Y..  wrote.  Nov.  26.  1804:  "My  father.  Dr.  Joseph  Cor- 
nelius Angulus  De  Neve,  was  born  in  Dunkirk,  France,  near  Belgium,  in 
the  year  1793.  o"  the  i8th  day  of  August.  Shortly  after  his  lather  immi- 
grated to  Ilolland.  where  my  father  studied  for  a  physician.  At  the  age  of 
eighteen  he  entered  the  French  army,  under  Napoleon  Bonaparte,  where  he 
served  fourteen  months,  then  came  back  to  Holland  and  resumeil  his  studies. 
After  graduating,  he  practiced  medicine  in  Holland  about  thirty  years.  In 
1848  he  came  to  America  with  his  family  of  eleven  children,  of  which  there 
■re  only  three  living  at  present,  two  sisters  and  myself.  My  father  had  a 
brother  who   was  also  a  physician   and  loided    in    Bresses.    Holland."

NOTE  CONCERNING  THE  METZEEAER    (MESSLER)    FAMILY. 

Mention  was  made  under  Trentje  Neefie^  (1814),  of  the  descent  of  the 
Messier  family  in  this  country  from  a  Jan  Adamsen  and  not  from  a  Tennis 
Tliomasen,  as  publislied  by  authority  of  one  of  the  descendants,  (a  son  of  Rev. 
Dr.  Abraham  McssUt,  of  Soinerville,  N.  J.),  in  the  "American  Ancestry," 
Vol.    IV.,   p.    161.       The   following   is  the  correcl  line  of  .lescent:

The  only  connection  to  be  found  between  Tcunis  Thomasen  and  Jan 
Adaiusen  is  that  they  both  assumed  the  name  of  Metzclaer  (or  Mctsclaer; 
whicli  means  "mason,"   and  this   was  doubtless    the    trade    of    both. 

Jan  Adamsen  (Metzelaer)  is  known  to  have  been  in  America  as  early  as 
Mav  30,  1654,  when  he  was  in  service  as  a  corporal  at  Fort  Casimier  on  the 
Delaware.  On  June  11,  1654,  he  took  an  oath  at  New  Amsterdam  and  is 
stated  to  have  been  twenty-eight  years  of  age.  There  are  other  mentions  of 
him  in  the  "Col.  Documents  of  N.  Y.",  V^ois.  i,  2  and  3,  and  there  is  no  real 
difliculty  in  tracing  his  descendants.  So  far  as  one  would  judge  troni  his 
birthplace  he  was  a   German  and  not  a   ll(;llander.

ADDENDA.  BEING  ADDITIONAL  MATTER  TO  PRECEDING  PAGES 
DISCOVERED   WHILE   THE  WORK  WAS  IN   PRESS. 

Page  43.  The  record  referred  to  by  Rev.  E.  T.  Corwin,  D.  D.,  has 
been  transmitted  to  the  author  recently,  and  it  clearly  does  not  apply  to  tiie 
Rev.  John  Nevius,  father  ot  Joannes,  the  immigrant,  but  to  another  clergy- 
man designated  as  "John  Navius,"  quite  likely  a  relative  of  Rev.  John  Ne- 
vius. The  matter  trans  litted  consists  of  extracts  from  the  "Minutes  of  the 
Classis    of   Amsterdam,"    under    the    following  dates: 

1630,  Oct.  15.  "The  church  of  Weesop,  after  calling  ui)on  the  name  of  Go<l, 
propose<l  to  choose  for  the  minister,  in  place  of  Domine 
Monssourt  (or  Moussourt),  John  Navius,  who  wa-^  at  i)res- 
ent  minister  of  the  Word  of  God  at  Schellimkhout,  an«l 
sought  thereon  the  approbation  of  Classis.

The  Rev.  Matthias  NeefT.  min- 
ister of  the  Divine  Word  at  Montfoort,  and  Mr.  James  van  Solingen,  receiv- 
er of  their  Honors'  borough  taxes  and  tolls,  go  security  for  Johan  Botte, 
late  mayor  of  Montfoort,  for  the  receipt  and  accounting  of  monies  in  his  of- 
fice as  bailiflf  of  Willescoop  and   Cort   Hces   Wyck." 

Page  83.  The  distinguished  Rev.  Howard  Crosby,  D.  D.,  was  a  lineal 
descendant  ot  Isaac  Bedloo,  the  line  of  ascent  being  as  follows:  Dr. Cros- 
by was  born  Feb.  27,  i8j6:  d.  March  29,  i8qi.  He  was  a  son  of  William 
Bedlow  Crosby,  b.  Feb.  7,  1786;  m.,  1807,  Harriet  Clarkson.  He  was  the 
son  of  Dr.  Ebenezer  Crosby,  b.  Sept.  30,  1753;  d.  July  16,  1788,  whose  wife 
Catherine,  to  whom  he  was  married  Oct.  11,  1781  was  the  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam Bedlow,  b.  May  19,  1757:  d.  F  b.  19,  1789.  William  Bedlow  was  bap- 
tised Dec.  12,  1722;  d.  Oct.  14,  1798;  m.,  Aug.  12,  1749,  Catherina  Rutgers. 
He  was  the  son  of  Peter  Bedloo  and  Marytje  Nasereth  who  were  married 
before  1716.  This  Peter  was  either  a  son  or  grandson  of  the  first  Isaac  Bed- 
loo.       Probably   he    was   the   grandson.

Neavel  was  a  Captain  at  the  battle  of  Germantown,  and  served  also  in  Canada; 
d.  April  7,  1847,  aged  93  years,  5  mos.,  28  das."  It  is  strongly  to  be  sus- 
pected that  this  refers  to  the  above  Hendrick.  Hendrick  may  be  the  father 
of  John  Nafew  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  (of  whom  see  in  Appendix  II.),  but  the 
matter  is  still  in  doubt.

Ti>e  auto- 
graph was  found  on  a  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  church  consistorial  record  of 
1735  (a  fact  overlooked  when  page  531  was  printed).  As  the  Flatlands  Pie- 
ter never  resided  at  or  near  New  Brunswick,  it  must  have  l)een  the  signa- 
ture of  his  son  Pieter  (1537),  although  it  so  varies  from  the  latter's  known 
signature  that  the  matter  is  somewhat  puzzling.  Pieter.  Jr.,  was  then  at 
Marlborough,  N.  J.,  but  he  had  previously  had  a  child  baptised  at  New 
Brunswick.  I  am  inclined  to  believe  the  signature  was  intended  for  Pie- 
ter, Jr.,  but  was  written  for  him  by  someone   else.
